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MAYOR'S  ADDRESS 


Gentlemen  op  the  City  Council  : 

I  enter  upon  the  duties  of  the  mayoralty  of  our 
splendid  city  with  no  delusions  nor  illusions.  I  am 
sensible  of  the  responsibilities  ;  I  am  fully  consdous 
of  the  seriousness  of  the  obligations  which  have  dr- 
volved  upon  me  through  the  will  of  the  people.  That 
knowledge  and  that  consciousness  I  have  gained  by 
seven  years'  connection  with  your  honorable  body, 
membership  where-ou  I  appreciated  as  a  signal  honor 
to  be  born  most  worthily,  and  an  opportunity  for 
public  service  only  understood  in  all  its  importance 
and  significance  by  those  who  set-k,  as  I  tried  to 
seek,  to  wiu  the  approval  and  (he  commendation  of 
their  fellow  men  by  an  unselfish  devotion  to  the 
duties  of  an  alderman. 

Without  your  earnest  and  active  co-operation, 
gentlemen,  I  fear  that  I  shall  fail  somewhat  in  ray 
purpose  to  demonstrate  that  previous  affiliation  with 
the  board  of  aldermen  especially  qualifies  a  man  of

goixl  iiilfiitit>n»  und  liuiit-sf  and  deterniiiied  purposes 
Tor  the  role  of  inunicipal  administrator.  Your  re- 
S|H)iit)iUility  und  mine  are  conjoint  ;  our  opportunity 
and  our  duty  ami  our  obligation  to  this  community, 
in  whiuli  every  citizen  should  have  the  same  interest, 
are  co-ordinate. 

FINANCIAL  PROBLEM. 

Every  KO^'''i'nni''nt  in  this  city  for  two  decades 
or  more  has  had  its  pmblem  to  take  up.  The  mo!-t 
fre(|uent  and  vexatious,  the  one  calling  for  the  most 
intelligcut,  tlioughtful  and  conservative  deliberation 
and  decision,  has  l>ceu  that  of  municipal  finan<:ier- 
iiig.  I  feel  tliut  1  indulge  in  no  exaggeration  and 
labor  under  no  misconception,  when  I  declare  that 
nothing  of  a  fiuaDcial  nature  ever  confronted  a  city 
conncil  of  Fall  lliver  with  gieater  gravity  and  more 
pressing  foice  than  the  problem  of  making  both  ends 
meet  in  receipts  and  expenditures,  which  we,  of  this 
year's  government,  are  called  upon  to  face.  Shall 
we  follow  the  patli  so  well  beaten  by  our  predecess- 
ors with  its  familiar  signboards  of  distress,  depress- 
ion and  depletion  ;  or  shall  we  wield  the  axe  of  re- 
form and  progress,  and  blaze  a  way  for  ourselves  V 
Whatever  he  our  decision,  we  must  face  a  flagrant 
and  wilful  disregard  of  the  plain  prohibiten  of  that 
section  of  the  city  charter  which  says  that  no  obliga- 
tion shall  be  incurred  in  behalf  of  the  cnty  without 
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money  having  been  provided  foi'  it  first.  la  the 
license  that  is  allowed  to  some  departments  in  spite 
of  most  rigid  festr»iut  upon  others,  we  are  able  to 
put  a  finger  upon  the  source  of  a  part  of  the  trouble 
that  seems  to  be  chronic,  in  the  conduct  of  the  gov- 
ernmental affairs  of  Fall  liiver.  We  have  viewed 
with  so  much  complaisance  all  show  of  contempt  for 
the  financial  restriction  in  our  organic  law  that  it 
has  come  to  be  honored  more  in  the  breach  than  in 
the  observance.  As  a  consequence  of  this  laxity,  we 
will  liave  to  dispose  of  a  legacy  of  unpaid  hills 
amounting  to  uearly  $l2.'.,oO(J,  distributed  somewhat 
a»  fullowH  :  poor  department,  $;i'2,ouu  ;  strcetdepart- 
mcDt,  $40,0011  ;  health  ibpartnieiit,  *!iO,(lOH  ;  other 
branches,  ^3:t,imii.  It  seems  but  simpK'  justice  to 
say  that  if  the  estimate  of  revenue  from  the  corpora- 
tion tax  had  been  sustained,  there  would  have  been 
¥I3,00U  more  available  for  municipal  imrposes,  ami 
the  indebtedness  would  have  been  that  sum  less.  I 
want  to  recommend  to  the  aldermen  that  we  try  to 
live  within  our  means,  avoiding  the  need  of  resorting 
to  the  troublesome  expedients  to  raise  funds  which 
have  been  made  use  of  for  years.  This  reform  is  to 
Ih;  attempted  sometime,  under  conditions  no  more 
auspicious  than  those  which  we  have  around  us. 

CARE  0\P  STREETS. 

At  no  time  within  my  knowledge  of  city  matters 
has  the  subject  of  street  maintenance  and  improve- 
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nient  received  the  attention  now  bestowed  upon  it. 
It  in  a,  life  subject ;  and  only  as  to  ways  and  means 
does  our  vit'W  show  any  variance.  Everybody  bears 
witness  that  something  must  or  should  be  done  in 
removing  the  defects  which  are  so  glaringly  apparent 
in  thoroughfares  in  all  parts  of  the  city.  We  can- 
not demur  to  the  statement  put  forth  by  the  Chamb- 
er of  Commerce — an  organization  which,  by  its  civic 
spirit,  has  been  of  material  benefit  to  Fall  River 
during  the  short  time  it  has  been  in  existence,  that 
"it  is  necessary  for  the  convenience,  comfort,  health 
and  prosperity  of  all  the  people — merchant  and  mill- 
worker,  man  and  child,  rich  and  poor  alike — that 
the  streets  of  the  city  shall  be  built  properly,  maint- 
ained carefully,  and  kept  in  clean  and  sanitary  con- 
dition." A  pronouncement  so  general  admits  of  no 
justification  to  make  it  warrantable  beyond  what 
everybody  sees  and  feels  ;  but  it  is  altogether  true 
that  the  desired  consummation  "maybe  accomplish- 
ed economically  and  well,  only  by  one  thoroughly 
and  Bcientiflcally  trained  in  the  science  of  road  build- 
ing and  maintenance  ?"  It  would  be  useless  to  deny 
the  value  of  scientific  knowledge  in  the  construction 
and  repair  of  highways,  but  how  extremely  abi'idged 
would  be  the  scope  of  its  application  to  local  condi- 
tions if  the  appiopriation  were  not  made  sufficient 
to  produce  tangible  and  appreciable  results  ! 

One  of  the  chief  handicaps  in  the  street  depart- 
ment has  been  far  less  the  lack  of  men,  than  the 
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absence  of  funds,  with  which  to  prosecute  work  that 
would  be  substantial  and  durable.  Under  similar 
circumstances,  which  cannot  be  considered  neKHgible, 
how  impotently  the  scientifically  trained  authority 
would  strive  to  maintain  his  reputation. 

After  giving  a  great  deal  of  thought  to  this  mat- 
ter, it  is  my  judgment  that  if  inipnivement  is  con- 
templated on  an  extensive  scale,  we  must  ask  the 
legislature  for  authority  to  borrow  money  for  putting 
our  highways  into  shape  ;  or  we  must  rely  on  such 
shifts  as  may  be  devised  for  accomplishing  slowly 
and  narrowly  the  work  which  all  of  us  desire. 

CURBING  AND  PAVINa. 

Improvements  such  as  curbing  and  paving  might 
well  be  foregone  for  a  year  if  our  financial  netnls 
make  it  obligatory  to  prune  somewhere  in  order  that 
work  and  service  more  ronducive  to  the  welfare  of 
the  people  may  be  carried  on.  The  uninterrupted 
removal  of  scavenger  and  the  laying  of  dust  for  the 
brief  period  that  is  prescribed  ought  to  1m>  assured 
beyond  any  doubt,  in  the  preparation  of  the  annual 
budget. 

Building  sewers  redounds  to  the  public  health. 
I  do  not  propose  to  specify  locations  which  are  in 
need  of  relief.  It  is  to  l>e  hoped,  however,  that  the 
board  of  aldermen  will  place  expediency  foremost  in 
passing  upon  every  order  for  a  sewer.     "Where  the

greatest  good  possible"  is  the  best  rule  to  follow  in 
arriving  at  a  final  judgment. 

REGTSTKATION  OK  CITY  LABORERS. 

One  of  the  vexations  which  many  mayors  and 
most  aldermen  have  had  to  experience  arose  from 
the  importunity  of  men  seeking  employment  for 
themselves,  or  acting  in  belialf  of  others.  Labor 
hunger  is  a  severe  affliction.  Its  alleviation  has  not 
always  been  possible  in  spite  of  the  earnest  efforts  of 
those  to  wliom  appeals  were  addressed.  I  intend  to 
ask  the  State  civil  service  board  to  apply  the  system 
to  this  city,  because  I  think  that  it  will  be  best  ftn- 
all  concerned. 

STREET  CAR  CONGESTION. 

Car  congestion  in  front  of  the  city  hall  continues 
to  be  an  unsolved  question  ;  aiid  if  greater  progress 
in  arriving  at  a  solution  is  not  made  by  this  year's 
government  than  has  been  achieved  up  to  the  pres- 
ent, it  will  not  be  the  fault  of  the  executive  depart- 
ment, other  cities  have  had  this  difficulty  to  deal 
with — some  of  tliem  with  conditions  no  more  promis- 
ing than  those  which  exist  here.  By  resolute  action 
and  in  a  conservative  spirit,  satisfac^tory  settlements 
were  arranged.  Because  I  think  that  Fall  River  can 
find  a  way  out  of  its  trouble,  1  trust  that  the  alder- 
men will  leave  uo  stone  unturned  in  reaching  an 
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uoderstauding  with  the  Bay  State  Stre«t  Railway 
Co.,  to  the  eud  that  the  causes  of  the  congestion  may 
disappear. 

FLINT  VILLAGE  PLAYGROUND. 

I  recommend  an  appropriation  for  improving 
the  land  bought  for  a  playground  in  Flint  Village. 
Through  acceptance  of  the  act  passed  in  lltoH,  hy  the 
general  court,  we  are  ohiiged  to  set  aside  a  lot  for 
recreation  purposes  for  each  -iOjiidO  inhaliitatits. 
Four  have  heeii  equipped  partly,  leaving  the  llfth  to 
he  attended  to. 

QUEyUECHAN  RIVER  CANAL. 

The  influence  of  the  city  government  onght  t.o 
he  directed  in  furthering  the  movement,  recrcntly 
given  a  strong  impetus,  for  harnessing  the  Qiieqne- 
chan  river  hy  means  of  a  canal,  and  reclaiming  the 
territory  thereahouts,  now  practically  worthlesH  to 
the  riparian  owner?,  and  <reitainly  useless  for  pur- 
poses of  taxation.  On  account  of  the  possibilities  in 
the  way  of  conserving  our  water  supply,  the  necess 
ity  for  which  is  soon  to  be  a  very  serious  cause  for 
deliberation  and  investigation,  of  promoting  public 
health,  threatened  every  summer  during  dry  spells, 
of  aiding  our  industrial  interests,  hampered  hy  the 
low  state  of  the  pond  at  the  same  time,  and  of  beanti- 
fying  a  locality  that  is  ofl^ensively  barren,  I  have  no 
hesitation  of  commending  the  efforts  of  those  geotle- 
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men  who  have  brought  the  matter  to  public  atten- 
tion, and  who  are  stiiving  sedulously  to  improve  the 
situation.  The  nioventHnt  is  so  progressive  that  it 
calls  for  unhesitating  approval  and  cordial  support 
by  our  citizens,  and  by  the  legislature  if  appealed  to 
for  authority  to  construct  the  canal. 

WATER   W0RK8. 

Safety  and  economy,  I  lielieve,  constitute  reason 
enough  for  the  expenditure  by  the  water  board  of  a 
sum  that  will  ensure  (he  installation  of  a  modern 
pump,  sufficiently  removed  from  the  present  pump- 
ing station,  to  give  uninterrupted  tupply,  should 
disaster  disable  the  present  plant.  It  is  not  the 
wisest  policy  to  wait  in  a  matter  of  this  character 
until  a  contingency  develops  which  compels  instant 
action,  meanwhile  entailing  direful  consequences.  I 
recommend  that  Part  3,  Section  15,  Chapter  46,  of 
the  Revised  Ordinances,  be  so  amended  as  to  allow 
of  the  expenditure  of  $35,000  for  water  pipe  exten- 
sions. Instead  of  $25,000,  as  now  provided  for. 

BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 

In  the  annual  report  of  the  board  of  health  fur 
IWl,  which  is  to  be  submitted  to  the  board  of  alJer- 
men,  I  find  (his  paragraph; 

"it  Is  manifestly  impossible  to  fxpet-t  any 
niunicipul  department,  particulHrly  the  heahh 
department,  to  be  managed  perfectly,  systematic- 
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My,  economically,  or  satisfactorily,  tn  the  ab- 
sence of  sufficient  number  of  officials  to  perform 
the  work,  an  appropriation  to  pay  the  necessary 
expenses,  suitable  office  quarters  in  which  to 
conduct  the  business,  and  adequate  hospital 
facilities  to  isolate  and  treat  persons." 

I  concur  in  the  general  declaration,  but  concur- 
rence does  not  preclude  me  from  expressing  a  mild 
doubt  if  some  members  of  the  board  of  health  and 
the  servants  of  that  department  have  any  conception 
of  economy,  or  if  they  are  imbued  with  the  zeal  in 
the  public  service  which  results,  not  in  being  officious, 
but  in  efficient.  If  fewer  hours  were  wasted  at  the 
city  hall  and  in  idle  gossip  elsewhere,  and  if  there 
were  less  contriving  how  to  multiply  positions  osten- 
sibly on  account  of  the  public  health,  the  department 
would  stand  in  the  citizen's  estimation  considerably 
higher  than  the  position  in  which  it  has  placed  itoelf 
by  its  wastefulness  and  pretence  of  serviceableness. 

In  considering  how  to  deal  prudently  with  the 
appropriation,  it  seems  to  me  that  the  board  and  its 
representatives  might  give  an  earnest  of  good  in- 
tention if  they  started  with  the  procuring  of  groceries 
and  provisions  for  the  hospitals.  The  city  store  has 
justified  the  wisdom  which  conceived  it,  and  the 
judgment  which  established  it.  I  know  ofno  reason 
why  the  store  cannot  I*  a  base  of  supply  for  edibles 
paid  for  by  the  board  of  health. 
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DISTRICT  NURSING  SYSTEM. 

All  of  us  must  want  to  change  the  standing  of 
our  city  as  respects  infantile  mortality.  Benefits 
from  the  nursing  system  whicli  was  introduced  last 
summer  were  so  noticeable  that  I  am  convinced  of 
the  need  of  extending  it.  A  contributing  factor  no 
doubt  was  the  effort  to  secure  good  milk,  philanthropic 
effort  supplementing  the  work  of  the  authorities. 
"It  is  a  matter  of  education,'"  says  an  interested 
citizen  who  writes  to  me  on  the  work  of  district 
nurses.'  "Instead  of  sending  the  mother  and  the 
older  children  to  the  school,"  be  contends,  "we 
should  send  the  school  in  the  shape  of  more  nurses 
to  the  honwis  to  teach  mothers  bow  to  bring  up  their 
babies  in  the  best  wa)-.'"  When  the  same  informant 
testifies  from  personal  observation  and  careful  study 
of  juvenile  delinquency  that  "hack  wanln  ess  in  whool, 
where  a  child  has  to  spend  two  years  in  one  grade, 
and  much  of  the  pauperism  and  infantile  mortality 
might  b«  prevented  if  an  oversight  of  little  ones 
could  be  carried  on  systematically,"  I  look  upon  it 
as  a  solemn  duty  for  us,  who  have  the  power,  to 
help  a  reform  that  is  designed  to  save  infantile  life. 
By  alK)lishing  one  or  more  of  its oinamental  positions 
the  board  of  health  could  he  an  agency  of  great  gooil 
in  this  movement. 

TRUSTEES  FOR  HOSPITALS. 

I  have  felt  for  a  long  time  that  our  methods  of 
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supervising  our  hospitals  could  be  improved  and  the 
usefulness  of  those  institutions  advanced.  The  way 
I  have  in  mind  contemplates  asking  the  legislature 
for  permission  to  remove  the  care  Oi  the  hospitals 
from  the  overseers  of  the  poor  and  the  l>oard  of 
health,  and  to  place  them  under  a  board  of  trustees. 
Authority  would  be  concentrated,  and  there  would 
be  less  likelihood  of  the  occurrence  of  the  things 
which  militate  against  proper  management  and  suc- 
cessful administration,  which  seem  to  be  inseparable 
from  the  plan  of  contrfll  and  direction  now  in  vogue. 
We  owe  so  much  benevolence  to  those  who  are  so 
unfortunate  as  to  become  city  dependents,  even 
temporarily,  that  I  conceive  one  way  to  help  them 
is  to  be  found  in  changing  the  char-acter  of  hospital 
supervision. 

FIRK   DEPARTMENT. 

To  the  mayor  and  the  boaid  of  aldermen  the 
task  is  given  of  ordaining  how  the  popular  will  that 
members  of  the  fire  depaitmeiit  shall  have  one  day 
oft  in  five  shall  be  curried  out  without  les!$ening  the  . 
efficienry  of  the  force.  IT  we  are  prepared  to  defer 
to  the  expressed  judgment  of  the  fire  commissioners, 
then  we  shall  procettd  along  the  line  of  least  expend- 
iture, ultimately.  If  we  decide  that  the  best  way  of 
meeting  the  situation  is  by  putting  on  more  men, 
the  yearly  cost  will  be  iH0,y50-  The  commissioners 
support  the  alternative  plan  of  buying  automobile 
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apparatus.  It  would  take  the  place  of  two  hose 
wagons  and  chemical  engines,  and  eight  men  would 
be  available  for  the  relief  work  that  the  one  day  off 
in  five  necessity  calls  for.  I  think  that  the  com- 
niisBioners'  idea  of  what  is  best  commend  it-self  to 
our  attention.  After  the  first  outlay,  estimated  at 
$11,000,  the  cost  of  maintenance  of  the  auto  machines 
would  be  comparatively  small,  according  to  depart- 
mental experience  with  that  das  of  fire  vehicle. 

SCHOOL    CONDITIONS. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  libera!  policy  in  erecting 
school  buildings  which  has  obtained  for  eight  years 
makes  it  improbable  that  further  expenditure  on 
construction  will  lie  required  for  some  yeai's.  Of  the 
appropriation  of  (tt5,000  for  the  building  of  a  pchool- 
bouse  on  Hamlet  street,  there  promises  to  be  an  un- 
expended balance  of  jHO.ono.  That  sum  ought  to 
be  sufficient  to  equip  the  structure  with  everything 
needful. 

We  have  borrowed  $25l,r>oo  of  the  *2T5,000 
authorized  to  be  spent  on  new  schools  by  chapter  18!) 
of  the  acts  of  19lu.  The  technical  school  should  be 
completed  and  furnished  as  quickly  as  possible  in 
order  that  its  advantages  may  be  realized  by  the 
class  which  is  to  enter  the  high  school  in  the  fall. 
With  the  Ukelihood  that  many  who  would  close  their 
schooldays  when  they  leave  the  grammar  school  will 
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be  attracted  to  the  new  iaBtitution  on  account  of 

what  it  may  offer  in  training,  there  should  be  no 
delay  in  getting  the  equipment  required.  It  is  estim- 
ated by  the  auditor  that  there  will  be  $4,000  to  be 
applied  to  the  account  of  iustallation.  If  it  should 
be  considered  impolitic  to  take  the  balance  from  gen- 
eral revenue,  the  city  council  will  find  a  keway  for 
obtaining  the  requisite  sum  in  the  $23,500  remaining 
of  the  loan  not  negotiated. 

CITY'S  LEGAL  AFFAIRS. 

Although  there  is  no  requirement  to  that  eft'ect. 
I  have  determined  to  report  to  the  board  of  aldermen 
every  month,  when  there  is  occasion,  what  dispo- 
sition has  been  made  of  cases  in  which  the  city  is 
concerned.  In  that  way  it  will  he  seen  how  the  legal 
affairs  of  the  municipality  are  looked  after.  So 
much  is  possible  from  secret  contriving  that  I  want 
the  government  to  have  a  thorough  knowledge  of 
what  is  transpiring  in  the  department. 

CONCLUSION. 

I  have  chosen  to  give  expression  to  opinions 
rather  than  to  formulate  a  series  of  recommenda- 
tions to  your  honorable  board,  which  might  not  be 
more  than  perfjnctory  utterances.  What  I  have 
said  is  largely  the  result  of  seven  years'  observation 
aud  study  of  municipal  conditions.  They  are  not 
ofifered  as  the  views  of  an  expert,  but  as  the  judg- 
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ineut  of  one  who,  plevated  to  the  exalted  office  of 
mayor,  desires  to  act  consiBteoIy  with  hie  coiivictionB 
ill  indicating  what  he  believfs  to  he  the  means  of 
achievilig  good  government. 

I  want  every  alderman  to  feel  that  his  respon- 
sibility is  serious,  and  that  he  may  look  to  me  for 
assistance  in  honest  undertakings  for  the  greatest 
go<)d  to  and  for  the  greatetit  uiiniher.  With  the 
legislative  and  executive  de[»artments  working harin- 
oniously  l<)gether,  neither  tiespastsiiig  upon  the 
rights  of  the  other,  but  acting  always  fur  the  com- 
mon good,  we  can  look  confidently  to  the  citizens, 
whose  servants  we  are.  to  commend  our  course.

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  streets  at  the 
close  of  the  year  were  in  a  far  better  condition  than 
they  were  at  the  beginning.  Still  there  are  a  number 
of  streets  that  should  receive  attention  the  coming 
year.  The  automobile  tralHc  is  fast  lessening  the 
life  of  our  roads. 

How  to  improve  our  streets  in  order  to  adapt 
them  to  all  kinds  of  traffic  is  a  perplexing  question. 
Automobilists  and  in  fact  about  everybody  likes  a 
smooth  street  but  all  are  inclined  to  lose  sight  of  the 
fact  that  smooth  pavements  are  more  or  less  slippery. 
Horses  are  inclined  to  slip  on  such  streets  unless  care 
is  exercised.     Should  a  horse  fall  the  fault  is  invari- 
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ably  found  with  the  pavement  regardless  of  whether 
the  driver  was  responsible  for  it  or  not.  What  is 
satisfactory  to  one  class  of  traffic  is  unsatisfactory  to 
another. 

It  is  with  much  melancholy  that  I  record  the 
death  of  one  who  has  been  my  superior  for  a  great 
many  years  and  also  my  predecessor  in  office,  Prank 
Anthony  Thurston,  whose  untimely  death  occurred 
September  24,  1912.  Mr.  Thurston  succeeded  to  the 
ofRce  of  Superintendent  of  Streets  upon  the  death  of 
his  father  in  ISSi  and  was  continuously  elected  to 
the  office  until  death  claimed  him.  His  long  term 
of  service  to  the  city  in  the  position  he  so  well  filled 
attested  the  high  regard  in  which  he  was  held  by  the 
various  city  governments,  while  the  voluntary  action 
on  the  part  of  his  employees  for  the  suspension  of 
work  in  the  department  on  the  day  of  hts  funeral 
and  the  escorting  of  his  body  from  its  home  to  its 
last  resting  place  manifested  the  kindly  feeling  and 
respect  that  his  subordinates  bore  him.  In  his  death 
the  city  has  lost  an  honest,  kind  hearted  and  efficient 
official,  and  a  good  citizen.     Requiescat  iu  pace. 

When  the  prices  for  hay  were  soaring  very  high 
early  in  the  year  arrangements  were  made  by  Mayor 
Higgios  for  the  turning  over  to  the  department  what 
hay  the  Reservoir  Commission  had  on  hand  providing 
that  the  department  would  haul  it  and  supply 
manure.     This  proved  quite  a  saving  and  while  the 
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department  lias  no  reronl  as  to  what  the  exact 
amount  was  it  lias  been  estimated  to  be  about  eighty 
tons. 

STREET  WATERING. 

The  department  with  its  carts  and  wagons  in  the 
110  days  that  it  operated  them  in  fighting  the  dust 
evil  distributed  3],8y:i,30n  gallons  of  water.  The  car 
sprinklers  distributed  44,(!32,50ii  gallons  of  water 
making  the  total  amount  of  water  sprinkled  on  the 
streets,  70,525,800  gallons.  The  cost  of  street  water- 
ing for  the  year  was  ^■>0,112.04. 

A  new  contract  has  been  made  with  the  Ameri- 
can Car  Sprinkler  Company  of  Worcester,  Massachu- 
setts for  the  use  of  three  car  sprinklers  fur  a  period 
of  Hve  yeais. 

CURBING 

The  entire  jinioiiut  of  new  curbing  laid  <lui-ing 
the  year  was  4.-22  miles.  The  department  made 
(^mtracts  with  the  following  parties  for  the  supplying 
of  curbing:

The  cost  of  this  work  was  ^l,493.3'.t  and  the 
following  is  a  hst  of  the  locations  where  the  work 
wafldoue:  Piue  street  at  the  east  line  of  Meadow 
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street;  Rock  street  at  north  line  of  Cherry  Street; 
Peckham  street  west  line  of  Stafford  Road;  Stewart 
street  at  east  line  of  North  Main  Street;  Oak  Orove 
avenue  at  north  line  of  Locust  street;  Wari-en 
street  at  west  line  of  Jefferson  street;  Warren  street 
at  east  line  of  Plymouth  avenue,  Second  street  at 
north  line  of  Spring  street;  Stewart  street  at  east 
line  of  North  Main  street;  South  Main  street  at  south 
line  of  Central  street;  Central  street  at  west  line  of 
South  Main  street;  South  Main  street  at  north  line 
of  Pocasset  street;  Anawan  street  at  the  west  line  of 
South  Main  street. 

SNOW. 

The  department  was  very  fortunate  in  the  way 
of  snow.  The  cost  of  caring  for  what  happened  to 
fall  during  the  year  was  |+,7a7.1!). 
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GRADING. 


Bullock  street  betwe<:ii  Oak  Grove  avenue  and 
Freelove  street,  which  had  more  or  less  work  doae 
OD  it  the  previous  year,  was  filled  in  with  what 
material  could  he  obtained  in  that  locality.  The 
street  is  yet  far  from  being  at  grade. 

Narragansett  street  from  North  Main  street 
easterly  was  given  a  dressing  of  gravel  to  bring  it  to 
the  proper  grade. 

Orchard  street  from  Quarry  to  Fruit  streets  re- 
ceived enough  gravel  from  that  part  of  Bedford 
street  which  was  being  paved  to  bring  it  up  to  the 
established  Hue. 

Prevost  street  between  McGowan  and  Portland 
street  was  made  passable  by  the  removal  of  numer- 
ous boulders  and  the  cutting  down  of  hushes.  The 
stone  was  carried  to  a  nearby  crusher.  Considerable 
filling  still  remains  to  be  done  to  bring  the  street  to 
the  required  grade. 

Stevens  street  from  Russell  street  southerly  for 
a  distance  of  about  150  feet  was  graded  preparatory 
to  macadamizing. 

Russell  street  between  Jefferson  and  Stevens 
streets  was  brought  to  grade  preparatory  to  macad- 
amizing. 
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Conaut  street  from  Plymouth  avenue  to  Whip- 
ple street  was  wotkeii  to  grade.  V^ry  little  work 
had  to  be  done  on  this  street  arid  the  material  re- 
quired to  do  the  tilling  was  taken  from  different 
points  on  the  street  wliere  there  were  slight  cuts. 

Barclay  street  hetweon  Slade  and  Uwelly  streets 
was  filled  in  with  gravel  and  dirt  as  it  could  be  pro- 
cured from  contractors  having  cellars  in  that  vicinity 
to  excavate  in  order  to  bring  the  street  to  grade. 
Owing  to  the  scarcity  of  tilling  very  little  headway 
was  made  with  the  work. 

Pilgrim  street,  hrtween  Pleasant  and  Hledinan 
streets  which  had  more  or  less  attention  bestowed 
upon  it  the  previous  year  was  completed.  The  rock 
removed  from  this  street  was  carried  to  the  crusher. 

Stedman  street  from  Pilgrim  street  easterly  to 
its  terminus,  a  distance  of  about  176  feet,  was 
brought  to  grade.  The  average  cut  was  about  three 
feet  and  consisted  of  earth  and  boulders. 

Chesworth  street  from  Eastern  avenue  westerly 
was  worked.  There  was  sutlticient  cutting  to  take 
care  of  the  fills  and  the  boulders  ihat  were  removed 
were  carted  to  the  crusher. 

(irifhn  street  between  Broadway  and  South 
Main  street  was  completed.  It  had  previously  been 
brought  to  grade  to  a  point  in  front  of  the  church 
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property, .  where  the  work  was  undertaken  this 
year  and  carried  aloug  to  South  Main  street.  The 
maximum  cut  was  eleven  feet.  Large  quantities  of 
rock  was  taken  from  this  street  to  the  crusher. 

Keeley  street  from  County  street  easterly  had 
very  little  attention  given  to  it.  The  work  done 
upon  it  was  with  the  view  te  make  it  passalile  re- 
gardless of  the  grade  so  that  in  case  of  ftre  t.he  appar- 
atus might  lie  able  to  reach  property  located  on  it. 

Slade  street  from  Bay  street  westerly  ahout  500 
feet  was  graded  to  a  width  of  about  :t5  feet  with 
material  obtained  from  surrounding  properties  and 
ashes  from  the  Fall  River  Iron  Works  plant.  The 
maximtini  fill  being  fourteen  feet  and  the  minimum 
one  foot.  The  grading  of  this  section  of  street  af- 
fords safe  access  to  thi'  property  of  the  Texas 
Oil  Company  plant  which  recently  located  heie. 

Underwood  street  beiween  Ijangley  and  Naria- 
ganset  streets  was  cut  uway  ahoul  three  feet  in 
order  to  bring  it  to  grade.  The  dirt  was  used  iu  re- 
pairing streets  in  that  locality. 
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GRANOLITHIC  WALKS. 

The  demand  for  this  kind  of  walk  still  continut^s 
to  increase.  One  has  only  to  peruse  the  table  below 
to  see  to  what  extent  these  walks  have  gradually 
increased  since  first  laid  in  1!I03.  There  are  a  large 
number  of  applications  ou  file  that  have  not  as  yi^t 
been  laid.  The  contract  for  laying  this  kind  of 
walk  was  awarded  to  William  J.  Dunn  for  $1.;^725 
per  square  yard.

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MACADAM. 


Three  miles  of  streets  were  macadamized  the 
past  year.  This  'amouut  is  far  in  excess  of  what 
has  been  constructed  in  this  line  for  years.  Two 
and  one  Afth  miles  is  what  is  kiiowo  as  water  hound 
macadam,  while  the  remaining  foiii-  fifths  is  what  m 
known  as  tar  hound  macadam. 

The  tar  bonqd  macadam  streets  already  seem  to 
have  met  with  favor  and  their  construction  t-houKi 
be  continued  in  the  future.  Tho  Stevens  Mills  were 
80  well  pleased  with  this  form  of  construction  that 
they  furnished,  without  cost  to  the  city,  sufftcient 
heated  tar  to  cover  Stevens  and  Russell  streets  when 
the  department  was  macadamizing  it. 

The  improvement  of  Highland  avenue  and  New 
Boston  road  with  a  pavement  of  this  character  in- 
duced Mr.  John  S.  Brayton  to  p  ly  to  the  city  the 
cost  of  furnishing  and  setting  curbing  in  front  of  his 
premises. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  surface  of  the 
water  bound  macadam  built  last  year  be  given  a 
treatment  of  tar  which  would  not  only  lay  the  dust 
but  would  preserve  the  road.

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PAVING. 


A  departure  waa  made  this  year  in  the  method 
of  laying  granite  block  pavement.  The  old  method 
of  laying  the  blocks  on  a  cinder  bed  and  sand  cush- 
ion was  discarded  and  the  blocks  were  laid  on  a  con- 
crete base  with  the  joints  filled  with  a  grout  of  Port- 
land cement,  and  the  blocks  flooded  over  with  a 
grout,  giving  the  pavement  a  smooth  surface.  The 
process  employed  was  that  known  as  the  Hassan 
Block  Pavement,  The  excavating  and  furnishing 
of  the  blocks  was  done  by  the  city  and  the  laying  by 
the  Simpson  Brothers  Corporation  of  Boston,  Massa- 
chusetts, for  $1.64  per  square  yard.  Contracts  for 
furnishing  granite  blocks  were  made  with  the  fol- 
lowing: Nelson  A.  Bennett,  2fi,000  blocks  at  158.00 
per  thousand;  Savey  &  Jackson,  40,000  blocks  at 
161.00  per  thousand,  and  35,000  blocks  at  $61.60 
per  thousand,  and  Willard  M.  Pettey  125,000  blocks 
at  $59.00  per  thousand. 

Wood  block  pavement  has  been  laid  in  two  sec- 
tions of  the  city  on  very  favorable  grades  and  is  giv- 
ing very  good  satisfaction.  Simpson  Brothers  Cor- 
poration laid  this  pavement  at  a  cost  of  $3.42  per 
square  yard  with  the  department  to  do  the  ex- 
cavating 

There  was  more  or  less  agitation  the  early  part 
of  the  year  for  the  covering  of  our  granite  block 
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pavement  with  a  whitewash  coat  (as  it  was  called) 
of  Portland  cement  and  sand  to  give  it  a  smooth  sur- 
face. While  the  department  fully  realized  that  it . 
was  not  practical  on  a  pavement  that  had  been  open 
to  travel,  yet  it  consented  to  experiment  with  a  sec- 
tion o£  South  Main  street  nuar  Hicks  street  for  the 
benefit  of  those  who  advocated  it.  The  gravel  be- 
tween the  joints  was  removed  to  a  depth  of  one-half 
the  block  and  filled  with  a  grout  of  citment  and  the 
surface  flushed  over  to  a  depth  of  one  quarter  inch. 
When  completed  the  section  of  the  stieet  looked 
very  nice  but  it  was  not  lung  open  to  traffic  before  it 
began  chipping  oflf  in  pieces,  and  voiy  little  of  it  re- 
mains at  present  on  the  pavement  where  there  is 
travel.

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The  pavement  on  the  west  side  of  the  car  tracks 
between  Ctntial  and  Pocasset  stroot  that  the  de|)art- 
■ment  has  anuiia,lly  for  a  period  of  years  called  to  the 
attention  of  the  gut-ernment  has  heen  relaid.  The 
old  blocks  were  lemoved  and  sent  to  the  crusher  lot 
to  Ih' rec'ut  and  new  blocks  substituted.  The  pave- 
ment was  laid  under  the  Hassan  Block  process,  which 
gives  it  a  smooth  service,  making  it  pleasant  to  ride 
over.  The  pavement  between  car  tracks  and  on 
the  east  sido  of  the  tracks  should  be  relaid  by  this 
process  the  coming  year  so  as  to  coiifurin  with  th« 
west  side  of  the  street.  The  improvement  of  the 
thoroughfare  is  well  worth  the  expenditure  of  the 
money. 

Pleasant  street  on  the  south  side  of  the  car 
tracks,  hetwreu  Fourteenth  and  Unity  streets  was 
relaid  by  the  Hassan  Block  process.  The  Fall  Ilivor 
Electric  Light  Company  and  Water  Deparrment 
paying  two-thirds  of  the  cost  of  relaying  the  pave- 
ment under  the  old  process  and  this  department 
paying  the  other  third  and  the  difference  in  thu  cost 
of  laying  the  pavement  under  the  new  process. 
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SEWERS. 


The  BOwurage  system  was  extended  during  the 
year  1.263  miles,  at  aa  average  uost  of  $10.80  per 
Jioeal  foot.  Sewers  varying  in  length  from  60  to 
1800  feet  were  built  in  14  different  streets  at  a  cost 
as  low  as  $3.86  per  lineal  foot  to  as  high  as  $50.50 
per  lineal  foot.  The  former  price  was'  for  a  sewer 
constructed  under  the  most  favorable  conditions, 
while  that  of  the  latter  was  for  one  constructed 
under  the  most  unfavorable  conditions.  Vast  quan- 
tities of  rock  had  to  be  removed  in  about  one-half  of 
the  sewers  that  were  built. 

The  Howe  street  sewer  was  carried  across  South 
Main  street  easterly  a  distance  of  some  one  hundred 
feet,  but  there  yet  remains  considerable  work  to  be 
done  to  bring  it  up  to  the  point  where  it  is  intended  to 
go  to  take  care  of  the  Charlton  Mills.  The  character  of 
the  excavation  was  the  same  as  the  previous  year, 
ledge.  This  sewer  should  be  completed  the  coming 
year. 

While  the  Lowell  street  sewer  has  been  ex- 
tended quite  a  distance  it  still  remains  unserviceable 
tor  the  reason  that  it  has  not  reached  the  point 
where  it  will  serve  as  an  outlet  to  other  sewers  and 
relieve  conditions  existing  in  that  locality.  It  should 
lie  extended  the  coming  year  as  fai-  as  Rodman 
street. 
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The  sewor  emptying  on  the  hanks  of  Mount 
Hope  Bay  at  the  foot  of  Wellington  street  was  ex- 
tended into  the  bay  to  abate  a  nuisance.

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OILING  STREETS. 


There  were  41, 33ft  square  yards  of  streets  oiled 
daring  the  year  This  is  practically  one-half  of  the 
area  treated  with  oil  by  the  department  the  previous 
year.  However,  there  was  a  greater  street  area 
oiled  during  the  year  than  ever  before.  The  Daniels 
Road  Oiling  Company  of  Piovideuce,  R.  I.,  can- 
vassed the  city  for  contracts  to  oil  streets  in  front  of 
the  various  property  owners'  premises  at  so  mucli 
per  square  yard  per  treatment,  and  found  a  large 
number  of  people  who  were  willing  to  pay  the  entire 
cost  of  having  the  streets  oileil.  Whether  the 
parties  who  paid  for  the  oiling  done  by  this  com- 
pany were  satisfiwl  with  what  they  received  the 
department  is  unable  to  say,  but  from  its  point  of 
view  it  appeared  a  waste  of  time  and  material  to  oil 
streets  that  had  not  been  properly  cleaned.  The  de- 
partment used  the  product  of  the  local  (ias  Works 
Company  and  Standard  Road  Oil  Xo.  4  on  what 
streets  it  treated. 

The  department  would  again  recommend  its 
suj^restion  of  the  previous  year  relative  to  an  ordi- 
uance  being  passed  for  the  oiling  of  stret'ts.

STREET  CLEANING. 

Comparatively  little  attention  was  given  to  the 
cleaning  of  streets  outside  of  thoie  that  were  paved. 
Almost  yearly  the  department  reminds  the  govern- 
ment of  the  necessity  of  thoroughly  cleaning  the 
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macadam  and  dirt  streets  but  its  words  iavariably 
fail  to  have  any  efftct  towards  the  securing  of  larger 
appropriatious  for  this  work.  All  macadam  and 
dirt  streets  should  be  cleaned  at  least  twice  a  year, 
ia  the  spring  to  remove  the  debris  that  has  collected 
in  the  gutters  during  tbe  winter,  and  in  the  fall 
after  the  leaves  have  got  through  falling  so  as  to 
afford  the  surface  water  an  unobstructed  flow  to  the 
sandcatchers.  The  burniug  of  leaves  in  the  gutter 
in  the  fall  of  the  year  is  a  practice  that  should  be 
discountenanced  by  the  police  department  for  the 
reason  that  there  is  a  liability  of  property  catching 
fire  and  also  for  the  injury  it  does  to  the  streets 
wherever  tar  is  need  in  the  pavement.  There  was 
expended  fur  the  cleaning  of  streets,  which  includes 
paved  streets,  picking  up  paper,  scraping  gutters 
and  raking  stones,  ^7,04O.:i7. 

CLEANING     SANDCATCHERS. 

The  weather  conditions  were  such  during  the 
year  to  make  necessary  the  cleaning  of  2,36"  sand: 
catchers.  This  would  average  a  cleaning  of  each 
sandcatcher  2  1-3  times  a  year.  The  average  cost  of 
cleaning  each  sandcatcher  was  $4,502.  The  total 
amount  expended  on  this  work  for  the  year  was 
$10,615.29. 


! 
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SCAVENGER  SERVICE. 


Each  succeeding  year  marks  an  increase  in  the 
cost  of  the  removal  of  scavenger  matter.  It  i's  due 
partly  to  the  increase  of  population  and  partly  to  the 
long  hauls  the  department  is  obliged  to  make  to 
dump  the  matter  at  a  place  that  will  not  be  odjec- 
tionable.  I  would  again  remind  you  of  the  scarcity 
of  dumping  places  and  urge  that  some  action  be 
taken  towards  installing  a  reduction  plant.  The  in- 
crease in  matter  collected  during  the  year  over  that 
of  the  previous  year  was  about  five  and  one-third 
per  centum.  The  total  number  of  double  loads  of 
scavenger  matter  collected  was  24, 546,  which  is 
equivalent  to  77,145  cubic  yards.  It  cost  the  depart- 
ment ?l.(i70  per  load  or  ¥,5:i3  per  cubic  yard  to  re- 
move the  matter  which  is  an  increase  of  ^.10  per 
load  or  $.031  per  cubic  yard  over  the  year  1911. 
The  total  cost  of  collectiug  and  disposing  of  the 
■  matter  was  $41,161.60. 

SAXD  CATCHERS. 

The  sum  of  ^3,000.73  was  expended  in  con- 
structing twenty-four  sand  catchers  in  the  different 
sections  of  the  city.  Following  is  a  schedule  show- 
ing the  ward,  location  and  cost  of  the  different  sand 
catchers  built  in  1912. 
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REPAIRING  BRIDGES. 

There  was  more  or  less  attention  given  to  the 
different  bridges  during  the  year  and  repairs  to  the 
amount  of  $899.81  were  made  as  follows:  Clarke 
Street,  *79.

RESETTING  AND  REPLACING  CURBING. 

The  cost  of  resetting  and  replacing  curbing  for 
the  past  year  was  twice  as  much  as  the  previous 
year.  There  were  very  few  places  where  curbing 
was  reset  or  replac»'d  that  it  was  not  done  in  con- 
nection with  the  liiying  of  a  granolithic  walk.  A

The  department  was  again  obliged  to  remove  the 
deposits  at  the  mouth  of  the  President  Avenue  sewer 
in  order  that  the  Bowenville  Coal  Company  might 
have  vessels  reach  its  wharf  with  safety.  The  dredg- 
ing of  this  slip  was  done  at  an  expense  of  $1,078.50. 

DRIVEWAYS. 
Numerous  requests  were  made  for  the  removal 
of  curbing  for  driveways  or  the  filling  iu  of  aban- 
doned driveways.     There  was  expended  on  fifty-one 
driveways,  «773-71. 

SUBURBAN  ROADS. 

Nothing  has  been  done  towards  improving  sub- 
urban roads  for  the  reason  that  the  funds  of  the 
department  were  insufticient  to  properly  take  care  of 
the  streets  within  the  limits  of  the  city  proper. 
Whatever  has  been  expended  on  such  roads  was  ac- 
tually necessary  in  order  to  prevent  accidents. 
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STREET  LIGHTS. 


A  new  contrai  t  has  been  iniide  with  the  Fall 
River  Electric  Light  Coinpiiiiy  finsuiiplying  the  city 
with  electric  arc  lights  of  the  niMgnetite  type  for  the 
sura  of  ?80.3(i  (ler  lamp  per  year.  This  is  a  leduc- 
tion  of  tlO.H5  per  lamp  per  year. 

The  boulevard  gaa  aud  kerosene  lights  have  been 
maintained  by  the  city  the  past  year  at  a  cost  of 
$a5.94  and  $17.94  per  lamp  per  year  respectively. 

Electric  arc  lights  have  been  erected  at  the  fol- 
lowing locations  , —  Northwest  corner  of  Dwellyand 
Bowen  streets;  east  side  of  Crab  Pond  Bridge;  south 
side  of  Oliver  street  west  of  South  Main  street;  north 
side  of  Slade  street  in  front  of  Texas  Oil  Company; 
west  side  of  Sixteenth  street  opposite  St.  Anthony's 
Church;  south  side  of  Bedford  street  opposite  No. 
770  and  southeast  corner  of  Division  and  Beach 
stieets. 

An  Incandescent  Boulevard  electric  light  was 
erected  on  the  south  side  of  Conant  street  between 
Plymouth  avenue  and  Whipple  street. 

The  following  Boulevard  Gas  lights  were  erected : 
On  the  south  side  of  Center  street  in  front  of  No. 
.Its  and  north  side  of  Hillside  street  at  Small 
,  Brother's  Factory.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Aldermen, 

City  of  Fall  River,  Mass. 
Gentlemen* — 

Herewith  is  presented  the  annual  report  of  the 
Engineering  Department  for  the  year  iyi2. 

The  number  regularly  employed  in  the  depart- 
ment is  six;  other  help  is  employed  in  cases  of  emer- 
gency. 

In  the  last  annual  report,  your  engineer  reported 
"  Too  many  records  are  now  to  be  found  only  in  the 
memory  of  those  who  have  long  been  connected  with 
the  department,  and  in  the  natural  course  of  evenfe 
must  soon  drop  out."  It  was  not  foreseen  at  that 
time,  but  before  the  report  was  presented  to  your 
honorable  board,  your  engineer  fell  on  an  icy  side- 
walk and  came  near  suffering  such  injury  as  would 
incapacitate  him  from  active  service,  and  later  Mr. 
Charles  L.  QifEord,  who  had  been  in  the  service  of 
this  department,  was  taken  sick  and  died,  thus  end- 
ing a  term  of  forty  years  conscientious  work  for  the 
city.  It  can  thus  be  seen  that  many  important 
records  were  lost,  and  it  should  not  longer  be  delayed 
in  making  such  as  are  available  now.  It  is  hoped 
that  the  government  will  see  its  way  clear  to  provide 
for  this  t^e  coming  year. 
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Appropriatioiia  for  this  department  were  made 
during  the  year  amounting  to  1^12,245.00,  of  which 
$12,11)7.50  was  expended  as  follows  :

Line  and  gi-ade  has  been  furnii^hed  the  highway 
department  by  which  23,285.48  feet,  or  4.41  miles, 
of  granite  curbing  has  been  set,  and  14,241. SO  feet, 
or  2."  miles,  previously  set  has  been  reset;  most  of 
this  was  reset  where  granolithic  sidewalks  were  or- 
dered. 

Line  and  grade  has  been  furnished  the  highway 
department  by  which  to  grade  str'^etB  a  distance  of 
3260.2  feet,  or  0.02  miles.  Less  of  this  work  was 
done  this  year  than  for  some  time. 

Line  and  grade  has  been  furnished  by  which 
five  catch-basins  have  been  built. 

Granolithic  walks  covering  an  area  of  20,742  'a 
square  yards  have  been  measured  and  apportioned 
among  abutting  property  owners,  who  pay  one-half 
the  cost  of  the  same. 

Line  and  grade  has  been  furnished  the  sewer 
department  by  which  to  lay  the  sewers  constructed 
during  the  year,  but  this  line  and  grade  has  not  been 
carried  out  at  all  times  in  the  construction  of  sewers. 
This  is  a  matter  which  should  be  attended  to  if  the 
engineer  is  to  be  held  responsible. 

The  water  department  has  been  furnished  line 
and  grade  by  which  23  fire  hydrants  have  been  set. 
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Thirty  damage  claim  notices  have  hoen  i-pwived 
by  the  dcpartmeut  and  investigated,  and  %vhen 
(Itiemed  necessary  surveys  and  notes  have  been  made 
for  future  use  in  settlement  of  cases. 

There  are  several  cases  growing  out  of  high 
water  during  the  flood  in  the  Sjiring.  For  these,  tlie 
city  is  not  supposed  to  be  responsible. 

Forty  four  stone  bounds  have  been  set  to  mark 
the  lines  of  streets,  and  four  iron  bolts  have  been  in- 
serted in  ledges  for  tlie  same  purpose. 

Eight  brass  pins  h.ive  been  inserted  in  the  gran- 
olithic walk  over  bounds  at  angles  to  prevent  tearing 
up  the  granolithic  to  get  at  the  bounds. 

Plans  of  the  sinall-pox  hospital  premises  were 
made  for  the  city  solicitor  for  use  in  the  case  against 
the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  R.  R.  for  damages  in  setting 
fire  to  said  premisi*8.  The  case  was  settled,  however, 
without  the  use  of  said  plans. 

Plans  of  a  section  covering  an  area  of  five  acres 
of  land  of  the  city  almshouse,  with  cross  sections, 
were  made  for  the  location  of  a  hospital  east  of  the 
location  of  the  present  one.  The  hospital  has  not 
l)een  decided  upon  up  to  the  present  time. 

House  numbers  to  the  number  of  489  have  been 
put  in  place  during  the  year,  and  new  figures  have 
bwm  affixed  to  7  plates,  repUicing  decayed  figures. 
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It  has  been  necessary  to  change  the  numbers  of 
G  doors  on  Hood  street  on  account  of  the  extension 
of  the  street  westerly. 

Street  grades  covering  a  distance  of  43G8  feet 
have  been  furnished  37  applicants,  and  street  lines 
covering  a  distance  of  ayS'J  feet  have  been  furnished 
^3  applicants. 

The  Bay  State  Street  Railway  Co.  has  been  given 
grade  by  which  to  relay  its  tracks  on  Bank  street 
between  Rock  street  and  Oak  street,  a  distance  of  t!2ft 
feet. 

Lines  have  l>een  given  the  reservoir  commission 
a  distance  of  l-t.lioo  feet,  or  2.76  miles.  Areas  cov- 
ering 7+,27  acres  have  been  computed  for  the  reser- 
voir commission  for  the  pnrpose  of  payijig  for  grass 
cut.

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EESERVOIR  COMMISSION. 

Duriug  the  year  twenty-seven  stated  meetings 
of  the  Keservoir  Commission  have  been  held,  and 
seven  tracts  of  land  containing  5;i.29  acres  have  been 
bought  at  an  expense  of  $lO,2f!5.sT. 

The  pond  patrol  has  been  elficient  tlie  past  year, 
and  the  loss  by  fire  has  been  nnich  less  than  it  would 
have  been  if  it  had  not  noted  and  put  out  the  fires 
when  first  seen. 

The  pond  during  tlie  first  part  of  the  year  was 
unusually  high  and  remained  so  until  July,  when  it 
receded  owing  to  the  want  of  rain. 

During  the  year  the  gates  separating  the  waters  ■ 
of  the  North  pond  froni  those  of  the  South  pond 
have  been  closed  ;'>ii'2  days,  IS  •2-'\  hours,  or  H2.~?<  per 
cent,  of  the  year.

Little  advance  has  been  made  with  the  improve- 
ment of  (Juequechan  river  during  the  year. 
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Eaily  in  thft  year  it  rained  heavily,  and  the 
pond  was  filled  to  overflowing,  so  those  affected  ap- 
parently lost  interest  in  the  matter  until  the  fall, 
when  the  water  was  low,  and  the  matter  was  taken 
up  anew.  It  looks  as  if  something  would  be  done  if 
the  water  can  be  kept  down. 

On  January  1,  liiiy,  the  ponds  were  1.T5  feet 
below  full  pond,  but  on  March  15th,  in  spite  of  all 
that  could  be  done  they  were  full  and  they  continued 
in  this  position  practically  until  May  ;i;!rd;  during 
that  time  there  was  wasted  from  the  North  pond 
into  the  South  pond  the  sum  of  one  billion,  seven 
hundred  and  sixty-eight  million,  live  hundred  thou 
sand  gallons,  or  about  -HI  days  supply  for  the  city, 
it  being  equal  to  a  depth  of  about  two  and  one-half 
inches  above  full  pond  (Nortli  Watiippa.)  While 
this  was  running  from  the  North  pond,  the  South 
pond,  already  full,  w^s  receiving  an  equal  amount 
from  the  Stafford,  Sawdy  and  Devol  ponds,  and  the 
waterslied  of  the  pond,  an  aiiiouut  greater  than 
came  from  the  North  [lond.  The  result  was  a  waste 
of  water  down  the  river,  past  the  mills,  of  an 
amount  in  excess  of  three  billion,  five  hundred  and 
thirty-seven  million  gallons,  or  nearly  2:t6  days  sup- 
ply of  the  mills  at  fifteen  million  gallons  per  day,  or 
the  amount  desired  by  the  mills  as  the  daily  outflow 
of  the  ponds.  It  will  thus  be  seen  what  would 
h^ve  been  the  effect  if  the  pond  had  betm  in  condi- 
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tion  to  furnish  this  water  during  the  dry  spell.  The 
pond  is  capable  of  furnishing  a  supply  of  water  for 
the  raills  the  year  round  if  it  is  only  put  in  a  condi- 
tion necessary,  and  it  seems  ridiculous  to  allow  it  to 
run  to  waste  during  the  rainy  season,  when  it  is  so 
much  needed  in  dry  weather. 

BRIDGES. 

The  piers  supporting  the  Brightman  street  bridge 
across  Taunton  river  liave  been  repaired  during  the 
year,  but  just  what  condition  they  au'  in  at  the  pres- 
ent time  is  a  matter  of  conjecture.  This  biidge  has 
been  taken  over  by  the  state,  and  it  will  fall  on  the 
state  authorities  to  look  after  ils  safety  hereafter. 

Nothing  has  been  heard  of  the  bridge  across 
Taunton  river  petitioned  for  by  the  Old  Colony  Rail- 
road Co.,  and  it  is  supposed  the  railroad  compiiny 
have  changed  their  niiml  regarcflug  a  new  bridge. 

The  (juequechan  Street  bridge  should  he  kept  in 
passable  condition  until  the  abolition  of  the  grade 
crossing  at  that  location,  at  which  time  a  new  steel 
bridge  will  be  constructed  to  carry  this  way  over  the 
river  and  the  railroad  at  the  same  time. 

It  will  be  necessary  to  look  after  the  bridge  at 
Weaver  street  the  coming  season  as  (he  bridge  is  0I4 
^nd  the  abutments  are  showing  some  cracks, 
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The  bridge  at  Third  street  is  in  need  repair  ;  the 
sidewalk  girder  has  been  turne<l  down  and  cracked. 

On  the  Viaduct,  attention  must  be  given  the  ex- 
pansion joints  ;  on  the  driveway  the  surface  is  worn 
through  in  places  and  the  sub-surface  is  taking  the 
wear ;  it  will  soon  be  on  the  buckle  plates.  The 
fence  neeils  attention. 

The  wearing  surface  on  Crab  Pond  bridge  is  in 
need  of  repair  at  places  adjoining  the  curb, 

,  The  Ferry  Street  bridge  fence  needs  cleaning  and 
painting,  if  the  cleaning  wilt  not  destroy  it,  in  which 
case  it  should  be  renewed. 

The  fence  on  the  Eagle  Street  bridge  needs  paint- 
ing, and  there  are  holes  in  the  wearing  surface  of  the 
driveway  that  need  attention. 

The  fencing  on  the  Walnut  street  and  Davol 
street  ramps  is  badly  in  need  of  scraping  and  paint- 
ing ;  if  left  longer  it  will  go  to  decay. 

At  the  New  street  and  Clark  street  bridges  the 
girders  should  be  painted. 

Bids  lor  the  underpass  in  Cory  street  were  called 
for  in  November,  but  the  prices  were  so  high  that  it 
was  impossible  for  it  to  be  constructed  and  pay  the 
railroad  company  for  care  of  their  tracks  and  the 
damages,  so  it  was  no^  let.

As  the  City  Engineer  is  making  his  finaV  repoit, 
it  may  not  he  amiss  to  call  atteDtion  to  some  o£  the 
sections  in  llie  city  ordinances  which  should  be  rem- 
edied for  ihe  benefit  of  both  the  Superintendent  of 
Streets  and  the  City  Engineer. 

Chapter  39  provides  that  the  Superintendent  of 
Streets  shiiU  have  the  care  of  bridges  and  shall  keep 
them  in  good  repair,  and  shall  have  charge  of  the 
sewers,  &c,  ''He  shall  make  all  contracts  for  labor, 
raateriii),  &c. 

Under  chapter  12,  it  i;ay3  of  the  City  Engineer, 
"He  shall  superintend  as  suih  the  construction  and 
erection  of  all  bridges,  sewers,  structures  and  public 
works prepare  all  plans  and  specifica- 
tions for  such  structures  and  works." 

Section  4.  "He  shall and  shall  pre- 
pare estimates  and  specifications  for  all  work  done 
upon  the  highways  hy  contract  and  shall  carefully 
inspect  all  work  done  by  or  for  the  highway  depart- 
ment." 

These  sections  of  the  ordinances  should  be  re- 
vised, so  that  the  future  Superintendent  of  Streets 
and  City  Engineer  could  be  located.  I  claim  that  if 
a  bridge  was  to  fall,  or  sewer  work  to  fall  in,  it 
would  be  impossible  to  locate  the  man  who  was  re- 
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spoasible.    It  would  remove  one  cause  for  friction 
between  the  officers. 

Bank  street  between  Rock  and  Oak  streets  has 
been  graded  during  the  year.  The  curb  has  been 
raised  on  the  lower  side  and  lowered  on  the  upper 
side,  but  one  is  yet  higher  than  the  other.  This 
change  became  necessary  in  planning  for  paving. 

There  aro  many  places  in  the  city  where  sewers 
have  been  built  with  temporary  outlets,  intending 
later  to  make  changes,  but  when  once  built  they  are 
allowed  to  remain.  Trouble  will  be  met  with  these 
unless  changes  are  made.  The  trouble  is,  that  money 
enough  cannot  be  obtained  to  build  sewers  wanted 
in  tlie  first  place,  and  changes  are  not  attempted. 

It  might  be  well  to  look  up  the  question  of  pro- 
viding an  outlet  for  the  sewer  on  the  west  side  of  the 
pond  before  the  tunnel  is  built,  as  it  may  be  possible 
to  carry  it  to  the  corner  of  Turner  and  Durfee  streets 
by  way  of  the  tunnel  without  any  unusual  cutting, 
and  from  there  to  tide-water  is  but  a  short  distance. 

If  this  was  provided,  an  outlet  might  be  pro- 
vided for  draining  along  the  west  side  of  South 
Watuppa  pond  to  the  Rhode  Island  line.  At  the 
same  time,  it  might  be  well  to  consider  how  the  sec- 
tion in  Westport  across  the  "Narr'>ws"  is  to  be 
sewered.  It  may  be  said  this  is  not  a  question  for 
Fall  River  to  consider  but  stranger  things  than  this 
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have  happened,  and  provision  could  be  made  for  this 
section  at  less  cost  now  when  Fall  River  is  doing  it 
than  in  the  future.  This  is  a  question  that  is  worthy 
of  some  consideration  at  the  time  study  is  given  to 
the  subject,  even   though  it  should  never  be  put  in 


It  might  be  possible  to  simplify  the  sewer  cross- 
ing the  tunnel  rigbt  of  way  at  Pleasant  street  and 
Plymouth  avenue  by  this  method,  as  all  sewage  from 
the  section  east  of  Plymouth  avenue  might  be  pro- 
vided for.  As  the  tunnel  is  planned  now,  it  is  sup- 
posed that  a  drop  iu  the  sewer  is  considered,  to  pass 
under  the  tunnel.  This  makes  an  unsatisfactory  ar- 
rangement if  any  other  plan  is  possible. 

The  outlet  sewer  "through  city  wharf  is  in  bad 
condition.  Work  upon  this  sewer  outlet  was  never 
completed,  the  money  being  wanted  elsewhere. 

It  should  be  dug  out  and  filled  iii  beside  the  walls 
with  "rip-rap,"  far  enough  away  to  prevent  the 
filling  from  reaching  the  inside,  and  then  filled  and 
rammed  solid.  This  should  also  be  done  around  the 
walls  of  the  wharf,  as  they  now  allow  the  material 
to  settle  between  the  stones  when  it  is  washed  into 
the  river.  The  wharf  is  then  filled  up  again,  and  the 
operation  is  repeated,  to  be  dug  out  of  the  river  by  a 
mud  digger.  At  the  outlet  of  the  sewer  it  is  piled 
up,  and  the  water  being  held  back  flows  through  the 
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sides  and  finds  an  outlet  along  the  side  of  the  whurf, 
and  makes  a  nuisance. 

The  outlets  at  the  foot  of  Ferry  street,  at  the 
city  wharf,  and  at  Cove  street,  were  badly  blocked 
with  sand  and  gravel  the  last  time  they  were  exam- 
ined. It  is  cheaper  to  take  the  refuse  from  the  gut- 
ters and  catch-basins  than  to  allow  it  to  pass  into 
the  sewer  and  thence  to  the  river,  to  be  dug  out  by 
mud  diggers.  This  has  been  the  condition  of  the 
streets  for  weeks  past  owing  to  the  lack  of  an  ap- 
propriation for  cleaning  the  streets  and  catch-basinn.

To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  Members  of-  the  Board 
of  Aldermen. 

Gentlemen: 

I  herewith  present  a  statement  in  detail  of  the 
expenditures  of  the  Piililic  Buildings  Department 
for  the  year  ending  December  ;U,  liH-2. 

The  amount  of  money  appropriated  to  this  De- 
partment, each  year,  is  scarcely  enough  to  keep  the 
56  school  buildings  from  crumbling  to  the  ground, 
and  I  strongly  recommend  that  we  get  money  enough 
for  the  coming  year  to  put  the  buildings  in  a  fairly 
good  condition. 

During  the  year,  two  new  eight-room  buildings 
were  completed,    equipped   and  opeiiied    for  sctvQol 
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purposes;  the  Hugo  A.  Dubuque  on  Oak  Grove 
Avenue,  and  the  William  J.  Wiley  on  North  Main 
street.  Considerable  money  was  spent  on  grading 
those  schools  outside  of  the  special  appropriation. 
The  Hugo  A.  Dubuque  school  lot  is  only  partly  fin- 
ished and  will  require  more  attention  during  the 
year. 

All  Bchool  buildings  have  received  as  much  at- 
tention, during  the  year,  as  our  limited  appropria- 
tion would  allow. 

The  basements  of  all  school  buildings  were 
whitewashed-  Grading  the  Westall,  Dubuque  and 
Wiley  school  yards  called  for  considerable  outlay  and 
are  still  unfinished. 

Extensive  repairs  were  made  in  the  heating 
plants  of  the  B.  M.  0.  Durfee,  Davol.  Borden.  High- 
land Avenue,  Aldrich  and  Tucker  schools. 

Metal  ceilings  were  put  in  the  William  Connell, 
Chace  and  Davol  schools. 

The  Anawan  street  school  is  in  process  of  reno- 
vation for  the  use  of  the  School  Committee  and  its 
office  force.  This  work  was  very  expensive  and 
cost  considerable  more  money  than  was  appropriated 
for  it.  The  Committee  expects  to  occupy  it  early  in 
March. 

The  roofs  of  the  various  school  buildings,  espec- 
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ially  the  new  ones,  are  leaking  badly  and  demand 
immediate  attention.  This  work  is  imperrtive  as 
the  water  is  liable  to  moisten  the  plaster  and  fall  on 
the  children's  heads.  The  cost  will  be  quite  exten- 
sive. 

All  the  wooden  buildings  and  some  of  the  brick 
ones  are  badly  in  need  of  paint  and  must  receive 
some  attention  during  the  coming  year. 

The  Coughlin,  Geo.  B.  Stone  and  Brayton  Ave. 
schools  should  have  iron  fences. 

Concrete  in  basements  are  in  bad  condition  and 
must  be  repaired. 

A  retaining  wall  has  been  built  on  the  east  side 
of  the  McDonough  school  yard. 

The  metal  on  the  City  Hall  tower  has  been  re- 
paired and  the  whole  tower  painted. 

Fire  proof  vaults,  iron  safes,  steel  cases  and  fur- 
niture have  bepn  installtd  in  City  Hall  to  meet  the 
i-equirements  of  the  State  law. 

As  required  by  statute,  the  various  hotels  and 
lodging  houses  were  iaspected  and  a  report  made  to 
the  Chief  of  the  State  police.

In  accordance  with  Chapter  24:0,  Sections  1  amd 
2,  of  the  Acts  of  1908,  which  is  an  amendment  to 
Chapter  28,  Section  13,  of  the  Revised  Lawa  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  the  Board  of  Park 
Commissioners  hereby  submit  their  eleventh  annual 
report,  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1312. 

ORGANIZATION. 

On  Monday,  May  6,  1912,  John  E.  Torphy  was 
unanimously  chosen  chairman  and  Thomas  E.  Mc- 
Nally,  secretary  for  the  year.  Reuben  C.  Small  was 
reappointed  by  His  Honor,  Thomas  F.  Higgins,  to. 
{tflotfier  term  o^  ^ve  years  as  Parl^  ^PWW^ssiouPr; 
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WORK  ACCOMPLISHED. 

The  year  just  passci  lias  been  a  vtity  quiet  one. 
The  appropriations  have  been  too  meagre  to  allow  of 
much  construction  wovk  and  the  labor  force  have  de- 
voted their  whole  time  to  the  work  of  maintenance. 
The  only  permanent  feature  was  the  completion  of 
the  bridge  spanning  the  tracks  of  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company  at  South 
Park.  This  was  begun  in  the  fall  of  1911  and  the 
cost  has  been  charged  to  Public  Park  Loan  No.  8, 
made  in  1910,  and  to  Loan  No.  U,  made  in  1H12,  be- 
sides the  sum  of  ^510,000  which  was  contributed  by 
the  Railroad  Company  toward  its  construction.  This 
bridge  has  supplied  a  long  felt  need  and  has  made  the 
section  of  South  Paik  bordering  Mount  Hope  Bay  ac- 
cessible without  encountering  the  risks  necessary 
heretofore  in  crossing  the  tracks  at  grade.  The  bridge 
was  designed  by  Corbett  and  Higgius,  a  firm  of  local 
engineers,  and  reflects  credit  upon  them  for  the 
beauty  and  dignity  of  the  design.  The  contractors 
were  Beattie  and  Cornell,  local  men,  who  have  spared 
no  pains  to  give  the  city  a  struclrure  that  we  may 
well  be  proud  of. 

The  approaches  to  the  bridge  are  still  in  the 
rough  and  the  two  sections  of  South  Park  which  it 
connects,  lying  between  Bay  Street  and  the  water 
front,  are  undeveloped,  but  the  bridge  was  necessary 
before  they  coulcll»e  successfully  developed  and,  now 
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it  is  completed,  the  two  most  beautifully  located  sec- 
tioaa  of  this  Park  should  be  improved  as  soon  as 
possible. 

For  the  details  of  the  cost  of  the  bridge  refer- 
ence may  be  had  to  the  financial  statements  and  the 
Superintendent's  report  contained  herein. 

Another  feature  of  the  year  in  our  park  work 
has  been  the  supervised  playgrounds.  In  Fall  River 
this  work  has  fallen  to  the  Board  of  Park  Commis- 
sioners; in  some  other  cities  it  is  controlled  by  a  sepa- 
rate playground  Commission  or  by  private  enterprise 
entirely,  and  in  some  cases'the  School  Departments 
conduct  it  in  whole  or  in  part.  To  our  Civic  Club,  a 
body  of  representative  women  of  the  city,  belongs 
the  honor  of  promulgating  this  movement  ;  in  the 
season  of  1911  they  paid  all  expenses  for  supervisors 
and  in  191^  they  ccntribnted  $200  toward  the  work, 
ihe  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  taking  the  remain- 
der, or  about  f400,  from  their  appropriation  for. 
general  park  work,  which  they  could  ill  afEord  to  do, 
but,  owing  to  their  desire  to  see  the  work  advance,  it 
was  deemed  advisable  to  do  so  this  year  and  endeavor 
to  get  an  appropriation  to  properly  conduct  the  work 
planned  for  next  season. 

Too  much  cannot  be  done  to  supply  play  features 
for  our  children  on  the  parks.  Those  erected  at 
present  are  totally  inadequate  and  the  number  should 
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be  increased  Bufficiently  to  allow  every  child  in  the 
city  a  chance  to  use  some  piece  of  apparatus  when  he 
desires  even  if  they  do  remain  idle  Bonie  of  the  time. 

Some  attention  should  be  paid  to  facilities  for 
mothers  with  their  babies  by  providing  swinging 
chairs,  hammocks  and  other  features.  There  should 
be  a  variety  of  apparatus  so  that  if  a  child  becomes 
tired  of  one  he  may  go  to  another,  thus  bringing  into 
use  all  the  muscles  of  his  little  body.  By  having  a 
vanety  the  child  is  more  interested  and  remains 
longer  in  the  playground  and  a  correspondingly 
shorter  time  on  the  streets.  This  Board  heartily 
commends  the  needs  for  play  apparatus  and  the  su- 
pervised playground  to  your  Honorable  Board  tor 
consideration. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

In  addition  to  the  playgrounds  there  still  remains 
a  considerable  portion  of  our  available  park  area  par- 
tially or  wholly  unimproved. 

The  Fowler  land,  so  called,  is  a  tract  of  unde- 
veloped land  in  the  densely  populated  eastern  district 
which  was  purchased  for  playground  purposes  in 
1909;  this  should  be  improved  and  thrown  upen  to 
the  public  as  soon  as  can  be  done.  There  is  Maple- 
wood  Park  but  partially  developed  ;  by  completing 
this  property  the  beauty  of  it  would  encourage 
building  in  its  vicinity  agd  thus  increase  the  amount) 
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of  taxable  property  and  also  increase  the  revenue  of 
the  city.  The  playground  at  the  coruer  of  Canal  and 
Spring  Streets  is  still  unfinished  and  is  not  in  fit  con- 
dition to  use  at  present.  Lying  as  it  does  in  the 
most  densely  populated  section  of  the  city  it  should 
receive  early  consideration  and  be  equipped  with 
playground  apparatus.  The  South  Park  needs  atten- 
tion. The  walks  and  drive  at  South  Park  from  the 
Shelter  at  the  top  of  the  hill  to  Bay  Street  should  i-e- 
ceive  attention  next  season,  for  that  which  has 
already  been  done  at  considerable  cost  is  being  ren- 
dered, useless  by  the  condition  of  these  walks  and 
drives  ;  they  wash  out  after  every  rain  and  never 
can  be  replaced  until  they  ar^  done  over  in  a  manner 
to  prevent  further  washing,  by  a  proper  system  of 
gutters  and  a  resurfacing  of  tar  macadam  or  some 
other  preparation  to  resist  the  rush  of  water  that 
scours  them  during  rain  storms. 

There  is  also  a  section  of  South  Park  from  Bay 
street  to  Mount  Hope  Bay  that  is  wholly  undevel- 
oped. Now  that  the  bridge  previously  mentioned 
has  been  completed;  this  section  of  South  Park 
should  receive  the  attention  that  its  beautiful  locality 
and  its  possibilities  deserve. 

Ruggles  Park  is  without  toilet  facilities  and 
there  is  considerable  exposed  ledge  on  the  park  that, 
if  it  were  removed,  would  improve  the  appearance. 
Some  of  it  has  been  removed  by  stone  contractors  at  no 
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cost  to  the  Park  Department,  but  this  method  is  nat- 
urally slow  be(  aiise  no  one  can  be  required  to  hasten 
811  ch  work  when  those  working  upon  it  receive  no 
payment.  In  time  the  ledge  will  be  removed  by 
this  method,  hut  meanwhile  the  park  has  the  ap- 
pearance of  a  stone  quarry  rather  than  a  park. 

North  Park  has  recently  received  a  lift 
towards  its  completion  when  the  diive  was  built 
through  it  in  ItflO  and  lyu,  but  owing  to  the  unfin- 
ished and  ungraded  condition  o£  the  surrounding 
streets  it  is  impossible  to  make  any  material  head- 
way toward  real  beautification.  The  drive  has"  not 
yet  been  opened  to  the  public  because  of  this  condi- 
tion of  the  streets  and  because  the  electric  lights 
ordered  by  the  Oity  Goveinrntjut  have  not  yet  been 
provided  to  illuminate  thts  sharp  turns  in  the  drive 
necessary  to  overcome  the  steep  side  hill  upon  which 
this  park  is  located.  The  North  Park  and  its  sur- 
roundings should  be  completed  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  work  the  Paik  Department  has  been  doing 
for  the  last  few  years  does  not  count  for  much  until 
the  system  is  nearer  completion.  There  is  a  patch 
here  that  is  improved;  another  there  partially  im- 
proved; and  the  whole  rendered  unfit  and  unsightly 
by  the  condition  of  the  surrounding  streets  or  of 
some  portion  of  our  own  territory  that  no  money 
has  yet  bet'u  made  available  to  complete.  This 
method  of  dabbling  at  it  here  and  there  will  bring 
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results  some  day,  but  those  liviag  oow  would  like  to 
enjoy  some  of  the  improvements  their  money  is  par- 
tially paying  for,  and  it  is  the  belief  of  this  Board 
that  Fall  River  should  adopt  some  means  by  which 
it  can  procure  more  revenue  to  get  something  really 
done,  surroundings  and  all. 

Our  natural  location,  &o  beautiful  that  no  city 
can  surpass  or  even  equal,  is  rendered  unsightly  and 
even  unhealthy  by  no  one  but  ourselves,  and  what 
we  have  done  to  mar,  can  easily,  by  changed  meth- 
ods; 1>e  done  to  enhance  our  natural  beauties. 

Some  curbing  has  been  added  to  that  previously 
laid  on  Eastern  Avenue  Parkway,  also  seven  hun- 
dred and  twenty  five  feet  has  been  laid  on  President 
Avenue  adjoining  North  Park,  and  five  hundred  an! 
thirty  seven  feet  laid  on  Bradford  Avenue.  For  the 
laying  of  this  curbing  the  Board  are  indebted  to  some 
of  our  public-spirited  aldermen  who  have  endeavored 
to  procure  its  location  bordering  park  property. 

Osbtiru  Green,  the  triangle  formed  by  the  inter- 
section of  South  Main,  East  Main  and  Hamlet 
Streets,  has  also  been  curbed  by  the  Street  Depart- 
ment and  graded  and  laid  out  by  the  Park  Depart- 
ment during  the  year.  Wherever  the  junction  of 
stieets  makes  this  form  of  improvement  possible  the 
work  should  be  done,  for  it  costs  little  and  certainly 
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improves  the  appearance  of  the  localities  where  they 
are  placed. 

The  Board  wish  to  thank  those  who  have  given 
them  their  support  in  the  work  done  during  the 
year.

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Report  of  the  Snperintendent  of  Oak  Orove  Cemetery. 


The  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  : 
Gentlemen  : — 

I  hereby  submit  my  aoDual  report  of  Oak  Grove 
Cemetery  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1913  : 

Meagre  funds  have  again,  as  in  past  years, 
proved  the  impassible  barrier  to  block  the  road  to- 
ward the  goal  where  improvements  of  a  radical 
nature  could  be  found.  In  no  way,  however,  does 
this  fact  detract  from  the  work  which  has  been  ac- 
complished during  19ia,  which  compares  favorably 
with  that  of  the  past  two  years.  Yet  its  nature  has 
been  the  routine  work  of  annual  occurrence,  such  as 
the  excavation  and  refilling  of  new  land  for  burial 
purposes,  building  avenues,  etc. 

Great  difficulty  is  experienced  in  the  building  of 
burial  lots.  Either  the  land  is  low  and  requires 
heavy  filling,  or  heavy  cuts  are  necessary  to  obtain 
the  finished  grade.  Where  solid  ledge  is  not  encoun- 
tered, the  excavations  have  proved  a  literal  nest  of 
immense  boulders.  The  sections  cleared  this  year 
were  heavily  wooded  and  imbedded  with  huge  boul- 
ders.     All  the  wood  and  considerable  of  the  stone 
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were  removed  without  cost  to  the  cemetery  by  out- 
side parties,  whose  labor  was  recompensed  by  the 
wtKid  and  stone  thus  obtained.  Too  much  import- 
ance cannot  be  given  to  this  outside  help,  which  has 
enabled  the  cemetery  not  oiily  to  save  a  considerable 
sum  of  money,  but  also  to  place  fiuished  lots  upon 
the  market  at  a  time  when  they  were  sorely  needed. 

No  contract  for  building  burial  lots  has  been 
given  for  the  past  two  years,  and  it  reflects  great 
credit  upon  the  cemetery  not  only  to  erxavate  and 
refill  the  lots  with  the  cemetery  force,  but  to  plan 
and  survey  them  as  well  ;  surveying  and  plans  alone 
amounting  to  a  considerable  sum,  which,  under 
present  conditions,  is  saved  the  cemetery. 

Two  full  sections  of  single  graves  were  prepared 
for  burial  purposes  this  year.  This  work  required, 
for  the  necessary  fill  of  four  feet  to  grade,  the  haul- 
ing of  over  seven  hundred  cubic  yards  of  earth  from 
outside  the  boundaries  of  the  cemetery,  which  in 
itself  was  no  small  task.  About  forty  lots  of  vary- 
ing sizes  were  also  filled  in,  requiring  about  three 
hundred  cubic  yards  of  filling.  All  this  filling  was 
carted  from  land  in  close  proximity  to  the  cemetery, 
and  by  a  fortunate  agreement  brought  about  by  your 
superintendent,  was  obtained  without  cost,  by  keep- 
ing the  land  to  a  rough  grade  after  the  earth  was  re- 
moved. 

Two  single  grave  sections  in  the  old  part  of  the 
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grounds,  numbered  5  and  6,  respectively,  were  re- 
graded,  borders  sodded,  headstones  erected,  founda- 
tions put  in  where  needed,  and  the  whole  section 
seeded  down.  Seven  hundred  and  ninety-two  feet 
of  granolithic  curbing  were  installed,  with  numbers 
imbedded  therein  which  dearly  define  each  grave. 
The  cost  for  the  twe  sections  was  $(>yO  complete, 

A  new  Buffalo  Pitts  Standard  10-tou  steam  road 
roller  has  been  added  to  the  cemetery's  equipment, 
which  together  with  the  new  fifty-horse  power  boiler 
in  the  crusher  plant,  makes  the  road-building  depart- 
ment practically  perfect. 

In  purchasing  the  boiler,  etc.,  it  became  neces- 
sary to  economize  in  other  directions.  Consequently, 
no  oil  waa  spread  upon  the  avenue  in  the  Spring. 
Its  absence  was  noticeable,  especially  towards  the 
end  of  the  year,  when  each  successive  rain-storm 
created  havoc  by  innumerable  washouts  in  the  roads 
of  the  lower  cemetery.  As  the  water  flows  practi- 
cally the  entire  length  of  the  grounds  before  reach- 
ing an  outlet,  it  can  readily  be  seen  that,  with  the 
added  impetus  given  by  the  numerous  streams  feed- 
ing it  along  its  course,  by  the  time  it  reaches  the 
lower  cemetery  the  volume  of  water  has  increased 
to  such  an  extent  as  to  become  an  angry  torrent, 
which  whirls  destruction  in  its  path,  and  must  so 
continue  until  a  drainage  system  is  installed.  The 
task  of  keeping  the  present  style  macadam  road  in 
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repaii-  is  quite  out  of  the  question,  under  existing 
conditions.  Oil  is  an  indispensable  factor  in  pre- 
serving the  roads  and  preventing  washouts,  but  even 
an  oiled  surface  has  its  limits.  A  continuous  heavy- 
flow  of  water  must,  in  time,  cause  more  or  less 
damage. 

Very  little  in  the  line  of  macadamizing  was  done 
in  1912.  Thirty-six  hundred  square  yards,  subgraded 
in  19U,  on  Mulberry  and  Hornbeam  Avenues,  were 
finished  in  the  Spring.  Hawkweed  Avenue  has  been 
subgraded  south  to  its  junction  with  Mulberry  Ave- 
nue, a  distance  of  17D  feet,  the  work  evolved  being 
of  a  very  rough  nature,  abounding  in  stumps  and 
boulders, 

The  high  standard  of  efficiency  maintained  for 
Oak  Grove  Cemetery's  annual  floral  display  has  been 
fully  maintained  this  year  and,  in  fact,  slightly  ex- 
ceeded that  of  any  previous  year, 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

Attention  must  be  again  called  to  the  antiquated 
office  which  Oak  Grove  Cemetery  presents  to  its 
thousands  of  visitors  each  year.  Many  criticisms  of 
an  extremely  humiUating  nature  are  freely  expressed 
and  the  justice  of  these  remarks  is  so  apparent  as  to 
make  any  defence  impossible.  Some  means  should 
be  devised  to  thoroughly  modernize  it  and  place  it 
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Upon  a  par  with  offices  of  similar  sized  cemeteries  of 
neighboring  cities. 

The  acquirement  of  the  adjoining  land  to  the 
north  of  the  lower  cemetery  is  strongly  recom- 
mended. It  requires  littje  thought  to  realize  the  vast 
importance  which  the  ownership  of  this  tract  of  land 
means  to  the  cemetery.  The  expansion  of  the  single 
grave  Mcction  has  forcibly  called  attention  to  the 
menace  that  Cress  Brook  presents  in  its  present  con- 
dition. Until  this  land  is  acquired  no  intelligent 
plan  can  be  made  to  successfully  cope  with  the  situa- 
tion. On  the  other  hand,  with  Oak  Grove  Cemetery 
in  possession  of  this  land,  surveys  could  be  made 
both  in  regard  t«  the  intelligent  layout  of  the  ave- 
nues and  lots  and  also  to  formulate  a  scheme  to  elim- 
inate the  present  swamp  by  the  confinement  of  Cress 
Brook  which  traverses  this  tract  fi-om  end  to  end. 

The  greater  portion  of  this  land  must  be  filled 
in  to  allow  for  cemetery  purposes  and  its  purchase 
could  hardly  be  adjudged  a  first  class  proposition  ; 
in  fact  the  whole  cemetery  is  poorly  located.  The 
cemetery  must  expand  and  adjoining  land  where  con- 
ditions are  feasible,  that  is,  to  a  certain  degree,  solid 
ledge  being  barred,  must  be  acquired  and  improved, 
orherwise  another  location  must  be  sought. 

It  is  very  essential  that  the  avenues  and  paths 
should  be  oiled  the  (!oming  yestv.     Under  a  cloak  of 
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oil,  the  avenues  when  properly  rolled,  assume  won- 
derful powers  of  preservation,  and  deterioration 
becomes  greatly  lessened.  Steep  grades  where  gut- 
ters are  unknown  seem  to  be  its  only  conquering 
enemy. 

Tar  macadam,  as  an  i>speiiment,  should  be  laid 
the  incoming  year.  It  would  appear  from  observa- 
tion to  be  an  ideal  construction  for  conditions  such 
as  Oak  Grove  Cemetery  battles  with  continually. 
When  patlis  act  as  gutters,  dne  to  the  entire  absence 
of  a  drainage  system,  it  is  utterty  impossible  to  keep 
them  in  repair.  Tar  macadam  bids  fair  to  solve  the 
problem  and  still  retain  the  desired  macadam  walks. 

Water  pipe  should  be  laid  at  once  in  the  lower 
cemetery,  altbougti  no  continuance  of  the  present 
system  is  advised.  When  water  pipe  is  laid  upon 
the  surface  it  is,  at  best,  but  a  temporary  affair. 
The  water  main  at  Oak  Grove  Avenue  offers  a  ready  . 
solution.  Conuect  with  this  miin  and  pipe  the  lower 
cemetery  as  it  t^hould  be  piped,  that  is,  below  the 
frost  line.  It  tlien  becomes  a  permanent  fixure  wilh 
the  cost  of  maintenance  reduced  to  a  minimum,  a 
decided  contrast  to  the  annual  cott  of  repairs  under 
the  surface  system. 

Too  much  importance  cannot  be  altached  to  the 
value  of  avenue  and  path  sigus,  which  are  still  an 
unknown  quantity.  Until  installed,  intelligent  guid- 
ance will  remrin,  as  at  present,  an  impossibility. 
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For  several  years  past  the  Imilding  of  a  connect- 
ing wall  on  the  western  line  of  the  cemetery  from 
Ix>cust  Street  north  to  the  existing  wall  has  been 
strongly  urged.  Were  this  wall  erected,  quite  a  sec- 
tion of  cemetery  land  would  be  opened  for  develop- 
ment, which  would  be  very  beneficial  to  the  ceme- 
tery as  well  as  to  the  property  holders  to  the  west. 

The  time  has  again  arrived  when  another  hot- 
house should  be  added  to  the  present  range  to  supply 
the  plants  necessary  to  meet  the  steadily  increasing 
demand,  and  to  provide  winter  storage  for  the  hy- 
drangeas, which  feature  the  cemetery's  annual  floral 
display. 

Palms  and  bay  trees,  for  the  accommodation  of 
which  the  palm  house  was  originally  built,  have  not, 
as  yet,  been  purchased.  It  is  hoped  that  1913  shall 
see  their  debut  in  the  cemetery,  thereby  adding  an 
important  feature  to  its  annual  decorations. 

The  beauty  of  the  entrance  would  be  greatly  im- 
proved by  the  purchase  of  the  land  which  borders  it 
on  either  side.  As  these  tracts  appear  to  be  an  inevi- 
table addition  to  the  cemetery  they  should  be  ac- 
quired before  any  buildings  are  erected  thereon,  thus 
avoiding  the  heavy  additional  cost  which  must  be 
met  if  the  opportunity  of  purchasing  at  present  rates 
is  neglected. 

The  old  walls  surrounding  the  upper  cemetery 
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are  in  need  of  repairing.  A  comparatively  small 
amount  of  labor,  however,  would  put  them  in  first 
class  shape. 

Two  patrolmen  in  uniform  should  be  posted  in 
the  lower  cemetery  evury  Sunday  during  the  sum- 
mer months.  Order  and  protection  could  thus  be 
assured  to  the  numerous  visitors,  who  would  greatly 
appreciate  their  presence. 

RULES  AND  REfiULATIONS. 

The  gates  of  the  cemetery  shall  be  opened  at 
sunrise  and  closed  at  sunset,  and  visitors  shall  not 
be  allowed  upon  the  grounds  between  the  setting 
and  rising  of  the  sun. 

No  labor  will  be  allowed  in  the  cemetery  on  Sun- 
day except  that  necessary  for  the  burial  of  the  dead. 

No  person  shall  drive  any  horse  or  vehicle  in 
any  part  of  the  cemetery  grounds  except  upon  the 
avenues,  nor  at  a  rate  faster  than  five  miles  per 
hour. 

No  person  shall  traverse  any  footpath  on  horse- 
back. 

No  person  shall  leave  a  horse  unfastened  with- 
out an  attendant,  or  hitched  to  a  tree.  No  dog 
shall  be  admitted  to  Ihe  grounds,  Ni>  person  shall 
gather  any  flowers  in  the  cemetery.  No  person  shall 
Vieat,  cut  down,  dig  up,   injure,  destroy  or  ferngv^ 
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any  shrub,  tree,  flower,  vine  or  plant,  or  injure,  de- 
face, cut,  break,  tear  or  destroy  any  statue,  nionu- 
iiient,  fountaiD,  tombstone,  vase  or  fixture  of  orua- 
ment  or  utility  in  or  ^upon  any  lot,  border  or  other 
part  of  the  cemetery  grounds. 

No  person  shall  carry  away  from  the  cemetery 
grounds  any  flower,  vine,  plant  or  shiub  without 
the  permission  of  the  superintendent. 

No  person  shall  walk,  sit  or  lie  upon  the  grass, 
or  trespass  upon  private  lots.  No  person  shall  climb 
over  or  upon,  or  mark  or  deface,  or  injure  any  tree, 
fence,  rustic  seat  or  other  stractnre  in  the  cemetery. 

No  wiioden  structure  shall  be  erected  upon  the 
gtonnds,  unless  for  the  protection  of  tablets  during 
the  winter  season.  No  person  shall  discharge  any 
firearms  in  the  cemetery,  unless  under  direction  of 
the  superintendent,  nor  shall  attempt  in  any  manner 
to  annoy  or  destroy  the  birds,  squirrels  or  other 
harmless  animals  found  therein. 

The  superintendent  will  prohibit  the  entrance 
of  all  improper  persons,  and  any  person  disturbing 
the  quiet  and  good  order  of  the  place  by  noise,  fast 
driving  or  other  improper  conduct  will  be  compelled 
to  leave  the  grounds  forthwith. 

Id  order  to  have  the  work  done  with  neatness 
and  uniformity  and  to  protect  the  ground  from  in- 
jury, aU  work  done  by  masons,  etope  cfltterp  j^nd  aH 
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ollitji-  woiknieu  will  be  done  under  tht;  supervision  of 
the  euuetiritendeiit.  and  tliey  must  cany  away  all 
I'ubliit^h  niadu  by  them,  and  rostort;  the  avenues, 
paths  and  borders  injured  by  their  operutions  as  he 
may  direct. 

Any  workman  failiag  or  refusing  to  conform 
to  these  regulations  may  forthwith  be  exclud- 
ed from  the  grounds  and  the  pei-sons  employing 
him  shall  be  responsible  for  the  injuries  sustained 
through  his  uegiect. 

No  monuments,  headstones  or  markers  of  any 
description  with  the  words  "Perpetual  Care"  or  any 
abbreviation  thereof,  shall  be  allowed  to  be  erected 
upon  any  lot  or  grave  in  the  cemetery  unless  the 
money  for  the  care  of  said  lot  or  grave  shall  have 
already  been  deposited  with  the  City  Treasurer  for 
that  purpose;  nor  shall  any  inscription  indicating  the 
same  be  permitted  to  be  inscribed  upon  any  structure 
of  any  description  which  stands  at  present  within  the 
cemetery  grounds. 

Any  person  who  shall  be  guilty  of  violating  any 
of  these  regulations  herein  contained  shall  be  pun- 
ished by  a  fine  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars  for  each 
offence. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  superintendent  to 
make  or  cause  to  be  made,  complaint  for  all  viola- 
tions of  these  regulations. 
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Stones  of  any  description  which  aie  set  to  mark 
the  boundaries  of  lots,  etc.,  must  be  set  flush  with 
the  ground. 

PERPETUAL  CARE. 

To  place  a  lot  under  perpetual  care,  a  certain 
sum  of  money  is  deposited  with  with  the  City  Treas- 
urer. This  sum  varies  according  to  the  amount  of 
work,  etc.,  a  lot  owner  desires  to  have  accomplished 
on  his  lot  each  year.  The  minimum  sura  should  be 
one  hundred  dollars,  however  small  the  lot  may  be. 
Interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent  per  aimufn  is 
allowed  upon  this  deposit,  to  be  used  upon  the  lot  as 
the  owner  may  designate.  If,  for  instance,  one 
hundred  dollars  was  deposited  for  a  lot,  the  annual 
interest  would  amount  to  six  dollars;  this  amount 
would,  for  the  average  sized  lot,  besurticient  to  keep 
it  mowed,  fill  one  vase  if  demanded,  and  do  such 
other  work  as  the  money  would  allow. 

The  term  "Perpetual  Care"  has  been  found  to 
be  very  misleading  in  the  past  and  many  wrong  im- 
pressions are  prevalent  at  present.  Correctly  trans- 
lated it  reads:  Not  everything  a  lot  owner  expects, 
or  calls  for  upon  his  lot,  but  what  can  be  given  him 
for  the  money  available. 

Persons  who  intend  placing  their  lots  under  this 
system  should  first  consult  with  the  superintendent, 
giving  him  fall  particulars  of  the  work,  etc.  desired 
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to  be  done  each  year  upun  their  lots.  Aftei*  t;ikiiig 
into  consideration  the  size  of  the  lot  and  the  cost  of 
the  labor  necessary  to  cover  all  demands,  tlie  amount 
to  be  deposited  is  easily  figured.  A  lot  once  placed 
under  this  system  devolves  and  ever  after  remains 
under  the  care  of  the  cemetery  officials. 

The  satiKfaction  thus  assured  by  tlie  lenioval  of 
the  responsibility  for  the  loyal  care  of  a  lot  will  be  a 
source  of  unceasing  comfort  to  Ihe  lot  owner.  At 
present  there  are  over  eight  hundred  lots  under  per- 
petual cai  e  and  this  number  is  rapidly  increasing. 
Some  idea  of  the  extent  of  the  growth  of  the  per- 
petual care  fund  can  be  gathered  by  consulting  the 
list  which  follows  this  report. 

ANNUAL  CARE. 

Lot  owners,  who,  for  the  present  at  least,  can- 
not place  their  lots  under  perpetual  care,  will  find  in 
annual  care  a  very  satisfactory  method  for  the  care 
of  their  lots.  The  prices  are  reasonable  and  within 
the  reach  of  all. 

For  an  average  sized  lot  containing  twelve 
graves,  a  charge  of  $3.00  per  annum  is  made;  for 
one  containing  "eight  graves,  1-2. -TO;  for  one  contain- 
ing six  graves,  $2;  and  for  two  adjoining  average 
sized  lots  mowed  as  one,  $5.00.  Other  lots  accord- 
ing to  si^e  and  conditjoiv 
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NEW  LOTS. 


I*eisons  dosirous  of  purchasing  a  biiiial  lot 
should  apply  at  the  cenieteiy,  where  the  superin- 
tt-ndent  or  his  assistants  will  show  the  lots  aad  give 
all  needed  information  as  to  size,  location,  prices, 
etc.  No  interment  will  be  allowed  in  a  lot  until  it  is 
entirely  i)aid  for. 

SINGLE  GRAVES. 

All  new  single  graves  are  now  sold  under  per- 
petual care.  This  section  is  planned  to  comparp  fav- 
orably with  any  part  of  the  cemetery  and  the  fol- 
lowing rules  must  be  observed:  The  erection  of  any 
woodi-n  structure  such  as  headboards,  markers,  etc., 
fencing  of  any  kind,  or  tho  planting  of  any  shrub, 
tree  or  plant  on  or  above  the  grave  shall  not  be  hU 
lowed.  Headstones,  loose  flowers  or  society  em- 
blems are  not  deemed  objectionable, 

FOUNDATIONS. 

Foundations  four  feet  in  depth  by  the  size  of  the 
lower  base  are  required  for  all  monuments,  head- 
stones, etc.,  that  are  erected  upon  the  grounds  and 
are  built  by  the  cemetery  force.  Payment  for  this 
class  of  work  must  be  made  in  advance,  the  cost 
being  figured  at  the  rate  of  thirty  cents  per  cubic 
foot. 
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SODDING. 

Orders  for  all  classes  of  grading  and  sodding  are 
taken  at  the  office.  Sodding  where  the  grade  is  not 
extensive  is  laid  at  the  rate  of  five  cent  per  square 
foot.  Advance  payment  is  required  for  this  class  of 
labor. 

VASES. 

The  cemetery  makes  a  specialty  of  filling  vases, 
the  prices  charged  being  very  reasonable.  The  aver- 
age-sized vase  costs  $i!.50  to  fill,  which  includes 
painting.     Other  vases  in  proportion  to  their  size. 

WINTER  DECORATIONS. 

Persons  desiring  to  remember  their  loved  ones 
during  the  winter  months  when  everything  appears 
cold  and  cheerless,  can  do  so  by  decorating  their 
graves  with  evergreen,  or  evergreen  with  red  ber- 
ries. Graves  decorated  with  evergreen  and  berries 
cost  11. SO  per  gi-ave  ;  for  evergreen  alone,  $1.00  per 
grave  ;  small  graves,  75  and  50  cents. 

INTERMENTS. 

The  cost  of  interment  varies  according  to  the 
mode  of  burial.  For  a  plain  grave,  which  includes 
the  opening,  closing  and  tuifing,  a  charge  of  J5.00  is 
niadi^  for  all  over  twelve  years  of  age  :  ;i;4.00  for  all 
fromeightto  twelve  years  of  age;  $3.00  for  all  from 
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montha  to  eight  years  of  age,  and  11.50  for  all  undfi- 
three  months  of  age. 

For  lining  a  grave  with  white  cloth,  covering 
the  dirt  with  cinvas,  trimming  with  evergreen,  and 
for  the  use  of  the  lowering  device  which  lowers  the 
body  automatically,  an  extra  charge  of  $5.00  is 
made.  This  method  is  called  lining  and  trimming, 
and  is  in  use  at  most  of  the  funerals  at  the  present 
time. 

We  encourage  and  advise  the  use  of  this  method 
of  Imrtal  on  account  of  its  neatness,  simplicity  and 
general  excellence,  re-paying  two-fold,  by  the  satis- 
faction given,  the  extra  charge. 

For  bricking  a  grave  and  covering  the  top  with 
cement  slabs,  a  charge  of  $16.00  is  made  for  an 
adult,  smaller  graves  according  to  size. 

In  cases  of  stormy  or  very  hot  weather,  a  shelter 
tent  can  be  erect»Hi  upon  a  lot  for  the  funeral  ser- 
vices at  an  extra  cost  of  $^>.00.

The  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  : 

(ientlemen  : 

I  beg  leave  to  submit  my  annual  report  of  work 
done  on  the  Public  Parks  for  the  year  ending  Decem- 
ber 31,  I!il2. 

Not  much  hut  maintenance  work  has  been  ac- 
complished during  the  season.  During  the  past  few 
years  aciditions  to  the  Park  system  have  been  made 
by  the  development  of  Maplewood  Park,  the  upper 
section  of  North  Park,  and  the  bridge  at  South  Park, 
and  they  have  increased  the  maintenance  work  by 
considerable. 

The  largest  item  of  construction  has  been  the 
new  reinforced  concrete  arch  bridge  at  South  Park. 
This  bridge  is  now  open  to  traffic  but  with  only  the 
rough  filling  on  the  approaches  done.  These  ap- 
proaches to  the  bridge  should  be  completed  as  soon  as 
possible  even  if  the  section  of  the  Park  through 
which  they  run  is  left  untouched. 
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Your  Superintendent  wishes  to  call  attention  to 
several  features  of  repair  anil  improvement  that  are 
absolutely  necessary  in  order  to  preserve  that  which 
has  already  been  done  at  considerable  cost.  The 
reason  for  the  neglect  to  repair  in  the  past  or  for  the 
absence  of  the  features  enumerated  is  due  to  the  fact 
that  no  money  that  could  be  used  for  the  purpose  has 
ever  been  appropriated  by  the  City  Government. 

In  addition  to  the  much  desired  permanent  im- 
provement to  the  approaches  to  the  new  bridge  pre- 
viously mentioned,  is  the  rebuilding  of  the  walks 
and  drives  at  South  Park  and  especially  over  the 
steep  side  hill  section  fiom  the  Shelter  to  Bay  Street. 
These  walks  and  the  drives  are  in  deplorable  condi- 
tion and  riniltT  unfit  for  proper  use  tin;  section  of 
South  Park  upon  which  they  lie;  they  should  be  re 
surfaced  with  some  material  to  withstand  the  fre- 
quent heavy  ra/ns  and  be  supplied  with  ample 
giitteis  to  carry  off  the  surface  water  to  the  catch- 
basins  which  have  already  been  provided  but  ren- 
dered nearly  useless  by  the  worn  out  condition  of 
both  walks  and  drive. 

Your  Superintendent  would  recommend  the  in- 
vestigation of  the  advisability  of  spreading  a  tar 
product  as  a  binder  to  hold  the  snrface  against  fur- 
ther washing  and  yet  not  Ije  too  slippery  for  the  steep 
grades. 
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other  walks  at  South  Park,  Ruggles  Park  and 
North  Park  need  resurfacing  to  prevent  further 
wearing  of  the  macadam  of  which  they  are  con- 
structed. 

The  North  Park  drive  recently  constructed  is  in 
■good  condition  but  the  surface  should  be  treated  to 
preveiit  washing  and  to  act  as  a  dust  layer  and  pre- 
ventative against  wear  by  automobile  tires. 

The  North  Park  should  have  a  tool  house  for  the 
storing  of  tools  and  appliances  and  for  the  con- 
venience of  the  men.  At  present,  valuable  artii^les 
such  as  spraying  apparatus,  horse  lawn  mowers  and 
the  larger  tools  used  in  oui-  work  are  stored  out  of 
doors  or  in  dilapidated  and  leaky  sheds. 

The  approaches  to  North  Park 'drive  from  Presi- 
dent avenue,  Hood  street  and  Highland  avenue  are 
entirely  unfinished,  due  to  the  ungraded  condition 
of  the  streets,  and  an  effort  should  be  made  to  get 
these  streets  surrounding  North  Park  put  in  a  per- 
manent condition  that  we  may  finish  the  drive  and 
thus  complete  the  gutters  and  approaches;  by  so 
doing,  it  would  not  only  improve  the  appearance  but 
prolong  the  life  of  the  drive. 

Another  important  item  that  should  no  longer 
l)e  neglected  is  the  painting  of  the  iron  fences  at 
South  Park.  These  fences  have  not  been  painted 
since  they  were  erected  in  ISKIW  and  litlO,  and  are  in 
great  need  of  paint  to  preserve  them. 
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IN  GENERAL. 

The  playground  work  was  extended  this  year 
and  included  the  mainteDance  of  three  supervised 
summer  playgrounds  conducted  during  July  and 
August,  ending  the  season  with  a  very  creditable 
play  festival  held  September  5,  on  North  Park  ball 
field.  This  work  has  produced  much  iuterest  and 
appreciation  l)y  the  citizens  in  general  and  should 
receive  consideration  in  next  year's  appropriationt;, 
which  should  be  sufficiently  lilmral  to  allow  of  still 
further  extension  to  include  sections  of  the  city 
that  those  already  conducted  cannot  accommodate 
.  because  of  their  remoteness. 

The  eastern  section  of  the  city,  Muplewood 
Park  and  Canal  street  playground  should  have  su- 
pervised playgrounds  if  it  is  possible  to  procure  the 
funds. 

The  supervision  constituted  a  general  supervisor 
and  three  instructors  besides  many  volunti-i'i-  in- 
structors who  gave  their  time  freely  to  the  work; 
only  by  the  means  of  these  volunteer  instructors 
was  it  possible  to  make  such  a  good  showing  in  the 
work  for  the  season,  as  the  regular  for-t-e  could  nut 
give  every  feature  of  the  work  proper  attention  nor 
keep  interested  several  groups  of  children,  boys  and 
girls,  of  different  ages,  without  help. 

The  attendance  during  the  ten  weeks  or  sixty 
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days  duration  of  the  playground  was  40560,  or  au 
average  daily  attendance  of  KTil.  The  District  Nurses' 
Association  furnished  free  the  services  of  traiupd 
nurses,  whose  business  it  was  to  discover  ailments 
amongst  the  children,  particularly  the  cases  of  neg- 
lected sores,  affected  eyes,  etc.  During  the  teu 
weeks  they  made  thirty-seven  visits  and  attended 
two  hundred  and  seventy-three  cases,  thirty  two  of 
which  were  taken  up  in  the  children's  home  for  fur- 
ther treatment.  This  work  should  be  encouraged 
as  it  is  of  incalculable  value  to  our  poorer  people  and 
to  some  of  our  neglected  children,  who  learn  to  look 
upon  the  playgiound  and  its  attendant  facilities  for 
caring  for  minor  ailments  as  ,a  haven  of  refuge  for 
then]. 

The  Women's  Comfort  Station  at  South  Park 
lias  been  in  successful  operation  through  tlie  year. 
The  caterer  who  was  given  the  privilege  to  sell  re- 
freshments in  the  section  of  the  building  adjoining 
the  toilet  rooms  maintained  his  stand  until  Sep- 
tember, when  owing  to  .the  marked  falling  off  in 
trade  due  to  the  approach  of  cooler  weather  and 
consequently  fewer  people  visiting  the  park,  he  was 
allowed  by  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  to  dis- 
continue the  sale  of  refreshments  and  the  section  of 
the  building  devoted  to  that  purpose  was  closed. 

The  toilet  rooms  have  remained  open  every  day 
throughout  the   year,    and  beginning  July    7,    the 
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number  of  women  using  the  fixtures  placed  therein 
has  been  kept  for  the  eight  hours  each  day  that  the 
matron  was  on  duty.  The  rooms  have  been  opened 
each  day  for  a  few  hours  previous  to  the  mation's 
time  for  reporting  and  no  record  of  those  using  the 
fixtures  has  been  kept  for  that  period,  hut  the  fig- 
ures given  cover  the  hours  in  the  day  when  the 
buihlingwas  most  frequented  iind  consequently  give 
a  fair  basis  upon  which  to  approximate  the  number 
availing  themselves  of  the  opportunities  furnished. 
From  July  7,  when  tlie  count  began,  to  December  31 
inchi-sive  there  weie  .'t-JiH'JS  womeu  who  used  the 
building;  this  is  at  the  rate  of  IS4  per  day,  or  23  per 
hour  for  the  eight  hours  per  day  for  which  the 
count  was  kept.  Thtse  figures  are  ample  evidence  of 
the  need  for  such  buildings  and  more  should  be 
erected  throughout  the  city  for  both  sexes.

To  the  Honorable,    the   Mayor,    and  the   Board  of 
Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen : 

The  annual  report  o£  the  Board  of  Health  for  the 
y«'ar  ending  Deceniher  31,  1»12,  is  herewith  presented 
for  your  consideration. 

His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  having  appointed  Dr. 
John  J.  Kerrigan  a  niemher  of  the  Board  of  Health 
to  succeed  Dr.  Michael  Kelly,  whose  term  expired, 
the  memhership  of  the  Board  since  the  lii-st  Monday 
in  Fcibruary  consisted  of  Dr.  A.  0.  Ii<'wis,  aw  City 
Pliysician,  Chairman  ex  oRicio,  with  M.  J.  Cough- 
lin.  Dr.  P.  T.  Christo  and  Di-.  J.  J.  Kerrigan, 

Tliere  were +1  meetings  of  the  Board  ludd  dur- 
ing the  year-  These  were  attended  by  all  the  mem- 
bers, the  agent  and  secretary  with  few  exceptions. 

Under  existing  circumstances  we  feel  we  have 
accomplished  all  that  couhl  l>e  reasonably  expected 
of  us  by  anyone,  competent  to  judge,  familiar  with 
the  duties  and  responsibilities  resting  upon  a  Heiiltb 
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Board  and  the  conditions  with  which  we  have  had 
to  contend. 

It  is  manifestly  impossihle  to  expect  any  munic- 
ipal department,  but  more  especially  the  Health  De- 
partment, to  he  managed  perfectly,  systematically, 
economically  or  satisfactoiily  in  the  al>sence  of  a 
sufficient  number  of  officials  to  perform  the  work, 
an  appropriation  to  pay  the  necessary  expenses, 
suitable  office  quartei-s  in  which  to  conduct  the  busi- 
ness, and  adequate  hospital  facilities  in  which  to 
isolate  and  treat  persons  suffering  with  the  conta- 
gious and  infectious  diseases  which  we  are  enjoined 
by  law  to  isolate,  provide  and  care  for.  In  all  these 
things  the  City  of  Fall  River  is  sadly  deficient,  not- 
withstanding some  progress  has  been  made  within 
the  last  few  years, 

HOSPITALS. 

The  isolation  hospital  known  as  Bay  View  Hos- 
pital erected  and  completed  in  11*10.  was  immedi- 
ately ocuupied  by  tuberculosis  patients.  It  has  been 
exclusively  used  for  this  class  of  patients  up  to  the 
present.  Its  capacity  is  fifty  beds  and  these  have 
been  at  all  times  fully  occupied,  leaving  a  number  of 
the  patients  suffering  with  this  disease  in  various 
stages  to  be  cared  for  in  tlu'ir  homes  or  l)i)arding 
houses  until  they  could  be  accommodated  at  this 
hospital,  or  admitted  to  a  State  sanatorium. 
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This  arrangement  is  far  from  satisfactory,  foi', 
besides  the  danger  to  the  public  through  having  to 
care  for  tuberculosis  .patients  in  the  manner  stated, 
viz  : — outside  the  hospital,  we  are  obliged  to  care  for 
all  other  classes  of  patients  with  contagious  diseases 
at  an  old  "  Farm  House,"  which  it  was  intended  to 
vacate  when  this  hospital  was  erected. 

A  number  of  patients  with  tubercular  joints 
have  to  be  cared  for  at  the  City  Hospital  as  well  as 
patients  suffering  with  typhoid  fever  and  ophthalmia 
neonatorum,  who  have  not  the  means  for  proper 
treatment  at  home. 

Early  in  the  summer  the  Board  of  Aldernieu 
appropriate<l  sufficient  funds  to  procure  a  set  of 
sketch  plans  of  a  hospital  for  the  exclusive  care  of 
tuberculosis  patients,  wilh  a  capacity  of  evei-  inn 
l)eds,  and  it  is  confideiitly  expected  that  the  Board 
of  Aldermen  will  provide  an  appropriation  foi'  its 
enx^tion.  If  this  is  accomplished  during  the  coming 
year,  the  Board  hopes  to  care  for  all  tiibercnlosis 
patients  at  this  hospital,  and  use  the  isolation  hos- 
pital for  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  erected,  and 
care  for  all  the  contagions  diseases  there,  including 
scarlet  fever,  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  measlep, 
cerebrospinal- meningitis,  typhoid  fever  and  ophthal- 
mia neonatorum,  etc.,  reserving  the  "Old  Furni 
House''  to  be  used  as  a  "Pest  House"  iu  caae  the 
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city   should   be   visited    with   smallpox   before    the 
smallpox  hospital  is  rchuilt. 

These  diseases  are  almost  exclusively  confiDed 
to  children  and  it  8e<>ms  unnecessary  to  say  that 
until  provision  is  made  whereby  we  may  have  Bay 
View  Hospital  or  some  other  suitable  place  for  the 
isolation  and  treatment  of  persons  so  affected,  it  will 
continue  impossible  to  get  the  general  consent  of 
parents  to  the  removal  of  theu'  children  from  home 
with  the  continued  disadvantages  under  which  our 
citizens  have  always  suffered.  With  a  proper  hos 
pital,  parents,  who  wonhl  not  for  a  moment  enter- 
tain a  proposition  to  have  their  children  removed  to 
the  Highland  Road  farm  house,  would  gladly  wcl- 
coniH  and  even  he  willing  to  pay  for  the  opportunity 
of  having  them  cared  for  without  risk  to  th(^  remain- 
der of  the  family. 

We  regret  the  effect  upon  scliool  attendance 
through  the  compulsory  exclusion  of  children  living 
und';r  the  same  roof  in  which  scarlet  fever,  diph- 
theria and  the  like  occurs,  but  this  condition  will 
continue  and  disease  will  continue  to  spread  under 
the  best  regulated  quarantine  and  we  are  powerless 
to  prevent  either  as  long  as  such  diseases  have  to  be 
treated  at  home.  The  only  remedy  appears  to  us  to 
he  in  having  a  suitable  hospital  that  will  be  popular 
enough  to  he  generally  patronized. 

Our  experience  with  tents,  (which  were  used 
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up  to  within  a  year  ago  at  the  IsolatioD  Hospital) 
to  house  tuberculosis  patients,  for  whom  there  was 
no  room  in  the  hospital,  demonstrated  that  they 
coulil  not  he  used  with  satigfac^tion,  even  in  the 
summer  time,  as  this  hospital  is  in  an  exposed  posi- 
tion, and  as  the  tents  were  bein^  continually  torn 
and  blown  di)wn  hy  the  wind,  ther*;  use  has  there- 
fore been  abandoned. 

This  is  the  hospital  situation  at  the  present  time. 

SANITARY    WORK. 

To  placard,  inspect  and  quarantine  houses  re- 
ported to  contain  contngious  diseases  and  afterwards 
fumigate,  disinfect  and  release  thein,  inspect  and 
reinspect  restaurants,  bakeries,  laundries,  lodging 
houses,  stables,  dwellings,  yards  and  cellai-s  ami  see 
that  sanitary  conditions  are  maintained,  prevent 
overcrowding  in  tenement  hou-ses,  and  see  that 
horses,  (tattle  and  swine,  fowl  and  other  domestic- 
animals  are  not  kept  contiary  to  law,  besides  in- 
specting premises  for  which  a  license  is  applied  to 
build  and  maintain  a  stable  or  to  manufacture  sau- 
sage the  Board  of  Health  has  two  Sanitary  Inspec- 
tors in  comparison  with  some  cities  of  less  size  and 
population  which  have  as  many  as  four  such  inspec- 
tors. We  should  have  four  here,  but  if  that  is  im- 
possible we  should  have  one  moie,  at  least,  in  order 
to  enable  us  to  better  systemize  the  work.  With 
three  it  would   be   [>03sible  to  keep  two  conetautly 
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making  a  systematic  inspectiOD  of  the  two  districts 
into  which  the  city  ia  divided  leaving  one  always 
available  to  placard  houses,  investigate  complaints 
and  perform  fumigations  and  inspect  for  licenses,  as 
required,  such  calls  heing  very  uncertain  and  liable 
to  be  received  at  all  hours  of  the  day. 

Otherwise  the  nature  of  most  of  this  work  is 
such  that  it  brooks  of  no  delay,  and  its  effectiveness 
depend.^  upon  the  promptness  with  which  it  is  at- 
tended to,  while  some  of  it,  such  as  fumigations,  has 
to  he  performed  before  a  certain  time  of  tlie  day  to 
enable  the  family  to  occupy  the  house  by  evening. 

SUPERVISING  AND  DISTRICT  NURSES. 

The  result  of  the  work  of  the  Supervising  Nuree 
employed  since  last  July,  through  the  appropriation 
provided,  and  continued  since  through  the  authoriza- 
tion later  given  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  is  so  well 
and  favorably  recognized  that  any  lengthly  comment 
upon  it  ht're  is  not  considered  necessary. 

In  addition  to  the  supervision  of  the  various  milk 
stations,  of  which  there  were  five  during  part  of  the 
Summer  months  in  various  sections  of  the  city,  and 
visiting  the  homes  of  all  infants,  instructing  the 
mothers  upon  thi!  modification  of  milk  and  the 
proper  feeding  and  care  of  the  infant,  the  nurse  made 
made  note  of  any  overcrowding  or  unsanitary  con- 
ditions iu  the  houses  visited,  reporting  at  the  office 
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every  day  when  these  matters  were  taken  and  fol- 
lowed up  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  until  the  nuis- 
ances were  abated. 

As  this  work  and  the  following  up  of  all  child- 
ren e;:cluded  from  school,  by  the  Medical  Inspectors, 
to  instruct  the  mothers  to  see  the  children  are  given 
proper  medical  treatment  and  care  and  returned  to 
Fchool  without  unnecessarry  delay  will  require  the 
services  of  two  nurses.  It  is  hoped  that  the  neces- 
sary appropriation  to  employ  two  nurses  during  t,he 
coining  year  and  extra  sanitary  inspectors  for  which 
estimates  will  be  presented  to  the  Finance  Commit- 
tee this  month  will  be  provided. 

AUTOMOBILE  FOR  MILK  INSPECTOR. 

The  work  of  the  Inspector  of  Milk  can  be  en- 
hanced four  fold  by  having  an  automobile  to  make 
his  rounds  of  inspection  to  the  farms  and  dairies 
from  which  the  milk  supply  of  the  city  is  received. 
It  is  therefore  hoped  the  amount  necessary  to  pur- 
chase an  automobile  for  this  purpose  which  is  included 
in  the  estimates  to  be  presented  to  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee will  he  favorably  considered. 

OFFICE  QUARTERS. 

The  inadequacy  of  our  office  accommodations  is 
so  well  known,  having  been  called  to  your  attention 
every  year  for  a  number  of  years  past,  we  hope  this 
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matter  will  receive  early  consideration  and  that  an 
office  sufficiently  large  and  suitably  equipped  in 
which  to  properly  conduct  the  business  of  the  de- 
partment will  be  provided  the  coming  year. 

APPROPRIATIONS. 

As  th(>  Board  of  Health  is  obliged  by  law  to  cari^ 
for  all  casea  of  contagious  diseases,  appropriations  of 
sufficient  amount  to  carry  on  the  work  and  meet  the 
expense  of  the  year  should,  for  economy  sake  if  for 
no  other  reason,  be  provided.  When  nurses,  other 
help  and  trades  people  are  obliged  to  go  without 
their  pay  for  from  three  to  six  months,  it  cannot  be 
expected  to  carry  on  the  business  of  the  department 
as  economically  oi'  as  satisfactorily  as  if  we  had  the 
means  to  meet  our  obligations  as  they  mature. 

The  following  table  gives  the  actual  amount  ex- 
pended in  maintaining  the  department  during  the 
past  year  with  an  estimate  of  the  amount  of  appro- 
priations which  will  be  required  for  the  present  year. 
The  estimates  are  based  upon  past  experience,  but  it 
is  a  recognized  fact  that  it  is  impossible  to  determine; 
exactly  what  onr  experience  will  be  with  contagious 
diseases  for  any  length  of  time  in  the  future. 
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Ageat's  Report. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Health  : 

Gentlemen  : 

In^  presenting  my  annual  report  it  gives  me 
pleasure  to  be  abte  to  say  that  a  new  record  in  the 
death  rate  of  our  city  has  been  made  during  che  year 
1!»12. 

The  total  deaths  from  all  causes  and  of  all  ages 
for  the  year  was  11)80. 

Our  estimated  population  according  to  the  State 
Board  of  Health  one  year  ago  was  1^2,202  afld  upon 
this  oasis  our  death  rate  for  the  year  would  be  lii.'2:t 
upon  every  thousand  of  population  as  compared  with 
2iH5  deaths  and  an  annual  rate  of  17.47  for  the  pre- 
vious year. 

For  a  comparison  of  the  deaths  and  death  rate 
for  every  year  since  19i»7  when  the  death  rate  had 
attained  its  highest  point  the  following  figures  are 
quoted:

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The  number  cif  deaths  of  children  under  five 
years  of  age  for  the  year  was  88iJ,  compared  with 
1072  in  litU  and  II05  in  the  year  1910. 

This  remarkable  decrease  in  the  number  of 
deaths  of  children  must  be  taken  as  more  than  a 
coincidence  with  the  employqient  of  a  supervising 
nurse  during  the  latter  half  of  the  year  to  work  in 
the  interest  of  preventing  the  high  infant  mortality 
for  which  tliis  city,  as  well  as  some  others  in  the 
Slate  with  the  same  cosmopolitan  population  and 
class  of  industries,  were  gaining  an  unenviable  rep- 
utation. Nor  must  we  forget  to  mention  our  recog- 
nitiou  of  the  valuable  assistance  aud  cooperation 
received  from  the  various  charitable  and  philan- 
thropic societies  who  established  and  maintained 
several  milk  stations  in  different  sections  of  the  city 
during  the  Summer  months  and  to  whose  efforts  we 
are  greatly  indebted  for  this  saving  of  infant  life. 
It  is  also  gratifying  and  encouraging  to  record  that 
in  almost  every  instance  the  mothers  of  infants 
evinced  their  appreciation  of  the  nurse's  services  by 
heeding  her  advice  and  following  her  instructions. 

CONTAGIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  number  of  cases  tif  all  contagious  diseases 
repiMied  for  the  year,  as  required  by  law  and  the 
regulations  of  the  Board,  were  87ii.  Deaths  result- 
ing from  the  same   218.     In    lull    the   number  of 
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cases  reported  was  131:1,   and  the  deaths  from  the 
same  274. 

The  great  decrease  in  cases  reported  and  deaths 
(iuiing  the  past  year  is  accounted  for  by  tlie  fewer 
cases  of  chicken  pox,  whooping  cough  and  measles 
we  had  in  1912,  which  diseases  were  epidemic  in 
IWll. 

If  we  except  the  three  diseases  mentioned,  and 
diphtheria,  of  which  there  was  a  slight  increase,  and 
ophthalmia  neouatorum,  of  which  the  usual  number 
of  41t  cases  were  reported  during  the  year  just 
closed,  the  number  of  cases  of  each  of  the  remaining 
diseases  and  deaths  from  the  same  for  ltil2,  will  be 
found  to  be  about  the  normal  average  for  a  number 
of  years  past. 

For  a  comparison  of  the  number  of  cases  re- 
ported and  the  deaths  occurring  from  each  of  the 
communicable  diseases  for  each  year  since  the  com- 
mencement of  the  keeping  of  records,  reference  is 
made  to  table  A,  which  follows  : 

SMAl.LPOX. 

Although  smallpux  was  prevalent  iu  adjoining 
cities  and  towns  and  throughout  the  State  during 
the  year  we  were  fortunate  in  escaping  a  visitation. 
I  say  "fortunate"  advisedly,  because  since  the  repeal 
of  the  law  making  vaccination  compulsory,  except 
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Upon  order  of  the  Board  of  Huulth  in  case  of  an  epi- 
demic or  an  approaching  outbreak  of  smallpox,  a 
{ireat  many  citizens  have  neglected  to  take  the  pre- 
ciution  of  having  their  children  vaccinated  and, 
therefore,  in  the  event  of  smallpox  making  its  ap- 
pearance in  Fall  River,  I  fear  it  would  assume  the 
proportions  of  an  epidemic  before  it  could  be  stamped 
out. 

But.  although  we  escaped  without  a  single  case, 
we  had  four  different  scares  during  the  year  when 
what  appeared  very  like  smallpor  was  reorted. 

Prompt  investigation,  however,  in  each  case 
proved  that  the  cause  of  alarm  was  nothing  more 
serious  than  several  severe  cases  of  chicken  pox. 

CULTURE    OUTFITS,    ANTITOXINS,  VACCINE 
VIRUS,  ETC.      . 

The  prompt  use  of  antitoxine  in  all  cases  of 
diphtheria  as  the  surest  remedy  to  effect  a  cure  is 
recommended  by  the  best  medical  authorities,  and  as 
this  is  furnished  free  of  cost,  there  seems  to  be  no 
ezcuse  for  a  physician,  who  suspects  his  case  to  be 
diphtheria,  who  fails  or  neglects  to  make  use  of  it, 
particularly  as  its  use  is  guaranteed,  liy  the  same  au- 
thority to  do  no  harm  even  though  the  physician 
may  have  erred  in  his  diagnosis  of  the  case. 

Antitoxine,  for  use  in  cases  of  diphtheria,  is  fur- 
nished by  the  State  Board  of  Health  and  can  be  ob- 
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tained  free  of  expense  at  the  oflice  of  the  Board  of 
Health,  Room  4,  City  Hall.  Physicians  are  informed 
thct  they  can  procure  any  quantity  they  require  at 
any  time  day  or  night.  All  they  are  required  to  do 
is  either  call  at  the  office  and  sign  a  receipt  for  what 
they  get  or  it  will  be  given  to  a  messenger  bringing 
an  order  signed  by  a  physician,  stating  the  quantity 
required, 

Arrangemenra  have  been  made  whereby  physi- 
cians can  secure  a  supply  any  time  after  oflice  hours 
or  during  the  night  by  following  the  same  course  and 
calling  up  the  janitor  on  duty  at  the  City  Hall. 

Culture  outfits  for  taking  and  presenting  sptici- 
mens  for  bacteriological  examination  to  confirm  di- 
agoosb  or  determine  release  of  quarantine  in  cases 
of  diphtheria,  or  diagnosis  in  typhoid  fever,  and  re- 
ceptacles for  specimens  of  sputum  can  be  obtained 
in  the  same  manner,  or  may  be  obtained  at  any  of 
the  culture  stations  established  in  various  sections  of 
the  city  if  applied  for  before  they  are  closed  for  the 
night. 

Vaccine  virus  pure  and  fresh  will  be  furnished 
physicians  upon  application  at  l-he  office  of  the  Board 
of  Health  during  office  hours. 

The  propelatic  outfit  furnished  by  the  State 
Board  of  Health  to  be  used  upon  the  eyes  of  the 
newly  born  with  directions  as  to  use  can  be  likewise 
obtained. 
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All  cultures  and  specimens  left  in  the  receptacle 
for  them  oiiti^ide  the  offiuedoor  not  later  than  7  P.  M, 
will  be  reported  upon  to  the  physician  by  phone  be- 
tween 11  A.  M.  and  nooii  next  day  and  this  report 
afterwords  verified  by  mail. 

TYPHOID  FEVER. 

Typhoid  fever  is  one  of  two  diseases,  (the  other 
being  Asiatic  cholera)  the  origin  of  which  as  a  rule 
can  generally  be  traced  to  the  use  of  polluted 
water  or  an  infected  food  supply. 

It  has  been  demonstrated  by  scientific  staisti- 
cans  that  if  pure  uncontaminated  water  only  is 
used  in  a  large  city  it  will  result  in  the  reduction  of 
eighty  per  cent  of  its  typhoid  fever  rate  and  that 
the  drinking  of  impure  water  outside  the  city,  the 
use  of  milk  contaminated  by  typhoid  germa  and  the 
eating  of  shell  fish  and  vegetables,  uncooked,  which 
have  been  in  contact  with  water  containing  the 
germs  will  be  found  to  be  responsible  for  the  remain- 
ing twenty  per  cent. 

If  this  is  admitted,  the  low  typhoid  fever  rates 
in  this  city  for  a  number  of  years  past,  taken  into 
consideration  with  the  fact  that  the  origin  of  a 
majority  of  all  cases  reported  during  the  past  three 
years  can  be  traced  beyond  the  city  limits,  is  elo- 
quent testimony  to  the  purity  of  our  water,  milk 
and  food  supply. 
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The  late  Summer  and  Fall  months  18  the  time 
when  typhoid  generally  appears,  and  every  case 
reported  calls  for  a  special  inspection.  The  sanitary 
inspector  besides  distributing  printed  instructions 
upon  the  proper  care  and  methods  to  be  taken  to 
prevent  the  spread  of  infection,  inspects  the  prem- 
ises for  cause  and  ascertains  all  facts  that  may  have 
any  bearing  upon  its  origin,  including  the  soui'ce  of 
milk,  water  and  food  supply.  These  are  afterwards 
investigated  in  every  instance,  and  a  special  investi- 
gation and  inspection  of  the  farm  from  which  the 
milk  was  obtained  ia  made,  when,  the  cattle  and  all 
the  people  living  upon  the  farm  are  subjected  to  the 
closest  scrutiny. 

Unless  everything  is  found  above  suspicion  the 
milk  from  such  farm  is  immediately  excluded  from 
this  market  and  every  precaution,  for  the  protec- 
tion of  our  citizens,  ia  takiMi, 

During  the  past  year  lul  cases  of  typhoid  fever 
with  -i'J  deaths  occurred,  being  an  increass  of  seven 
cases  and  3  deaths  over  the  previous  year,  which 
was  one  uf  the  lowest  on  I'ecord. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

Tuberculosis  was  made  a  repoitahle  disease  by 
this  Board  in  IflOfi,  two  years  before  it  was  declared 
to  l>e  a  disease  dangerous  to  the  public  health  by  the 
State  Board  of  Health.     Every  physician  in  the  city 
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has  be^n  notified  of  these  regulations  and  furnished 
with  copies,  also  circulars  calling  attention  to  the 
importance  of  promptly  r'eporting  all  cases.  H  has 
been  very  hard  to  get  physicians  to  comply  with 
the  requirements  of  the  regulations,  by  reporting 
the  casps,  without  resorting  to  legal  proceedings  and 
although  the  majority  of  physicians  now  report  their 
cases  faithfully  I  find  many  cases  are  not  reporteil 
until  an  application  for  aid  is  made  at  the  office  or 
the  undertaker  applies  for  a  permit  to  bury. 

The  number  of  cases  reported  by  physicians  and 
others  during  the  year  was  20t  ;  of  this  number  155 
died.  This  makes  a  total  of  1775  cases  reported  and 
1202  deaths  from  this  disease  in  the  eight  years 
19<io-lttl2,  inclusive,  or  an  average  of  222  cases  and 
150.25  deaths  per  year  for  that  period. 

The  Board  is  doing  everything  in  its  power  to 
alleviate  the  sutfeiings  of  those  afflicted  with  this 
disease  and  protect  the  public  against  its  spread,  but 
to  be  successful  in  its  f-fforts  it  is  of  the  utmost  im- 
portance that  every  case  should  be  known  and  lo- 
cated. 

Physicians  and  householders  are  therefore  ap- 
pealed to  promptly  report  every  case  coming  to  their 
knowledge.  This  is  provided  for  hy  law  under  a 
severe  penalty. 

The  regulations  in  relation  to  tuberculosis  (con- 
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sumption)  provide  that  after  the  death  or  removal 
of  a  patient  or  the  removal  of  a  family  with  which  a 
consumptive  resides,  the, house  shall  be  fumigated 
before  the  room  or  tenement  is  permitted  to  be  reoc- 
cupied. 

Since  January  1st,  1908,  consumptive  patients 
were  cared  for  in  the  Consumptive  Shacks,  on  land 
adjoining  the  City  Hospital,  until  the  latter  part  of 
November,  1910,  when  they  were  removed'to  Bay 
View  Hospital,  the  new  isolation  hospital  built  for 
the  care  of  other  contagious  diseases  at  the  comer  of 
Bay  and  Woodman  Streets.  This  change  was  made 
for  seveial  reasons,  principally  for  lack  of  sufficient 
room  to  accommodate  the  constantly  increasing  de- 
mand for  admittance  and  the  poor  repair  and  unsani- 
tary condition  of  the  shacks  which  would  require  a 
considerable  outlay  to  remedy.  The  Board  did  not 
have  the  means  to  do  this  and  even  if  funds  were 
available  it  would  not  be  considered  good  business 
judgment  to  expend  them  in  further  repaiis  or  en- 
largement of  the  old  shacks. 

With  a  year's  experience  in  the  new  hospital 
and  utili7:ing  every  available  room,  and  sending  all 
cases,  capable  of  being  removed  to  the  State  Farm 
or  some  of  the  State  Sanatoria,  according  to  the 
settlement  of  the  case,  the  work  of  caring  for  the 
sick  has  been  handicapped  for  the  want  of  hospital 
accommodations  for  all  applicants  seeking  admission 
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that  had  to  iie  cared  for  in  the  city.  As  a  result  out- 
hospital  aid  and  care  had  to  be  provided  for  a  num- 
ber of  patients  in  their  homes  or  in  boarding  houses, 
with  more  or  h'ss  danger  to  the  public.  In  your  an- 
nual report  you  have  pointed  out  the  remedy  for 
these  conditions. 

During  the  year  1912  the  cases  cared  for  in  Bay 
View  Hospital  wouid  represent  UJ,4(S4  hospital  days 
for  oiit>  patient,  as  compared  with  l!t,3yu  days  iu 
1911. 

Besides-  the  cases  cared  for  in  Bay  View  Hospital 
and  the  many  peis-ous  suffering  with  this  disease 
that  had  to  be  cared  for  at  home  or  in  a  boarding 
house,  lesponsihility  had  to  he  assumed  for  those 
sent  to  a  State  Sanatorium  or  to  the  City  Hospital. 

The  following  table  contains  the  comparative 
cost  of  caring  for  tuberculosis  in  both  years  since 
Bay  View  Hospital  was  occupied  :

The  charge  for  patients  in  the  State  Sanatoria  is 
1^4.00  pftr  week  and  clothing,  «tc.  The  City  Hob- 
pital  charges  1|7.U0  per  week  and  bdarding  houses 
a. 50  per  week. 

Patients  at  home  ai-e  allowed  forty  to  fifty  cents 
per  day  for  eggs,  milk,  fruit,  etc.,  and  fuel  is  sup- 
plied in  some  instances.

Our  only  Isolation  Hospital  for  the  care  of  cases 
of  contagious  diseases  occurring  in  institutions  or 
other  places  where  they  cannot  be  cavr'd  for  without

endangering  others,  is  tho  old  farm  house  at  '26+7 
Highland  avenue. 

This  hiiilding  was  occupied  33!*  days  during  the 
year,  when  the  following  diseases  were  treated 
there  ; — 

Whooping  rough,  4  cases;  diphtheria,  5  cases; 
scarlet  fever,  22  cases;  one  case  of  chicken  pox;  one 
case  of  measles,  and  two  cases  of  typhoid  fever. 

These  latter  included  a  child  s.eiit  thi'rts  for  cer- 
ehro  spinal-meningitis  which  a  later  diagnosis  proved 
to  be  typhoid  fever,  and  the  attending  nurse,  who  it 
is  supposed  contracted  the  typhoid  from  the  patient. 

Of  the  thirty-five  patients  all  recovered  except 
one  of  the  diphtheria  patients. 

The  patients  cared  for  in  this  hospital  are  at- 
tended by  the  assistant  city  physicians  who  take 
alternate  months,  and  the  hospital  has  been  in 
charge  of  a  graduate  nurse. 

The  cost  of  maintaining  this  hospital  and  raring 
fin*  all  contagious  diseases  in  this  city,  as  well  as 
those  having  a  settlement  here  taken  ill  in  other 
cities  and  towns  of  the  Commonwealth,,  except 
tulierculosis,  including  typhoid  fever,  and  ophthal- 
mia neonati)rum,  at  the  City  Hospital,  amounted  to 
$5047. eti  for  the  year. 
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The  abnormal  number  of  cases  of  opthalmia 
neonatorum  which  occurred  last  year  and  had  to  be 
taken  to  the  City  Hospital,  and  for  whose  care  extra 
special  nurses  had  to  be  engaged  to  give  the  contin- 
uous special  treatment  this  disease  requires  which 
amounted  to  #851.07,  is  responsible  for  the  large 
amount  of  expense  incurred. 

MEDICAL  INSPECTION  OF  SCHOOLS. 

The  public  and  parochial  schools  of  the  city  are 
divided  into  eight  districts  and  a  physician  assigned 
to  each  district  under  a  fixed  set  of  rules  governing 
his  duties. 

It  was  your  intontion  to  appoint  two  nurses  to 
follow  up  the  work  of  the  physicians  by  visiting  the 
homes  of  children  excluded  from  school  by  the  phy- 
sicians and  see  that  they  were  given  proper  medical 
treatment,  instruct  the  parents  unable  to  engage  a 
family  physician,  how  the  same  conld  be  obtained, 
and  in  minor  cases  in  which  the  attendance  of  a 
physician  was  not  required,  assist  and  instruct  the 
mother  upon  what  to  do,  so  that  the  (children  ex- 
cluded from  school  for  any  cause  might  be  readmit- 
ted at  the  earliest  possible  time  consistent  with  the 
safity  of  other  pupils.  An  appropriation  for  this 
purpose  not  having  been  received,  these  nujses  wei'e 
not  appointed. 

The  Medical  Inspector  oC  Schools  is  required  to 
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visit  each  school  under  his  supervision  at  least  once 
every  week.  The  inspectors  perform  their  work 
under  a  set  of  rules  with  which  each  is  furnished  in 
printed  hook  form  and  they  are  required  to  make  a 
rtfport  to  the  Board  at  the  end  of  every  term  upon  a 
printed  form  furnished  them,  also  an  annual  report 
for  the  year  ending  with  the  first  term  after  the 
midsummer  vacation. 

The  following  reports  for  the  past  year  will 
show  the  names  of  the  schools,  enrollment  and  work 
performed  by  each  of  the  MedicaVIaspectors  : 
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SANITARY  INSPECTION.

REMOVAL  OF  DEAD  ANIMALS. 

The  removal  of  dead  animals  by  Contractor  Roy 
has  continued  to  be  performed  in  an  entirely  satis- 
factory manner.  Every  call  upon  him  for  tiewices 
has  been  promptly  responded  to  and  no  complaint  of 
his  work  or  his  mode  of  disposing  uf  thn  animals 
removed  by  him  has  been  received  during  the  year. 

COLLECTION  OF  GARBAGE. 

The  garbage  is  collected  by  Mr.  Witlard  C.  Gard- 
ner under  a  contract  for  tiveyeirs  made  February  1, 

Mr.  Gai-dner  personally  superintends  this  work 
and  calls  at  the  office  every  day  to  receive  orders  or 
complaints.  In  fairness  to  both  contractor  and  col- 
lectors I  must  say  that  comparatively  few  com- 
plaints are  received  sinci'  hw  assum'^d  th'?  contract. 
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In  view  of  past  experience,  the  nature  of  the 
work  and  all  circu nistauces  under  which  it  has  to 
be  performed  it  is  not  to  be  wondeied  at  thut  com- 
plaints are  sometimes  received,  but  in  justice  to  the 
contractor  I  am  compelled  to  say  that  in  many  cases 
the  persons  lodging  the  complaints  are  themselves 
more  to  blame  than  tlie  collectors.  In  other  caseH 
the  weather  conditions,  change  of  collectors,  and 
in  a  few  cases  disobedience  on  the  pai  t  of  a  collector 
has  been  found  to  be  responsible  for  poor  service. 

In  all  cases  when  complaint  is  made  a  recoi-d  is 
kept  and  a  copy  given  Mr.  Gardner  who  has  always 
promptly  investigated  and  invariably  improved  the 
service  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  complaiuaot. 

Housekeepers  are  requested  to  follow  the  printed 
rules,  have  receptacles  of  sufficient  size,  place  them 
where  the  .collectors  can  easily  find  them,  and  be 
careful  not  t«  put  anything  excejtt  what  is  allowed 
into  the  garbage  pails. 

Families  leaving  the  city  during  the  summer  are 
requested  ts  notify  the  Health  office  when  they  go 
and  when  they  expect  to  return.  This  will  remove 
the  cause  of  most  of  the  inconvenience  experienced. 

NKiHT  SOIL  SCAVENGERS. 

Since  the  issue  of  my  last  annual  rejioi  t  two 
new  licenses  havi;  been  issue^l  to  perform  this  work, 
but  as  these  licenses  have  been  taken  out  l>y  large 
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property  owners  to  enable  them  to  do  the  work  on 
their  own  property  it  leaves  only  the  original  two 
licensees  to  perform  thia  work  as  a  business. 

As  conditioDa  have  not  improved  since  my  last 
report  I  feel  justified  in  repeating  what  I  said  one 
year  ago  on  thia  subject. 

The  disposition  of  the  collections  made  by  these 
scavengera  has  been  always  a  matter  of  much  diffi- 
culty, as  there  is  a  proviso  in  the  regulations  and  in 
the  license  which  require  all  collections  to  be  dis- 
posed of  outside  the  limits  of  the  city  unless  by 
written  permission  from  the  Agent  of  the  Board. 
It  has  always  been  a  fine  (juestion  to  decide  where 
and  under  what  cunditious  within  the  city  limits,  or 
the  water  shed  of  North  Watiijipa  pond,  in  either 
the  city  or  the  town  of  Westport,  such  collections 
might  be  deposited  with  safety,  even  when  the 
farmers  who  owned  the  premises  or  the  neighbors 
were  willing  to  permit  of  it,  consequently  most  of 
the  collections  were  taken  either  north  of  Wilson 
Road  or  into  Tiverton,  R.  1.,  or  over  the  river  into 
Somerset,  when  it  was  not  dumped  into  Taunton 
river  at  or  near  Cove  street.  Dumping  in.  these 
places  have  been  objected  to  and  prohibited  by  the 
owners  or  authorities  one  by  one  initil  Tiverton,  the 
last  place  to  take  action,  finally  warned  the  c-ollect- 
ors  a  year  ago,  under  pain  of  prosecution,  to  discon- 
tinue hauling  these  collections  over  the  State  line.

SWINE. 

The  keeping  of  swine  in  any  part  of  the  city 
without  a  license  is  prohibited  hy  regulation  No.  34. 
Under  this  regulation  licenses  continue  to  be  gi-anted 
to  any  person  applying,  who  has  a  place  where  by 
proper  care  pigs  can  be  maintained  without  becom- 
ing a  source  of  nuisance. 

There  is  a  proviso  in  the  license  that  any  person 
allowing  the  keeping  of  swine  to  become  a  source  of 
nuisance  may  have  his  license  revoked  and  any  per- 
son found  keeping  swine  without  a  license  is  liable 
to  a  penalty  of  a  tine  of  ^lOO.dO  under  the  regulr- 
tion.

The  whole  nuniher  of  deaths  for  the  year  1!»13, 
exclusive  of  still  births,  was  1980. 

Estimating  the  population  at  12'2,202,  the  death 
rate  is  IfJ.aS  in  each  1,000. 

in  the  case  of  Zymotic  Diseases  we  have  iy5 
deaths,  equal  to  a  percentage  of  the  total  mortality 
of  y.85. 

The  diseases  which  contributed  largely  to  this 
class  was  cholera  infantum,  which  caused  32  deaths 
or  1.62  per  cent,  of  the  mortality. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  Constitutional  Dis- 
eases was  252,  equal  to  a  percentage  of  the  total 
mortality  of  12.73. 

Tuberculosis  belongs  to  this  class  and  has  caused 
155  deaths,  or  7.83  per  cent,  of  the  total  mortality. 

The  Jjocal  Diseases,  or  those  affecting  different 
organs  of  the  body,  are  credited  with  1,236  deaths, 
or  64.43  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number  in  1912. 

From  the  Developraeutal  Class  of  diseases  we 
had  192  deaths,  or  9.74  per  cent,  of  the  total  mor- 
tahty.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Health  : 

Gentlemen  ; — 

I  herewith  submit  a  report  of  the  work  done  liy 
the  Veterinary  Division  for  the  year  ending  Decem- 
ber 31,  1912  : 

MILK  AND  DAIRY  INSPECTION. 

Considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  this  feat- 
ure of  our  work  during  the  year.  Improvements  in 
the  sanitary  conditions  and  surroundings  of  the 
barns  have  been  gradual  but  decided.  Methods  of 
handling  and  caring  for  milk  at  the  farms  have  im- 
proved and  the  milk  generally,  plainly  shows  the 
effect  of  b*)tter  care. 

During  the  year  a  very  important  change  in  the 
methods  of  distribution  of  milk  and  in  the  care  of 
milk  containers  and  utensils  has  been  brought  about. 
Previous  to  this  year  a  greater  part  of  the  milk  sold 
in  this  city  was  distributed  from  open  measures 
taken  from  the  cans  on  the  street.  Not  more  than 
six  of  the  one  hundred  and  sizty-four  dealers  had 
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even  reasonable  facilities  for  washing  and  sterilizing 
milk  vesBels  and  very  few  had  rooms  which  were 
properly  adapted  to  the  care  and  handling  of  milk. 

During  the  year  the  milk  dealers  have  adopted 
the  use  of  glass  bottles  for  distribution  of  milk  at 
retail ;  they  have  provided  and  equipped  rooms  in 
which  nothing  but  handling  milk  and  caring  for 
milk  vessels  is  done;  they  have  provided  efficient 
apparatus  for  washing  and  sterilizing  all  kindB  of 
milk  vessels.  The  importance  of  this  change  cannot 
be  overestimated  because  the  greatest  factor  con- 
tributing to  milk-born  epidemics  is  the  milk  vessel 
and  container  in  which  milk  is  distributed-  It  is  the 
milk  vessel  that  is  handled  by  the  infected  person — 
whether  he  is  the  consumer  or  distributor— that  in- 
fects the  milk. 

Therefore,  without  adequate  means  to  properly 
wash  and  sterilize  such  vessels,  there  is  no  limit  to 
which  that  infection  may  be  carried. 

It  may  be  said  to  the  credit  of  our  milk  dealers 
that  all  have  practically  complied  with  our  require- 
ments in  equipping  efficient  "  plants  "  for  thorough 
washing  and  sterilizing  all  n:i!k  containers.  The 
value  of  this  improved  method  in  caring  for  milk 
containers  was  practically  demonstrated  this  autumn. 
One  of  our  producers  had  in  his  employ  a  man  who 
was  ill  with  Typhoid  Fever  and  who  was  the  means 
of  infecting  bis  whole  family,  which  comprised  his

wife  and  four  children,  and  also  two  of  his  neigh- 
bora  who  were  called  in  to  assist  in  household  duties. 
The  dealer  who  hiindled  this  milk  (between  thirty- 
five  and  forty  cans  a  day)  and  distributed  it  over  a 
very  wide  area  of  the  city,  had,  early  in  the  year, 
installed  a  modern  washing  and  sterilizing  plant  so 
that  all  cans  used  in  transporting  railkfrom  the  pro- 
ducer to  the  dealer's  bottling  room  were  in  sterile 
_  condition-  In  addition  to  this  the  producer  had  in- 
stalled washing  and  sterilizing  apparatus.  Cai'eful 
investigation  of  the  health  of  every  family  purchas 
ing  milk  from  this  dealer  was  made  and  not  a  single 
case  of  Typhoid  Fever  was  found.  One  can  imagine 
a  coincidence  equal  to  those  conditions,  but  statistics 
show  that  epidemics  have  been  caused  by  conditions 
far  less  favorable.  We  are  convinced  that  a  wide 
spread  milk-born  epidemic  of  Typhoid  Fever  was 
averted  by  the  installation  and  the  use  of  proper 
milk  can  and  bottle  washing  and  sterilizing  appara- 
tus. 

The  change  of  the  methods  of  distributing  milk 
at  retail  from  the  old  way  of  measure  and  can  to 
bottles  has  required  a  change  in  our  methods  of  col- 
lecting samples  of  milk  tor  bacteriological  examina- 
tion. Our  practice  of  collecting  milk  samples  before 
the  advent  of  bottles  was,  the  collector  met  the 
dealers  in  various  sections  of  the  city  and  took  a 
sample  from  a  can  of  each  producer.  In  this  way 
we  were  able  to  examine  one  sample  of  milk  from 
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every  producer  once  each  month.  We  have  never 
heUeved  that  was  often  enough  to  examine  milk. 
Since  bottles  have  displaced  the  old  way  of  distribut- 
ing milk,  the  above  method  of  collecting  has  been 
impossible,  because  the  milk  carried  on  the  dealers' 
wagons  in  bottles  is  a  mixture  of  several  producers' 
milk.  While  it  is  necessary  to  collect  and  examine 
this  mixed  milk,  it  furnishes  us  with  data  only  as  to 
the  milk  dealer.  It  is  quite  as  necessary  to  have  the 
samples  from  the  producer.  The  only  practical  way 
this  may  be  done  is  to  collect  it  at  the  time  it  is 
brought  to  the  dealer's  plant.  At  present  we  have 
no  facilities  fordoing  this  work.  In  the  month  of 
August  this  matter  was  called  to  your  attention  and 
I  was  authorized  to  hire  an  automobile  for  one 
month  for  the  purpose  of  determining  what  could  he 
done  with  proper  facilities.  It  was  found  that  two 
samples  of  milk  from  each  producer  and  one  from 
each  dealer  could  be  taken  and  examined.  In  my 
opinion  this  would  give  us  the  necessary  number  of 
samples  of  milk  for  bacteriological  examination  to 
keep  us  in  touch  with  the  condiUon  of  both  dairy 
farms  and  dealers'  milk  plants.  I  take  the  liberty  of 
repeating  that  part  of  my  monthly  report  for  Sep 
tember  relating  to  this  work,  as  follows  : — 

"  In  presenting  the  report  for  the  collection  and 
examination  of  milk  samples  for  the  previous  month 
I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  following  fea- 
tures, namely : — 
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With  your  authority  I  engaged  the  use  of  an 
automobile  from  R.  W,  Tierney  at  the  rate  of  five 
dollars  per  day,  or  any  part  of  a  day,  for  one  month. 
This  machine  was  used  twenty-five  days  exclusively 
for  milk  collection  and  three  days  investigation  of 
an  outbreak  of  typhoid  fever  at  two  of  our  dairy 
plants  located  in  Westport,  on  which  days  some 
milk  collecting  was  also  done. 

During  this  time,  as  will  be  noted  from  the 
above  tables,  seven  hundred  and  twenty  one  sam- 
ples were  collected  and  examined.  The  time  con- 
sumed in  the  actual  milk  collection  was  two  hun- 
dred and  sixty-five  hours  and  the  distance  travelled 
practically  eleven  hundred  miles.  The  milk  of  every 
producer  was  collected  and  examined  twice.  The 
milk  of  every  dealer  was  collected  and  examined 
once. 

The  number  of  miles  travelled  and  the  time  con- 
sumed are  greater  than  would  be  required  in  the 
regulai'  work.  The  reason  for  this  is,  that  the  routes 
for  the  collection  of  milk  samplefl  had  to  be  laid  out 
according  to  the  time  the  dealers  received  their  milk 
from  the  producers.  This  necessitated  doubling 
upon  the  work  quite  a  number  of  times. 

We  learned  from  the  work  of  last  month  that 
without  adequate  facilities  it  will  be  impossible  to 
collect  the  milk  samples  in  sufficient  numbers  to  be 
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of  proper  value.  The  dealers'  plants  are  located 
within  a  radius  of  uine  miles  from  the  City  Hall. 
The  majority  of  them  cannot  be  reached  by  any 
public  conveyance.  The  work  itself  with  proper 
conveyance  will  consume  as  much  time  as  one  man 
can  legally  be  expected  to  perform.  Most  of  the 
work  must  be  done  between  four  P.  M.  and  twelve 
o'clock  midnight.  That  it  increases  the  work  in  the 
laboratory  t.o  such  an  extent,  that  with  the  other 
laboratory  work,  we  will  require  the  services  of  a 
laboratory  helper.  I  believe  that  this  is  the  only 
practical  way  to  inspect  the  milk  because  it  places 
us  in  close  touch  with  every  producer  and  every 
dealer  regularly  and  frequently,  for  example; — 
Upon  our  second  trip  we  found  many  conditions 
improved  that  we  found  to  be  faulty  on  the  first 
trip.  The  bacteria  counts  showed  an  impi-ovement 
in  the  condition  of  milk  in  the  second  examination 
over  the  first. 

I  therefore  recommend  the  purchase  of  an  auto- 
mobile, properly  equipped,  to  do  this  work  and  the 
employment  of  an  extra  man  in  the  laboratory,  who 
shall  be  drawn  from  the  clerical  Hst.  as  the  work 
required  of  this  person  will  be  of  a  nature  which  de- 
mands training  in  this  line.  If  the  condition  of 
your  Board's  finances  does  not  warrant  an  expendi- 
ture of  money  necessary  to  do  this,  we  shall  have 
to  continue  with  the  methods  employed  previous  to 
this  month." 
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As  I  have  repoited  to  you  oa  many  occasions 
that  it  is  impossible  to  make  our  dairy  inspection 
efficient  with  the  means  at  our  disposal,  namely, 
one  horse  and  cairiage,  I  hope  you  will  be  able  to 
provide  ub  with  an  automobile,  as  suggested  above. 

MUNICIPAL  ABBATOIE. 

I  renew  my  recoramendatioiis  of  the  past  three 
years  for  the  establishment  of  a  municipal  abbatoir. 

I  believe  there  are  many  reasons  why  such  an 
institution  should  be  maintained  in  the  city  and  by 
the  city.  Fall  River  is  the  central  market  for  the 
products  of  the  farms  lying  within  a  radius  of  fifteen 
miles.  A  luodern  abbatoir  would  induce  the  farm- 
ers to  bring  their  food  animals  there  for  slaughter, 
because  it  would  not  only  furnish  them  with  a  place 
where  their  an iniald  could  be  properly  dressed  and 
prepared  for  the  market,  but  would  also  provide  a 
central  point  for  its  distribution  at  the  market 
cente?'. 

The  methuds  of  slabghtering  and  caring  for 
slaughtered  animals  could  be  properly  supervised 
and  inspected,  thereby  assuring  the  public  that  the 
local  supply  of  meats  is  clean  and  wholesome.  The 
ditpositinu  of  offitl  and  wiisie  materials  can  be  con- 
trolled and  (he  public;  guarded  against  the  nuisances 
which  necent-atily  arise  where  proper  inspection  is 
not  provided. 
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I  believe  the  maintenance  of  a  moderD  abbatoir 
by  the  city  wouid  be  an  incentive  for  the  raising  of 
.■I  sufficient  meat  supply  within  the  farming  area  of 
which  Fall  River  is  the  centre,  to  supply  our  local 
wants,  a  condition  which  is  bothdesii-able  and  imper- 
ative. 

A  modern  municipal  abbatoir  can  be  built  at  no 
great  cost  and  should  practically  maintain  itself. 

BACTERIOLOGICAL  LABORATORY. 

The  work  in  the  laboratory,  under  the  direction 
of  Dr.  Walsh,  has  been  carried  on  in  a  successful 
and  satisfactory  manner. 

MARKET  INSPECTION. 

The  value  of  the  work  may  be  appreciated  by 
examining  the  voUime  of  work  done  and  the  amount 
of  material  which  has  been  condemned,  most  of 
which  without  proper  superviaiou  would  have  been 
imposed  upon  the  public. 

SLAUCIHTERING    INSPECTION 

During  the  year  forty-four  piga  and  one  calf 
were  inspected  on  the  premises  of  the  owners  at  the 
time  of  slaughter  and  were  found  to  be  fit  for  food.

Saperiateodent  of  Bay  View  Hospital 

January  38,  1913. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Health: — 

Gentlemen : — 

I  herein  make  my  Anuual  Report  for  the  year 
ending  Uecemlier  31,  lltl2. 

This  year,  as  in  years  past,  the  demand  for  beds 
in  the  institution  has  exceeded  the  supply;  this  being 
especially  apphcable  to  the  male  ward.  There 
has  never  been  a  time  during  the  year  when  the 
accommodations  have  been  sutficient  to  supply  the 
demand.  Iq  the  female  ward  there  have  been  times 
during  the  year  when  we  have  had  beds,  although  I 
have  always  had  female  out-patients  enough  to  fill 
the  hospital  and  give  a  large  waiMng  list.  This  con- 
dition of  affah-s  is  directly  due  to  our  inability  to 
make  proper  disposition  of  the  children  in  the  fam- 
ilies. LTsiially  the  mother  is  williug  to  go  but  then 
the  question  wiil  be  asked  "What  am  I  going  to  do 
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about  the  children?"  In  some  of  the  cases  with  the 
aid  of  the  "Society  of  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Child- 
ren" we  have  placed  the  children  in  homes  or  other 
institutions  operated  for  that  purpose.  This  is  by 
no  means  the  rule,  as  these  institutions  are  usually 
tilled  to  their  cBpacity.  I  have  been  compelled  time 
and  time  again  to  make  an  exception  to  the  rule  of 
the  Board  of  Health  which  states  "that  any  person 
who  refuses  to  go  to  the  hospital  when  there  is  room 
in  the  institution  shall  forfeit  their  right  to  aid  and 
medical  attention  from  the  Board."  It  would  he  im 
possible  to  adhere  closely  to  this  rule  in  the  above 
cases  for  reasons  which  I  have  enumerated.  There 
fore  I  treat  these  cases  in  their  homes  the  best  I  can, 
giving  them  aid  to  the  extent  of  fifty  cents  per  day 
supply  medicine,  clothing,  sputum  boxes,  call  nurse 
and  informing  them  that  at  any  time  they  requir* 
the  services  of  a  physician  to  call  me  at  no  expenst* 
I  need  not  add  that  this  method  is  very  unsatisfac- 
tory and  against  all  the  scientific  laws  for  the  "Pre- 
vention of  the  spread  of  tuberculosis,"  as  these  cases 
are  not  confined  to  any  locality  but  are  spread 
throughout  the  city,  making  isolation  impossible. 

STATISTICS  OF  PATIENTS  ADMITTED. 

On  January  1,  l!tl:i,  we  had  4it  patients  in  the 
institution,  '2S  male  and  '21  female,  and  admitted 
during  the  year  110,  5!t  male  and  51  female,  making 
a  total  number  of  patients  ti-eated  during  the  year 
159. 
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Of  the  110  admissions  fiO.90  per  cent,  were  in 
the  advanced  stage  of  the  disease,  28.18  per  cent, 
moderately  advanced,  9.09  per  cent,  incipient  and 
1.81  percent,  non- tuberculous. 

From  the  above  statistics  it  will  be  readily  seen 
that  the  majority  of  our  patients  have  been  in  the 
advanced  stage  of  the  disease.

DURATION  OF  TREATMENT. 

One  of  the  most  difficult  things  to  impress  upon 
our  patients  is  the  fallacy  of  over-estimating  their 
apparent  improvement  after  three  or  four  weeks 
stay  at  the  institution.  This  improvement  is  con- 
sidered by  them  to  be  permanent,  and  irrespective 
of  advice  and  pleading  they  leave  the  institution, 
returning  to  their  former  occupations  with  disas- 
trous results.

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NURSING. 


During  the  year  we  have  had  several  changes  in 
the  personnel  of  the  nursing  staff.  I  have  replaced 
three  graduates  with  experienced  nurseu  who  have 
had  hospital  experience. 

I  have  in  the  past  been  strongly  opposed  to  the 
employment  of  any  but  graduate  nurses,  but  during 
the  year  the  demand  for  nurses  in  private  work  has 
exceeded  the  supply  and  three  of  the  nurses  of 
the  institution  resigned,  as  the  difference  in  compen- 
sation between  institutional  and  private  rates  is 
approximately  $12.0(1  per  week.  The  above  condi- 
tion of  affairs  made  it  necessary  to  expend  $428.64 
extra  for  nurses,  as  it  was  impossible  to  get  gradu- 
ate nurses  at  institutional  rates.  In  the  employment 
of  experienced  nurses  the  above  will  be  practically 
eliminated.  The  services  of  the  experienced  nurses 
have  been  satisfactory  in  every  way. 

MEDICAL  TREATMENT. 

As  the  majority  of  our  cases  are  advanced  the 
treatment  is  symptomatic. 

I  have  purchased  a  Robinson  Apparatus  for  the 
"Artificial  Pneumothorox  Treatment."  None  of  the 
patients  have  had  more  than  two  iujections,  the 
majority  of  them  one,  so  it  is  too  early  as  yet  to 
draw  any  conclusions  from  my  own  cases.  I  am 
very  enthusiastic  about  the  treatment  as  I  have  seen 
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remarkable  results.     I  persooally  use  the  method  of 
Forlanini  in  injecting  the  gas. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

I  would  recommend  to  your  Honorable  Board 
the  erection  of  an  open  air  school  for  the  children  of 
the  institution.  The  room  used  is  anything  but 
adapted  for  th's  purpose.  There  are  eight  children 
whu  attend  school  in  the  institution. 

I  would  recommend  that  solariums  be  made  of 
the  verandas  on  the  north  and  south  aides  of  the 
building.  Having  been  ordered  by  your  Honorable 
Board  (during  the  first  part  of  the  year)  to  remove 
all  patients  from  the  basement,  made  it  imperative 
to  use  the  verandas  for  these  patients.  At  that  time 
I  had  an  iron  frame  work  constructed  and  covered 
■with  canvas.to  protect  the  patients  from  the  weather. 
This  form  of  protection  proved  absolutely  impracti- 
cable, as  the  winds  kept  continually  tearing  the  can- 
vass and  finally  loosened  the  iron  frame  work  from 
its  attachment  to  the  building,  rendering  it  danger- 
ous. At  the  present  time  these  verandas  are  boarded 
in,  temporarily,  and  although  answering  the  pur- 
pose of  protection  certainly  do  not  add  to  the  appear- 
ance of  the  building. 

I  would  recommend  the  construction  of  a  coal 
reservoir,  capacity  -W  tons,  to  be  connected  with  the 
boiler  room,  at  a  point  which  will  make  it  conven- 
ient to  handle  the  coal. 
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I  would  ricommend  the  placing  of  electric  lights, 
one  on  Woodman  street,  so  situated  as  to  illuminate 
the  driveway,  and  one  on  the  coi-ner  of  Bay  and 
Woodman  streets,  to  replace  the  small  gas  light  sit- 
uated there  at  the  present  time. 

I  would  earnestly  recommend  the  installation  of 
a  power  laundry.  All  the  laundry  work  is  being 
done  hy  hand,  the  clothes  being  dried  in  the  open 
air.  The  work  in  the  laundry  averages  about  four 
hiuidred  pieces  a  day,  and  one  can  readily  see  the 
difficulty  encountered,  when  we  have  two  or  three 
rainy  days,  in  obtaining  dry  material  for  the  neces- 
sary changes.  This  has  been  amply  demonstrated 
in  the'last  few  weeks  as  we  have  had  very  few  good 
drying  days. 

I  sincerely  hope  that  the  Honorable  Board  will 
give  this  matter  their  immediate  attention. 

I  would  recommend  the  purchase  of  an  X  ray 
apparatus.  The  X  ray  at  th-i^  present  time  is  play- 
ing a  very  important_part  in  the  diagnosis  of  tuber- 
culosis, especially  in  children,  and  is  a  very  valuable 
asset  in  the  "artificia  I  pneumothorax  treatment"  of 
the  disease,  as  it  clearly  demonstrates  the  prevalence 
of  pleuritic  adhesions,  a  very  important  factor  in  the 
selection  of  cases  for  the  above  treatment. 

I  would  recommend  constructing  permanent 
driveways  and  walks  around  the  building.     It  has 
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been  a  commou  occurrence  to  have  the  wagons 
which  jleHver  the  suppliee  to  the  hospital  sink  to  the 
hubs  in  the  mud.  At  the  present  time  the  supplies 
are  delivered  at  the  front  entrance  and  the  wagon 
ruts  are  speedily  destroying  the  grading  which  was 
done  earlier  in  the  year. 

On  visiting  days  it  is  impossible  to  keep  the 
floors  free  from  mud.  There  being  no  walks,  the 
visitors  track  the  mud  all  uver  the  building. 

FINANCIAL  REPORT. 

During  the  year  16,46+  days  maintenance  was 
furuished  to  a  daily  average  of  45  patients  at  a  total 
cost  of  ^31,027.92.  This  would  give  a  per  capita  of 
$1.88  per  day  or  $13. 16  per  week,  which  is  $0.5fi 
more  per  day  per  patient  in  19ia  than  in  1911. 

In  iy]2  we  expended  $(i,948.8ft  more  than  in 
1911,  which  is  explained  by  the  following  : 

GROUNDS. 

In  1911  there  was  no  expenditure  on  the  grounds, 
in  1912  there  was  au  expenditure  of  $2,128.50  for 
grading,  filling  in  excavations  in  front  of  the  hos- 
pital, and  the  construction  of  a  blind  drain  around 
the  building.  This  work  was  done  by  contract,  the 
same  having  been  awarded  by  the  Board  of  Health. 
WAGES. 

There  was  an  increase  of  $1,245.50  in  the  pay 
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roll,  the  increase  ia  salaries  having  been  approved 
by  the  Board  of  Health.

INCREASED  COST  OF  SUPPLIES. 

In  1912  I  expended  iil,8tJl.yi)  more  for  supplies 
than  in  1911. 

Butter. 

The  price  of  butter  in  1912  averaged  $0.0&  per 
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pound  more  than  in  1!)11.  We  used  300  pounds  per 
month,  which  would  give  an  increased  expenditure 
of  *33-t.0O. 

Eggs. 

The  price  of  eggs  in  1912  averaged  $0.08  more 
per  dozen  than  in  1911.  We  used  about  350  dozen 
per  month,  which  would  give  an  increased  expendi- 
ture of  $330.00. 

Fish. 

The  price  of  fish  for  1912  was  about  the  same  as 
in  lull.  Tlie  increased  expenditure  of  $73.98  was 
due  to  having  a  greater  variety.  The  fish  is  bought 
by  contract,  the  same  being  awarded  by  the  Board 
of  Health. 

Vegetables  and  Fruit. 

The  price  of  fruit  and  vegetables  averaged  about 
the  same  for  1911  and  1912.  The  increased  expendi- 
ture of  $fi87.34  was  due  to  the  fact  that  we  preserved 
a  large  amount  of  fruit.  We  will  derive  the  benefit 
of  this  during  the  year  1913.  In  1911  we  did  no 
preserving  whatever. 

Milk  and  Cream. 

The  increase  of  $304.84  was  due  to  increased 
comsumption  of  milk  and  addition  of  cream.  We 
used  no  cream  in  191 1.  The  cream  is  used  to  supply 
additional  calcoric  units  in  forced  feeding. 
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Ice. 


The  Increase  of  $66. 17  for  Ice  was  due  to  the  fact 
that  we  installed  two  additional  ice  chests  in  the  diet 
kitchens. 

Coal. 

The  increase  of  $10.32  for  coal  was  due  to  the 
increased  contract  cost  of  $0.50  per  ton  on  furnace 
coal. 

Meat. 

The  price  of  meat  in  1912  was  about  the  same 
asinlHlL  The  increased  expenditure  of  $136. ti3 
was  due  to  increased  consumption. 

Gas  and  Electric  Light. 

There  was  an  increase  of  $8S.36  for  gas.  This 
was  due  to  the  fact  that  we  wei-e  forced  to  use  the 
gas  to  dry  the  clothes.  We  are  compelled  to  dry  our 
clothes  in  the  open  air,  and  when  the  weather  is 
stormy  it  makes  it  imperative  to  use  the  gas  in  an 
effort  to  get  the  clothing  dried  so  thai  we  can  make 
the  necessary  changes. 

The  increase  of  $126.48  for  electric  lights  was 
due  to  the  installation  of  the  terpezone  generator, 
which  was  run  by  electricity.  This  was  a  treatment 
that  a  number  of  local  physicians  asked  me  to  test.

The  number  of  males  was  3,695,  of  f^mSiles, 
558  ;  of  foreigners,  2,438  ;  and  of  non  residents,  540. 
Sixty-three  were  delivered  to  other  authorities, 
1,458  were  releasetl  as  first  offenders,  within  twelve 
months,  for  drunkenness,  and  2,732  were  held  for 
trial. 
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The  number  of  arrests  for  the  year  is  a  decrease 
of  173,  or  3.91  per  cent,  from  the  average  for  the  ten 
preceding  years.

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POLICE  SIGNAL  SYSTEM. 

No  additional  cable  has  been  placed  during  the 
year.  Branch  ducts  have  been  placed  in  preparation 
for  extending  the  cable  system  as  follows: — 

Two  ducts  on  Purchase  etrftet  from  Central  Sta- 
tion Building  to  manhole  at  the  corner  of  Purchase 
street  and  Bedford  street,  133  feet  each.  One  duct 
from  So.  Mass.  Tel.  Co.  manhole  to  Auto  Tel.  Co. 
manhole  at  the  corner  of  South  Main  street  and 
Central  street,  10  feet.  One  duct  from  manhole  at 
the  corner  of  Highland  Avenue  and  New  Boston 
road  to  the  terminal  pole,  88  feet.  A  total  of  364 
feet  of  duct. 

The  department  now  has  in  use  65,629  feet  of 
underground  cable  and  800  feet  of  overhead  cable,  a 
total  of  66,429  feet  (12.f!  miles,)  containing  346,528 
feet  (65.6  miles)  of  wire. 

The  overhead  lines  have  been  extended  and  re- 
located, resulting  in  a  net  increase  of  1,210  feet  of 
line  construction,  and  a  net  increase  of  13,640  feet 
of  wire. 

The  department  now  has  in  use  112,625  feet 
(21.3  miles)  of  overhead  construction  containing 
260,100  feet  (49.2  miles)  of  wire. 

The  success  of  the  call  lights  have  been  beyond 
expectation  and  steps  have  been  taken  to  put  them 
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OD  a  more  permanent  basis  by  discai-diag  the  use  of 
batteries  as  a  source  of  current  for  the  lamps,  and 
subsiituting  transformers,  deriving  power  thereby 
from  the  Electric  Light  Co.'s  service.  These  trans- 
formers, of  which  there  is  one  iu  each  station  house, 
were  put  in  service  July  ],  1912.  Arrangements 
were  made  with  the  Fire  Commissioners  whereby  we 
take  current  through  their  meters  at  division  two, 
division  three  and  division  four,  conipeusating  them 
for  the  same  at  a  fixed  rate  per  year  for  each  lamp 
in  use.  Twenty  lamps  were  added  during  the  year, 
making  a  total  number  of  i>:i  lamps  in  use  Jan.  1, 
iyi3,  not  including  the  pilot  tamps  in  the  station 
houses.  These  lights  are  distributed  Ibmughout  the 
city  from  Brownell  street  on  the  north  to  Howe 
street  on  the  south,  and  fi-om  Water  strc-et  nu  the 
west  to  Eastern  Aveime  on  the  east. 

Contemplating  changes  involving  the  separation 
of  the  signal  calls  of  the  outside  divisions  from  the 
central  station,  and  the  installation  of  recording 
apparatus  in  each  of  these  stations,  extensive  alter- 
ations have  been  made  in  the  equipment  at  each 
outside  station.  A  terminal  board  has  been  placed 
in  each  cellar  providing  for  an  increase  to  double  the 
present  number  of  cable  conductors  with  fuses  and 
protectors,  as  well  as  support  for  the  call  light  trans- 
formers and  rheostats.  The  signal  switch  boards 
have  been  mounted  on  the  partitions  between  the 
captain's  office  and  the  guard  room,   the  partition 
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being  cut  out  so  as  to  make  the  switchboarda  stcceas- 
ible  from  the  back,  by  removing  the  sheathing  in 
the  guard  room.  New  and  Jarger  tables  for  the 
recording  apparatus  have  been  provided  and  the 
necessary  registers,  time-stamps,  take-up  reels  and 
telephone  sets  and  switches  installed.  The  equip- 
ment is  now  all  standardized  so  tbat  any  register  or 
timestanip  can  be  used  on  any  of  the  four  signal 
desks. 

The  most  difficult  problem  to  be  solved  in  these 
changes  was  that  of  providing  suitable  indication  in 
each  and  every  station  as  to  whether  or  not  the 
wagon,  stationed  at  the  central  station,  was  in  use 
at  such  times  as  a  call  for  the  wagon  is  received  at 
any  station.  To  accomplish  this  a  lamp  has  been 
placed  on  each  switchboard  so  connected  that  all  of 
them  light  up  whenever  the  wagon  is  not  available, 
no  matter  fiora  which  division  the  call  for  the  wagon 
has  been  sent. 

Additional  lights  have  been  installed  at  the  cen- 
tral station  which  indicate  from  which  division  the 
wagon  call  was  sent.  This  system  of  lights  is  auto- 
matically switched  on  at  the  completion  of  any  call 
sent  to  the  wagon  house,  as  is  also  a  red  light  in  the 
wagon  house  and  in  the  divisio^i  one  guard  room. 
These  lights  can  only  he  ^extinguished  by  pushing  a 
button  in  the  wagon-house  upon  the  return  of  the 
wagon  driver. 
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All  calls  for  the  wagon  from  the  ouiside  stations 
are  transmitted  by  telephone  from  each  station 
direct  to  the  wagon  driver,  so  that  misunderstand- 
ings are  greatly  eliminated. 

Provision  is  also  made  whereby  the  signals  may 
again  he  sent  to  the  central  station  in  case  of  a 
breakdown  of  any  of  the  outside  station  recording 
apparatus,  hy  throwing  one  switch  at  the  division 
station  where  the  trouble  occurs,  and  two  at  the 
central  station.  These  switches  can  be  manipulated 
from  instructions  over  the  telephone,  thus  maintain- 
ing the  continuity  of  the  service  \\ith  a  minimum  of 
lost  time. 

Ninety-six  signal  boxes  are  in  use.  There  were 
34,508  telephone  messages  and  .5M0,t*O7  on-duty  calls 
sent  in  during  the  year.  The  automobile  patrol 
wagons  made  '.i,751  runs,  covered  +,.')I0.(>  miles  an'] 
conveyed  2,483  prisoners  to  the  station  house.

LICENSES. 

The  law  regulating  the  number  of  places  which 
may  he  licensed  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors 
in  all  cities  aud  towns,  except  Boston,  which  vote  to 
grant  licenses  of  the  first  five  classes,  provides  that 
the  number  of  places  licensed  shall  not  exceefl  one 
for  each  one  thousand  of  the  population,  as  ascer- 
tained by  the  lust  preceding  national  or  state  census. 
The  number  of  places  licensed  was  119.  Three 
special  club,  40  druggists'  (sixth  class)  and  one 
seventh  class  licenses  were  also  issued. 

The  total  amount  pai«l  into  the  treasury  for 
liquor  licenses  was  *1S4,S72.»7,  $H31.97  of  which 
was  refunded,  leaving  a  baliuu-e  of  SlS-1,541.00.  Of 
this  amount,  2.')  per  cent.,  i^4t>,135.25,  is  paid  to  the 
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treasury  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  the   balance, 
$138,405.75,  is  revenue  for  the  city. 

Chapter  423  of  the  Acts  of  1909,  relative  to  the 
sale  of  Ice  Cream,  Confectionery,  Soda  Water  and 
Fruit  on  the  Lord's  Day,  was  accepted  by  the  City 
Conncil  July  26,  1909.  The  fee  for  the  year  for 
licenses  under  said  chapter  was  fixed  at  $5.00,  and 
the  amount  received  was  $822.50,  which  is  revenue 
for  the  city. 

Under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  383  of  the  Acts  of 
1910,  the  fees  for  licenses  as  Innholderg  and  Common 
Victuallers  for  the  year  was  fixed  at  $5.00.  The 
amount  received  for  said  licenses  was  $1,256.50, 
which  is  revenue  for  the  city.

UNDERGROUND  CONDUITS. 

The  Fall  Biver  Electric  Light  Oo.,  have  ex- 
tended their  undergr-ound  conduit  system  through 
Cherry,  from  High  Street,  to  Winter  Street.  And 
installed  115  new  underground  services,  connecting 
up  610  previously  installed,  and  rewired  the  build- 
ings in  order  to  make  approved  connections  to  their 
underground  service.    In  making  this  change  they 
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have  removed  all  of  their  overhead  service  wires  on 
the  following  streets : 

South  Main  street  from  Morgan  street  to  Woodman 

street. 
North  Main  street  from  Pine  street  to  Turner  street. 
Pleasant    street    from    Second    street    to     Eastern 

avenue. 
Bedford  street  from  Rock  street  to  Twelfth  street. 
President  avenue  from  Highland  avenue  to  Madison 

street. 
N.  B.  road  from  Highland  avenue  to  Roberson  street. 
Hanover  street  from   President   avenue    to  Hood 

street. 
Highland  avenue  from  President  avenue  to  Hood 

street. 

OVERHEAD  SERVICE  WIRES. 

The  Fall  River  Electric  Light  Co.  have  rebuilt 
their  overhead  service  lines  on  the  following  streets 
on  which  two  lines  of  poles  were  formerly  located, 
one  owned  and  occupied  by  the  Bay  State  Street 
Railway  Co.,  the  other  owned  and  occupied  by  the 
Fall  River  Electric  Light  Co.,  who  have  abandoned 
their  line  and  taken  the  locations  on  these  streets  be- 
longing to  the  Bay  State  Street  Railway  Co.  This 
change  from  two  lines  of  poles  to  one,  has  reduced 
the  total  number  of  p«)les  on  these  streets  approxi- 
mately one  half.     The  Southern  Massachusetts  Tele- 
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phone  and  Fall   River  Automatic  Telephone  Com- 
panies are  also  occnpante  of  these  poles. 

North  Main  street  from"  Pearce  street  to  Wilson  road. 
New  BoBton  road  from  Roberson  street  to  end  of 

car  line. 
Linden  street  from  Bank  street  to  Prospect  street. 
,  Bedford    street  from  Fourteenth  street    to   Haflfard 

street. 
County  street  from  Haffard  street  to  Eastern  avenue. 
Quarry  street  from  Bedford  street  to  Pleasant  street. 
Rodman  street  from  Plymouth  avenue  to  Brayton 

avenue. 
Lyon  street  from  Plymouth  avenue  to  [Second  street. 
Shove  street  from  South  Main  street  to  State  line. 
Bay  street  from  William  street  to  State  line. 

The  character  of  their  construction  is  commend- 
able, and  comply  with  modern  rules  and  standard 
practices.  The  company  have  furnished  this  office 
with  a  complete  set  of  maps  showirgthe  location  of 
all  their  poles  and  underground  conduits  in  the 
streets  of  the  City  of  Fall  River  January  1st,  1913. 

BAY  STATE  STREET  RAILWAY  CO. 

This  company  has  removed  39 1  old  poles  and 
replaced  them  with  new.  They  have  also  replaced 
approximately  five  miles  of  trolley  wires,  and  re- 
moved from  the  Rodman  street  line  2700  feet  of  No. 
4-0   feeder  wire,    on   account    of    deteriorated  and 
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ragged  insulatiou',  and  have  replaced  the  same  with 
approved  iusulated  wire.  They  have  removed  870 
feet  of  No.  4-0  feeder  wire  on  Bay  street  and  replaced 
with  new.  They  have  also  removed  and  renewed 
approximately  18,000  feet  of  span  wire.  The  policy 
of  the  erection  of  poles  to  be  occupied  jointly  by 
other  companies  has  been  continued,  and  no  change 
has  heeft  made  in  their  former  practice  of  keeping 
their  entire  electrical  equipment  in  approved  and 
safe  condition. 

SOUTHERN  MASS.  TELEPHONE  CO. 

The  operations  of  this  company  includes  moving 
and  relocating  of  poles  and  wires  to  better  locations, 
general  extension  of  their  service,  to  supply  ihe 
needs  of  their  patrons,  aud  general  repairs  of  their 
entire  equipmeut.  They  have  renewed  a  large  num- 
ber of  poles,  and  in  connection  with  operations  of 
other  companies,  are  continuing  the  policy  of  joint 
occupancy.  This  is  gradually  reduciug  the  number 
of  poles  in  many  of  the  streets.  Their  work  along 
this  line  is  progressing  as  fast  as  circumstances  and 
conditions  will  permit.  The  character  of  their  con- 
struction is  commendable,  and  improving  in  accord- 
ance with  modern  standards  and  practices. 

FALL  RIVER  AUTOMATIC  TELEPHONE  CO. 

This  company  have  reconstructed  most  of  their 
aerial  wires  and  cables,  jointly  with  the  Fall  River 
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Electric  Light  and  Bay  State  Street  Railway  Co.'s 
and  have  taken  down  and  discontinued  the  long  open 
wire  lines  on  North  Main,  Anawan  and  Middle 
streets  by  cutting  in  small  terminal  boxes,  making 
shorter  distances  from  distributing  points.  They 
have  also  put  in  a  new  manhole  near  the  corner  of 
President  avenue  and  North  Main  street,  and  brought 
the  cables  out  further  north  to  a  pole  located  on  a 
property  line,  so  that  two  poles  could  be  removed 
from  an  objectionable  location. 

IN  GENERAL. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  that  no  lire  has  oc- 
curred during  the  year  caused  by  electrical  wiring 
approved  by  the  department.  There  are,  however, 
many  instances  found  by  your  inspector  where 
modern  rules  for  safe  electrical  construction  have 
been  grossly  violated,  thus  encumbering  the  prop- 
erty with  an  increased  fire  hazard.  Nearly  all  such 
work  is  done  by  inexperienced  and  incompetent  wire- 
men.  All  such  violations  should  be  made  a  finable 
offence. 

To  the  end  that  all  electrical  installations  may 
conform  to  one  uniform  standard,  subject  to  the 
same  conditions,  your  inspector  requires  a  strict  ob- 
servance and  compliance  with  the  current  issue  of 
The  National  Electrical  Code,  and  urgently  insist 
that  it  be  made  a  text  book  by  all  electrical  contrac- 
tors and  wiremen.    For  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the 
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rules  governing  their  daily  work  is  certainly  of  the 
first  importance  to  every  contractor  and  wiremah. 
Nor  is  it  enough  that  they  should  be  familiar  with 
the  written  rules,  they  should  understand  the  reasons 
that  lie  back  of  these  rules,  so  that  if  at  any  time 
conditions  should  arise  that  are  not  explicitly  covered 
by  the  cod*",  they  can  intelligently  meet  them  and 
work  out  a  solution  in  a  manner  calculated  to  pro- 
tect life  and  property,  as  well  as  their  own  intdrests, 
for  not  only  is  it  poor  business  to  do  work  twice 
over,  but  it  is  often  the  case  that  the  safe  and  right 
way  is  at  the  same  time  the  cheaper  in  the  end. 

The  elimination  of  electrical  hazards  is  a  subject 
in  which  all  electrical  men  and  the  public  at  large 
are  vitally  interested.  During  recent  years,  through 
concerted  action  on  the  part  of  many  interests,  there 
have  been  evolved  definite  methods  of  consfciniction 
which,  together  with  the  employment  of  tested 
materials  and  devices,  have  brought  safety  and  order 
out  of  uncertainty  and  chaos.  In  the  development 
and  application  of  these  methods  a  new  profession 
has  been  create  in  the  electrical  engineering  world, 
that  of  the  electrical  inspector.  The  importance  of 
his  calling  has  rapidly  increased  with  the  phenom- 
enal growth  of  the  electrical  industry  and  the  almost 
universal  but  extremely  diversified  applications  of 
electricity  to  all  phases  of  domestic  and  commercial 
activities.  And,  as  electricity  has  gained  recognition 
as  an  indispensible  necessity  in  every  modern  build- 
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ing,  it  should  be  given  that  same  degree  of  attention 
to  making  the  wiring  safe  as  is  given  to  the  con- 
struction of  the  rest  of  the  building.  And,  as  it  is 
a  duty  of  the  inspector  to  enforce  safe  electrical 
construction,  it  is  apparent  that  he  should  have  the 
necessary  legal  authority  back  of  him  to  permit  his 
maintaining  his  position.  There  are  several  import- 
ant details  connected  with  the  duties  of  the  depart- 
ment that  are  not  covered  by  statute  law  or  ordi- 
nance. This'  subject  should  be  considered  by  proper 
authority,  and  definite  action  taken  thereon.  I  reit- 
erate my  former  recommendation,  that  the  depart- 
ment be  governed  by  Ordinance.  In  conclusion  I 
desire  to  thank  the  public  in  general  for  thoir  kind 
assistance  and  courteous  treatment  while  perform- 
ing my  duty.

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To  the  Board  of  TruBtees  of  the  Fall  River  Public 
Library: 

Gentlemen: — In  conformity  with  the  Rules  and 
Regulations,  and  in  pursuance  of  annual  custom,  I 
have  the  honor  to  submit  for  your  consideration  my 
eighth  annual  report.  This  report  not  only  covers 
the  operations  of  the  library,  but  it  is  also  a  general 
review  of  the  activities  of  the  institution  for  the  year 
ending  Dec.  31,  1912;  it  also  constitutes  the  fifty- 
eecond  annual  r«*port  of  the  librarian  since  the  estab- 
lishinent  of  the  library  in  ISO  I. 

During  the  year  1912  two  important  departmental 
changes  were  made  which  have  had  a  material  bear- 
ing in  the  line  of  efficiency  in  administration  and 
the  consequent  advantages  derived  therefrom  by  all 
patrons  of  the  library. 

In  December,  1911,  the  Trustees  ordered  the  re- 
moval of  the  Reference  Lil)rnry  from  its  old  quarters 
on  the  main  floor  to  the  large  room  on  the  upper 
floor  which  had  formerly  been  used  for  the  occasion- 
al display  of  art  collections,  and  the  removal  of  tho 
Open  Shelf  Department  to  the  room  vacated  by  the 
Reference  Library. 
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When  the  librariaD  was  ingtracted  to  proceed 
with  the  work  of  altei-afcion  and  furnishing,  and  was 
authorized  to  make  spucial  contracts  for  shelving 
and  other  necessary  equipment,  he  felt  that  a  long 
step  in  advance  had  been  taken  towards  broadening 
and  extending  the  field  of  local  library  work.  The 
results  have  amply  demonstrated  the  wisdom  of  the 
Trustees  in  deciding  upon  this  action. 

The  conditions,  both  for  the  library  and  its  pat 
rons,  which  prevailed  before  these  changes  were 
made  have  been  so  broadly  improved,  and  public 
commendation  thereof  so  generously  accorded,  that 
it  seems  unnecessary  to  coutinue  the  subject,  but 
before  closing  I  wish  to  state  that  your  librarian 
considers  the  action  of  the  Board  to  be  one  of  the 
mo&t  progressive  and  beneficial  methods  yet  adopted 
by  the  Trustees  for  advancing  and  enlarging  the 
educational  influences  of  the  library. 

The  tabulated  statements  of  circulation,  when 
compared  with  those  of  the  previous  year,  will  show 
a  falliug  off  in  the  number  of  books  issued  for  home 
use.  This  fact,  however,  will  not  surprise  anyone 
who  is  conversant  with  the  true  situation,  or  who 
may  be  aware  of  the  zealous  and  untiring  efforts  of 
the  Trustees  to  secure  an  appropriation  sufliciently 
large  to  enable  them  to  add  to  the  library  all  desir- 
able books  needed  to  supply  the  steadily  increasing 
demands  of  the  public. 
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Unfortunately,  our  library  is  not  the  possessor 
of  invested  funds,  the  income  ft'om  which  might  he 
used  for  the  purchase  of  books,  and  as  our  annual 
appropriations  have  always  been  inadequate,  it  has 
been  impossible  to  keep  the  hook  supply  up  to  the 
standard  of  institutions  more  liberally  endowed. 

These  comments  are  not  made  in  a  spirit  of 
criticism  of  the  City  Government  which  apportions 
to  the  library  its  annual  appropriation,  but  simply 
as  a  most  deplorable  existing  condition.  The  ex- 
planation, in  brief,  of  any  decrease  in  circulation 
arises  from  the  fact  that  it  has  been  impossible,  with 
a  reduced  appropriation,  to  comply  with  all  the  de- 
mands for  new  bookB  which  are  made  by  people  who 
constantly  use  the  library. 

The  public  library  has  a  fixed  standard  of  outlay 
for  maintenance  which  it  is  necessary  to  meet  and 
uphold  regardless  of  any  reduction  in  the  amount  of 
the  yearly  appropriation.  The  payment  of  salaries, 
the  cost  of  fuel,  light,  binding  and  repairing  books, 
and  all  other  general  expenses,  must  be  taken  care 
of  if  the  library  is  to  be  kept  open  and  administered 
as  a  medium  of  public  service.  Any  deficiency  of 
funds  must  of  necessity  have  its  direct  effect  in  the 
only  i>ossible  channel  of  economy — the  pui  chase  of 
books.  It  is  absolutely  necessary  to  apportion  from 
the  yearly  appropriation  an  amount  of  funds  suffi- 
ciently large  to  take  care  of  all  administration  ex- 
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peases  of  the  iDstitution.  The  alternative  is  closing 
np  and  going  out  of  business.  Accordingly,  the 
supply  of  desirable  reading  matter  which  is  pur- 
chased from  year  to  year  is  dependent  upon  the 
amount  of  funds  available  to  the  Trustees  after  all 
other  expenses  have  been  met  and  cared  for. 

The  foregoing  statement  relative  to  the  past 
financial  condition  of  the  library  will,  I  believe,  con- 
vince that  portion  of  the  reading  public  which  has 
been  inclined  to  criticism,  that  the  Trustees,  not- 
withstanding their  desire  to  comply  with  all  reason- 
able requests,  have  not  beon  able  to  add  to  the 
library  eveu  a  reasonable  number  of  works  in  gen- 
eral literature,  or  to  make  all  the  purchases  of  books 
on  specific  topics  which  have  been  called  for  through 
the  medium  of  special  request  sUps. 

A  valuable  gift  from  Mr.  James  D.  D.  Coraey 
consisting  of  61  volumesof  musical  works  was  received 
during  the  year.  In  his  letter  accompanying  the 
gift  Mr.  Comey  writes  as  follows  :  "I  have  two  rea- 
sons for  proposing  this  gift.  1st.  Because  of  the 
real  aud  immediate  need  that  the  works  of  the  great 
masters  of  music  should  be  within  the  easy  reach  of 
all  for  home  study  and  enjoyment.  2d.  As  it  does 
not  seem  to  be  within  the  province  of  a  public  libra- 
ry to  supply  music  to  citizens,  I  am  happy  in  donat- 
ing the  beginnings  of  a  musical  library,  in  the  hope, 
that  from  time  to  time,  others  interested  in  music 
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may  be  prompted  to  make  similar  and  much  larger 
gift3." 

"The  music  consists  of  a  selection  from  the 
works  of  the  classic  composers— eome  of  the  piano 
works  of  Bach,  Beethoven,  Mozart  and  Schumann — 
some  of  the  symphonies  of  Haydn,  Mozart,  Beetho- 
ven and  Brahms  in  arrangement  for  piano,  four 
hands.  Some  of  the  operas  of  Mozart  and  Wagner, 
the  mopt  popular  oratorios  of  Handel  and  Mendels- 
sohn, and  some  of  the  songs  of  Schubert  and  Schu- 
mann." 

Such  a  gift  as  this  will  prove  a  valuable  acquisi- 
tion to  the  library  and  will  be  appreciated  by  all  lov- 
ers of  music  in  our  community. 

It  is  not  my  purpose  in  this  report  to  take  up, 
in  detail,  the  operations  of  each  department — all 
have  worked  together  in  harmony.  It  has  been  the 
ambition  of  all  departmental  heads,  and  of  their  as- 
sistants, to  promote  a  closer  relationship  between  the 
library  and  the  public. 

The  number  of  volumes  in  the  library  Decem- 
ber 31,  1912,  was  87,496,  a  net  increase  of  2,171  for 
the  year  ;  of  this  number  1,778  were  added  by  pur- 
chase, 144  by  gift,  and  249  by  binding  periodicals  ; 
1,152  books  were  purchased  at  a  cost  of  $863.45  to 
replace  those  worn  out  in  service. 

The  library  was  Open  306  days  for  the  delivery 
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of  books  and  the  total  circulation  for  home  use  was 
207,729  volumes,  a  daily  average  of  078.85,  of  this 
number  57,393  were  issued  from  the  General  Deliv- 
ery, 83,122  from  the  Open  Shelf  Department,  and 
67,214  from  the  Children's  Library.  The  records  of 
the  Reference  Department  show  that  14,229  persons 
were  directly  assisted.  The  library  was  open  30 
Sundays  and  14,113  persons  were  recorded  as  using 
the  Reference  and  Reading  Rooms,  an  average  of 
470  for  each  Sunday. 

The  tables  of  circulation,  when  compared  with 
those  of  the  previous  year,  will  show  a  net  decrease 
of  1,405;  the  General  Delivery  showing  a  loss  of 
6,180,  the  Open  Shelf  Department  a  gain  of  4,754, 
and  the  Children's  Library  a  gain  of  201. 

Registration  of  borrowers  during  the  year  num- 
bered 2,276  names,  making  a  total  of  8,896  persons 
who  hold  cards  entitling  them  to  draw  books  from 
the  library.  Although  nearly  all  of  these  cards  are 
in  active  use  the  number  of  people  availing  them- 
selves of  the  privilege  is  small  in  a  city  with  a  popu- 
lation (April  1,  1912)  of  115,401  ;  the  registrations 
showing  that  less  than  8  per  cent  of  the  population 
are  using  the  library. 

The  majority  of  the  people  living  in  the 
three  great  outlying  sections  of  the  city  —  Steep 
Brook,  Globe  Village,  ;ind  Flint  Village  —  find  the 
distance   to    the    library    to    be    an    almost    ineur* 
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mountable  obstacle  to  its  use.  Many  of  these  people 
are  constantly  appealing  to  the  librariau,  asking 
when  branch  libraries  with  well  equipped  reading 
roomti  are  to  be  established.  These  demands,  made 
by  a  large  contingent  of  tax  payers,  are  not  un- 
reasonable and,  in  the  near  future,  the  city  will  be- 
obhged  to  take  some  action  towards  the  improve- 
ment of  present  conditions. 

In  telation  to  this  subject  of  registration — we  are 
informed,  from  time  to  time,  that  there  is  an  im- 
pression in  the  minds  of  many  of  our  people  that 
broad  and  brilliant  bands  of  "  red  tape  "  are  so  freely 
and  tightly  wound  about  the  library  that  it  is  well- 
nigh  impossible  to  secure  a  borrowers'  card.  Why 
this  idea  should  ever  have  taken  root,  and  then 
flourished  like  the  proverbial  green  bay  tree,  is  a 
mysteiy  to  all  who  have  a  true  conception  of  the  ac- 
tual conditions.  The  Public  Library  is  absolutely 
free  to  all  inhabitants  of  the  city  of  Fall  River,  and 
the  only  wrapping  of  "red  tape  "  about  the  unre- 
stricted use  of  the  institution  lays  in  the  rule  which 
requires  all  applicantfl  for  borrowers'  cards,  after 
proper  identification,  to  sign  an  obligation  to  observe 
all  existing  rules  aud  regulations.  With  the  ma- 
jority of  this  class  of  critics  the  main  objection 
seems  to  lie  in  the  matter  of  "  proper  identification." 
There  are  no  burdensome  rules  or  irritating  delays  in 
the  issue  of  cards  to  new  subscribers. 
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In  the  Open  Shelf  Department  there  are  now 
available  a  small  but  rapidly  growing  collection  of 
books  in  the  French,  German,  and  Yiddish  languages. 
During  the  year  the  circulation  of  books  in  foreign 
languages  was  2,778  in  the  French,  368  in  the  Yid- 
dish, and  101  in  the  German. 

In  compliance  with  instructions  from  the  Trus- 
tees the  librarian  has  placed  a  liberal  order  for  addi- 
tional books  in  these  languages,  and  has  arranged 
for  the  early  purchase  of  books  in  the  Italian,  Polish, 
and  Portuguene. 

The  following  tables  will  give,  in  detail,  the

ATTENDANCE. 

Although  the  population  of  Fall  River  decreased 
by  3,894  during  the  year  ending  May   1,  1012,  the 
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number  of  illiterate  minors  over  fourteen  years  of 
age  for  the  year  shows  a  large  decrease  over  the  year 
before,  viz.,  778.  The  number  of  children  in  the  city 
between  five  and  fifteen  years  iuci-eased  by  165  and 
the  number  between  seven  and  fourteen  years  of  age 
increased  by  466. 

The  following  table  gives  the  returns  of  the 
school  census  for  the  last  five  years  in  regard  to  such 
minors.

Several  reasons  may  be  assigned  for  the  great 
decrease  in  the  number  of  illiterate  miuors  during 
the  year  :  the  special  schools  for  the  pupils  between 
the  agrs  of  14  and  Ifi,  composed  mostly  of  foreigners 
who  ariivii  in  this  country  at  that  age  and  who  can- 
not speak  or  write  the  English  language  ;  the  good 
work  accomplished  in  the  evening  schools  ;  this  is 
shown  from  the  fact  tliat  at  the  beginning  of  the 
term  of  evening  schools  which  closed  February  29, 
1912,  there  was  found  to  be  951  unable  to  read  and 
write  and  when  the  census  takers  performed  their 
duties  in  September  they  found  only  t>61  ;  iu  addi- 
tion to  these  reasons  the  c^^nsus  officials  found  ma- 
chines stopped  in  a  large  number  of  mills  where 
foreigners  are  usually  employed  and  in  consequence 
of  ihis  fact,  the  operatives  had  gone  out  of  the  city 
to  obtain  work.

In  addition  to  this  the  truant  officers  have  ac- 
tually taken  into  public  schools  3!»l  pupils;  into 
parochial  schools  73  pupils;  the  number  of  visits  to 
parochial  schools  was  (fOl;  the  number  of  truants 
taken  before  the  court,  48;  the  number  committed  to 
the  Union  Truant  School  at  Walpole,  2;  tho  number 
of  pupils  excluded  from  school  on  account  of  con- 
tagious diseases,  -753. 

OFFICE. 

Charles  McL.  Hadley,  the  very  efficient  Supply 
Clerk,  resigned  his  position  to  go  into  other  business 
for  himself,  and  in  April,  the  Board  elected  Harry 
W.  Boyer  to  the  position.  Mr.  Boyer,  who  stood 
tirst  on  the  Civil  Service  list,  assumed  his  duties 
May  1,  and  has  proven  to  be  a  capable,  hard-working 
and  obliging  acquisition  to  the  office  force  of  the 
School  Department. 

The  Grammar  Principals' Association  was  formed 
in  October.  One  of  the  duties  of  this  Association  is 
to  meet  with  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  once  each 
month  at  a  regularly  appointed  time  for  discussion 
of  matters  pertaining  directly  to  the  gram  mar  grades. 
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For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  evening 
schools,  classes  in  Sewing  were  formed  last  Decem- 
l>or.  Elementary  classes  in  plain  sewing  were  formed 
at  the  John  J.  Mel>onough,  Davis  and  Borden  Even- 
ing Sc)iools,  and  an  advanced  class  in  cutting  and 
fitting  was  started  in  the  Lincoln  Advanced  Evening 
School.  Special  rooms  were  made  ready  and  sewing 
machines  were  sent  to  each  school. 

The  expenses  of  this  department  was  ;  tor  sal- 
aries, $75!>.2S  ;  for  supplies,  *202.91.   Total,  *9ti2.1ti. 

The  following  report  sent  to  me  by  one  of  the 
instructors  will  help  in  realizing  what  has  been  ac- 
complished in  these  classes. 

March  «,  1913. 

Everett  B.  Dtirfee,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

During  the  past  winter  term  of  the  evening 
schools  elementary  dressmaking  has  Iwen  taught  at 
the  John  J.  McDonough,  the  Davis,  the  Border  City, 
and  the  Lincoln  advanced.  The  order  of  the  work 
was  (governed  largely  by  'the  desires,  needs  and  abil- 
ity of  the  pupils.  However,  as  all  work  was  left  at 
the  school  until  finished,  it  was  necessary  to  have 
Mome  receptacle  in  which  to  keep  the  garment  and 
the  material  needed  for  its  construction.  For  this 
purpose  the  teachers  liad  each  girl  make  a  large  sew- 
ing bag  before  any  garment  making  was  attempted. 
In  many  cases  the  first  garment  made  was  a  large 
coverall  apron.  Many  of  the  pupils  use  these  aprons 
at  Iheir  daily  work,  and  some  of  the  girls  made  as 
many  as  three.  In  each  case  each  apron  was  made 
by  a  different  pattern,  however,  and  each  succeed- 
ing apron  was  a  little  more  intricate  than  the  one 
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made  before.  After  completing  the  apron,  the  girls 
made  some  articles  of  underwear,  a  shirt  waist  or  a 
simple  dress.  In  the  schools  114  garments  of  vari- 
ous kinds  were  completed. 

Many  of  the  pupils  had  never  used  machines, 
and  but  few  had  done  much  hand  sewing.  Nearly 
every  pupil  used  patterns  for  the  first  time,  and  the 
first  garment  made  at  the  school  was  the  first  they 
had  ever  constructed.  The  standard  of  the  work 
was  not  fineness  of  detail,  but  rather  such  work  as  a 
woman  doing  a  quantity  of  sewing  for  family  use 
would  find  practical;  yet  all  work  had  to  be  care- 
fully and  neatly  finished.  Care  was  taken  that  the 
pupils  did  not  do  careless  work  in  order  to  produce 
a  quantity.  All  work  was  finished  and  inspected 
before  taken  home. 

The  instruction  was  nearly  entirely  individual. 
The  pupils  were  enthusiastic,  patient  and  pains- 
taking. They  applied  thenselves  diligenily  and  con- 
scientiously. The  ages  of  the  pupils  varied  largely, 
some  attending  were  but  a  little  over  fourteen,  and 
others  were  women  of  maturity.  The  pupils  sin- 
cerely regretted  that  the  term  closed  so  early  in  the 
year,  and  many  expressed  their  desire  to  return  next 
fall.

MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

Medical  inspection  has  been  reported  as  regular 
and  faithful,  the  Inspectors  interested  and  helpful 
always,  but  the  work  'cannot  accomplish  what  it 
should  because  of  a  lack  in  following  up  the  cases 
that  exclude  a  child  from  school.  A  school  nurse 
would  be  a  decided  help  and  a  prominent  factor  for 
efficiency  in  the  line  of  work  in  the  schools  and  the 
need  of  such  a  nurse  is  sorely  felt.  One  suggeetion 
for  improvement  has  been  that  the  physician  visit 
the  school  on  the  same  day  of  the  week  throughout 
the  year,  if  possible,  and  that  at  least  once  a  month 
thH  head  and  throat  of  every  pupil  in  the  school  be 
examined.  There  seems  to  be  less  of  the  antagonis- 
tic spirit  shown  by  parents  and  more  helpfulness 
and  CO  operation  when  it  has  been  necessary  to  re- 
port cases  of  neglect  of  the  hair  and  bodily  cleanli- 
ness for  which  the  home  is  responsible.  Many  cases 
could  be  mentioned  where  there  has  been  the  hearti- 
est co-operation  manifested  by  parents  when  physi- 
cal ailments  have  been  reported.  This  is  as  it  should 
be,  for  it  means  much  to  the  health  and  even  life  of 
children,  who  can  do  their  best  work  in  school  when 
they  are  physically  in  the  best  condition. 
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The  summary  nf  results  in  the  tests  for  sight  and 
hearing  given  by  the  teachers  for  the  last  five  yeais 
is  shown  in  the  following  table.

The  schools  are  apportioned  as  equally  as  pos- 
sible among  the  eight  inspectors. 

ORGANIZED  PLAY. 

One  feature  of  matters  pertaining  to  the  schools 
this  year  has  been  supervised  and  organized  play  in 
the  school  yards.  In  some  of  the  yards  there  has 
been  put  into  practice  most  of  the  regular  play- 
ground work  in  use  at  the  present  time  in  all  the 
best  playgi-ounds,  including  games  and  folk  dances. 
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One  scliool  reports  that  "the  result  of  this  work  has 
shown  a  marked  decrease  in  cases  of  discipline  and 
an  increased  amount  of  pleasure  in  school  attend- 
ance." So  much  interest  has  heen  manifested  hy 
parents  and  friends  in  this  work  that  public  exhibi- 
tions have  been  held  to  show  just  what  has  been 
done  in  this  line.  Praise  and  thanks  are  due  the 
physical  director  of  the  Boys'  Club  for  the  interest 
he  has  shown  and  the  assistance  he  has  given  at 
various  times  directing  the  games  of  the  pupils.  By 
holding  exhibitions  such  as  has  just  been  mentioned, 
bazaars,  fairs  and  entertainments  of  various  kinds, 
money  has  been  raised  with  which  to  purcliase  books 
of  refei't-uce,  pictures  and  some  of  the  buildings 
have  purchased  graphophones,  as  one  principal  re- 
ported, "foruse  in  developing  a  love  for  good  music 
and  good  drama;  to  provide  music  for  the  folk 
daoct'S  ou  the  playground  and  to  give  half-hours  of 
pleasure  occasionally  In  the  several  class  rooms  as 
reward  for  some  special  effort  made  by  that  particu- 
lar class."  Other  schools  have  purchased  athletic 
apparatus  for  both  boys  and  girls  to  use. 

EXAMINATIONS  FOR  ENTRANCE  TO  HIGH 
SCHOOL. 

In  March  it  was  voted  by  the  School  Committee 
that  during  and  after  the  year  1912,  all  pupils  of  the 
city,  both  of  public  and  private  schools,  who  seek 
admission  to  the  high  school,  shall  pass  a  satisfac- 
tory entrance  ezamination. 

In  accordance  with  that  vote  an  examination 
for  entrance  to  the  high  school  was  held  June  11  in 
Lincoln  School  Building.     Four  hundred  and  seven- 
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ty-nine  pupils  from  the  public  and  private  schools  of 
this  city  and  from  the  schools  of  the  neighboring 
town  appeared  on  that  date  with  certificates  stating 
that  in  the  opinion  of  their  last  teachers  they  were 
qualified  to  try  the  examinations  for  entrance  into 
the  B.  'M.  C.  Durfee  High  School. 

NEW  BUILDINGS  AND  ACCOMMODATIONS. 

The  William  J.  Wiley  School  building,  named 
in  honor  of  a  citizen  who  for  many  years  represented 
the  northern  section  of  the  city  in  the  Board  of  Al- 
dermen as  member  and  president,  completed  in  1911, 
was  furnished  and  opened  on  Monday,  September  23, 
its  pupils  corning  from  the  Steep  Brook,  Border  City 
and  Borden  Schools.  Informal  exercises  were  held 
at  its  opening  consisting  of  an  address  to  the  teachers 
and  pupils  who  formed  in  the  yard,  by  the  chairman 
of  the  School  Committee,  Mr.  George  T.  Wiley, 
brother  of  the  man  for  whom  the  pchool  was  named, 
and  remarks  by  the  Superintendent  of  Schools.  The 
chairman  unfurled  a  flag,  the  whole  assembly  joined 
in  singing  "America,"  after  which  teachei-s  and  pu- 
pils resumed  their  places  in  the  building. 

The  Steep  Brook  School  has  been  continued  with 
the  first  three  grades  in  the  lower  room. 

The  three  vacant  rooms  at  the  John  J.  McUon- 
ough  School  were  furnished  and  opened  in  Septem- 
ber, relieving  the  congested  condition  of  the  Robeson 
School  to  some  extent. 

A  room  in  thy  Nathaniel  B.  Boi*den  School  that 
had  been  previously  closed  was  opened  in  September 
to  better  accommodate  the  pupils  of  that  district. 

An  extra  room   was  opened  at   the   beginning 
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of  the  year  in  the  Hugo  A.  Duhuque  School,  mak- 
ing five  regular,  graded  rooms,  and  ia  November 
auother  room  was  opened  in  the  same  building  for' 
pupils  of  over  age  in  the  lowest  grades. 

The  lower  room  at  the  Lower  New  Boston 
School  has  been  thoroughly  renovated,  the  small 
desks  and  chairs  from  the  upper  room  moven  down 
stairs  and  large  ones  installed  in  the  upper  room, 
which  was  opened  in  November  to  accommodate 
pupils  of  the  fifth,  sixth  and  seventh  grades  who 
live  in  the  immediate  vicinity  and  were  formerly 
attending  the  Highland  School. 

The  enrollment  at  the  High  School  reached  the 
record  number  of  1,037,  and  although  the  Commer- 
cial and  General  pupiis  have  been  accommodated  at 
the  Lincoln  School,  the  High  School  building  was  so 
crowded  as  to  necessitate  the  opening  of  three  rooms 
during  afternoons  from  one  o'clock  to  four  for  the 
College  Preparatory  division  o(  the  entering  class. 
These  afternoon  sessions  will  be  discontinued  when 
rooms  in  the  new  Technical  High  School  are  ready. 
The  work  on  this  school  has  steadily  advanced  and  it 
is  hoped  that  the  building  can  be  formally  opened  in 
September. 

The  same  hopes  are  entertained  concerning  the 
opening  of  the  new  building  on  Hamlet  street  which 
has  Iwen  named  the  Susan  H.  Wixon  School  and 
which  is  greatly  needed  to  relieve  the  crowded 
conditions  of  the  neighboring  schools. 

NEW  RULE. 

Based  on  a  custom  that  is  prevalent  in  other 
large  cities  within  our  own  Commonwealth,  the  fol- 
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lowiDg  rule  weut  into  effect  at  the  opening  of  school 
in  September: 

Salaries  Paid  When  Absent.  In  case  of  absence 
on  account  of  personal  illness,  teachers  from  one  to 
ten  years'  standing  shall  receive  fifty  per  cent,  of 
their  salary  for  the  first  week  and  twenty-five  per 
cent,  for  each  succeeding  week  for  a  period  not  ex- 
ceeding three  weeks  in  the  same  year. 

Teachers  from  ten  to  thirty  years  standing  shall 
receive  fifty  per  cent,  of  their  salary  for  a  period  not 
exceeding  five  weeks  in  the  same  year. 

Teachers  of  over  thii-ty  years'  standing  shall  re- 
ceive seventy-five  per  cent  of  their  salary  for  one 
week  and  fifty  per  cent,  for  each  .succeeding  week 
for  a  period  not  exceeding  five  weeks  in  the  same 
year. 

In  case  of  absence  on  account  of  funerals  of 
members  of  their  immediate  families,  teachers  shall 
receive  full  pay  for  not  more  than  three  consecutive 
days. 

KINDERGARTENS. 

Early  in  the  year  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 
was  instructed  to  confer  with  His  Honor,  the  Mayor, 
and  with  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Buildings  in 
regard  to  securing  a  room  for  a  Kindergarten  in  the 
Loomflxera'  building,  corner  of  Bedford  and  Ford 
streets,  where  the  Free  Public  Kindergarten  had 
been  conducted  for  many  years  and  which  had  re- 
cently been  closed.  Satisfactory  arrangements  were 
made  and  the  Kindergarten  was  opened  under  the 
control  of  the  School  Department,  on  February  19, 
with  the  same  teachers  who  had  been  iu  charge 
when  it  was  not  a  part  of  the  public  school  system. 
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This  brings  the  total  number  of  Kindergartens 
to  five  and  more  are  needed  in  various  sections  of 
the  city.  There  is  a  number  of  trained  Kindergart- 
ners  on  our  corps  waiting  for  such  schools  to  be 
opened.  The  problem  of  expense  is  greatly  modified 
by  the  generosity  of  Mrs.  Spencer  Borden,  who  has 
volunteered  to  equip  each  Kindergarten  room  that 
shall  be  provided  in  new  school  buildings  with  fur- 
niture and  all  supplies  needed  including  a  piano. 
For  this  and  past  gifts  of  this  nature  the  School 
Department  extends  thanks  to  Mrs.  Borden. 

SUMMER  SCHOOLS. 

An  additional  Summer  School  was  opened  in 
1912,  making  a  total  of  four.  The  new  school  was 
in  the  John  J.  McDonough  building.  The  session 
was  for  the  usual  four  weeks  with  work  practically 
the  same  as  of  the  previous  years. 

Gratitude  has  been  extended  by  parents  even 
for  the  restricted  opportunities  afforded  by  these 
schools. 

The  cost  for  salaries  was  $987.20;  for  supplies, 
*3-l.84;  total,  $l,022.0i. 

PROVISIONAL  COURSES  OF  STUDY. 

Committees  of  teachers  were  selected  during  the 
year  and  to  these  committees  were  assigned  the  duty 
of  compiling  a  couise  of  study,  Arithmetic  to  one 
committee,  Eoglish  and  Language  to  another,  and 
so  on  through  the  different  subjects  studied  in  the 
schools. 

A  number  of  conferences  were  held  by  the 
Superintendent  with    the    principals    of    grammar 
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buildings,  with  the  principals  of  buildings  of  eight 
rooms,  and  with  the  principals  of  buildings  of  four 
rooms,  and  opinions  given,  diiferences  adjusted,  and 
the  provisional  Courses  of  Study  were  placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  principals  of  buildings  with  a  view  of 
following  them  as  well  as  possible  for  a  year  and 
then  confer  again  and  improve  upon  them  and  offer 
them,  if  eatisfastory,  for  adoption  by  the  Board. 

NORMAL  TRAINING  SCHOOL 

At  a  meeting  of  the  School  Committee  held  July 
5,  1911,  it  was  voted  to  abolish  the  Normal  Training 
School  when  the  class  that  entered  in  September, 
1911,  had  graduated  in  1913.  At  a  meeting  held 
March  26,  1918,  it  was  voted  to  rescind  the  vot«  of 
ihe  former  meeting  and  it  was  then  voted  to  con- 
tinue the  Normal  Training  School  for  a  number  of 
reasons,  the  principal  ones  being  as  follows:  Par- 
ents who  could  not  afford  to  send  their  daughters  to 
State  Normal  Schools  out  of  town  would  manage  to 
have  them  continue  their  education  in  the  city  Train- 
ing School  by  having  them  live  at  home. 

There  are  at  present  at  least  seventy-five  more 
school  rooms  needed  in  Fall  River  to  adequately 
accommodate  the  actual  daily  attendance  of  the 
pupils  of  the  elementary  schools  and  properly  care 
for  them  in  separate  rooms.  These  pupils  are  now 
in  crowded  rooms  with  two  or  more  teachers  in  such 
rooms.  This  lack  of  rooms  is  the  reason  why  the 
graduates  of  the  Normal  Training  School  and  those 
from  the  State  Normal  Schools  who  live  in  this  city 
are  compelled  to  wait,  while  assisting  and  substitut- 
ing for  three  years  and  longer  before  they  can  be 
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appointed  to  rooms  of  their  own.  If  the  Superin- 
teudent  were  compelled  to  depend  upon  securing 
non-residents  of  Fall  River  to  replenish  the  corps  he 
would  be  seriously  handicapped  in  his  efforts  in 
being  able  to  offer  ooly  assistant  position?  to  candi- 
dates at  the  regular  pay  of  assistants,  while  the 
Superintendents  of  other  cities  could  offer  the  same 
candidate  positions  as  room  teachers  with  the  cor- 
responding salaries.  This  would  virtually  mean  * 
that  Fall  River  would  be  able  to  secure  only  some  of 
those  that  had  been  left  after  other  cities  had  selected 
the  teachers  they  needed. 

For  these  reasons,  principally,  it  is  not  yet  the 
time  to  abolish  the  City  Training  School  unlesK  the 
state  replaces  it  by  establishing  a  Normal  School  in 
or  near  the  city  that  is  third  in  size  in  the  Common- 
wealth, or  at  least  changes  the  location  of  one  that 
already  exists  and  moves  it  to  Fall  River. 

When  the  building  of  eight  rooms  was  erected 
on  Osborn  street  the  Normal  Training  School  was 
removed  from  the  Robeson  School  building  to  the 
Osborn  Street  School  building.  As  this  building  had 
only  the  five  lower  grades  the  senior  pupil  teachers 
were  compelled  to  walk  to  the  nearest  school  build- 
building,  the  Fowler  School,  that  had  all  nine  grades, 
where  they  could  observe  the  higher  work  and  have 
an  opportunity  to  practice  actual  teaching  in  the 
four  upper  grades.  For  this  reason  it  was  voted  in 
April  to  transfer  the  Normal  Training  School  in 
September  to  the  William  S.  Greene  School  building 
which  was  comparatively  new  and  contained  all  the 
grades.  Books,  supplies,  and  other  material  were 
moved  during  the  summer    vacation  and  sessions 
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were  begun  at  the  opening  of  school  in  September. 
By  this  transfer  the  Oaboru  Street  School  became  an 
ordinary  primary  school  with  the  five  grados.  The 
report  of  the  piincipal  of  the  Normal  Training 
School  will  be  found  on  other  pages  of  thi»  annual 
report. 

VOCATIONAL  SCHOOL. 

At  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board  held  in  Aug- 
ust a  representative  of  Mr.  John  B.  Diraan,  Princi- 
pal of  St.  George's  School  at  Middletowu,  R.  I., 
stated  that  Mr.  Diman  offered  to  provide  two  thou- 
sand dollars  for  the  purpose  of  equipping  and  main- 
taining for  one  year  a  manual  training  centre  where 
boys  from  the  upper  grades  could  be  trained  under 
the  part-time  system,  spending  alternate  weeks  or 
periods  in  the  school  and  in  shops  of  various  kinds. 
A  committee  was  appointed  to  confer  with  Mr. 
Diman  and  that  committee  later  presented  as  a  par- 
tial report  the  following  communication  from  Mr. 
Diman. 

KNOW  ALL  MEN  BY  THESE  PRESENTS,  That  I.  John 
B.  Diman,  o(  Newport,  County  of  Newport,  and  State  of  Rhode 
Island,  htiag  inteicEtcd  in  the  subject  of  Ipdustrial  TrainiD);, 
and  in  conaideratiDti  of  the  fnilhfal  performance  o(  the  terms  and 
conditions  herein  contained,  do  hereby  givr,  grant,  set  over  and 
deliver  unto  the  city  of  Pall  River,  a  municipal  corporation  located 
in  Massac  ha  selts,  the  sum  of  Twenty-Five  Hundred  (|2,600  U0> 
Dollars,  upon  Ihe  followinf;  terms  and  conditions: 

That  the  Schoo]  Committee  of  said  City  of  Pall  River  shall 
proviile  for  the  eatablishmeut  aud  maintenance  of  a  Part-Time  Vo- 
cational Claas  in  Industrial  Training;  that  said  School  Coumillee 
shall  provide  a  suitable  room  in  one  of  the  school  buildings  for  the 
school  work  of  the  proposed  class;  that  said  School  Commiitee 
shall  appoint  a  teacher  or  teachers,  which  appointment  shall  be 
subject  to  my  approval;  that  the  expeuse  of  equipment,  salary  of 
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teacher  or  teachers,  and  all  otber  expense  incurred  in  tbe  main- 
tenance of  said  class  up  to  August  1,  191Jt,  shall  be  paid  from  the 
said  sum  of  Twenty-Five  Hundred  (J2,ftO0.OO)  Dollars,  upon  an  or- 
der of  the  Chairman  of  the  School  Commiltee  drawn  upon  the 
City  Treasurer,  and  audited  by  the  Ciiy  Auditor.  That  any  bal- 
ance of  said  sum  of  Twenty-Five  Hundred  (t2,600)  Dollars  remain- 
ing unexpended  after  Septeuiberl,  1913.  shall  revert  to  tbe  said 
John  B.  Diman,  his  executors,  admioistrators  or  assigns. 

IN  WITNESS  WHEREOF,  I,  the  said  John  B.  Diman,  hereto 
«rt  my  hand  and  seal  at  Mlddlelowu,  R.  1.,  this  sixth  day  of  No- 
vember, in  the  year  of  our  Lord,  1912.

Ml'.  Frederick  H.  Euntlall,  a  teacher  of  experien- 
ce in  this  line  of  work  in  Boston,  was  appointed 
instructor  to  tuke  charge  of  such  a  room  that  was  to 
he  opened  in  the  John  J.  McDouough  School  as  soon 
as  the  equipment  was  ready.  This  vocational  room 
was  opened  Decemher  3,  and  elsewhere  in  this  an- 
nual report  is  the  report  of  Mr.  Bundall  showing 
just  what  has  been  accomplished  duriDg  11)12. 

RESIGNATIONS  AND  APPOINTMENTS. 

In  May  Mr.  George  F.  Pope,  Principal  of  the  B. 
M.  C.  Durfee  High  School  since  1902  and  who  had 
heen  a  teacher  in  the  Fall  River  High  School  since 
1877,  in  a  communication  to  the  Board  asked  for  the 
privilege  of  relinquishing  his  position  as  principal 
for  the  former  position  held  by  him  as  Head  of  the 
Department  of  Mathematics.  This  request  was 
granted  by  the  Board  and  he  was  immediately  duly 
elected  Head  of  the  Mathematical  Department  to 
assume  his  new  duties  upon  the  opening  of  school  in 
September. 

In  June  Mr.  Frederick  W.  Plummer  was  unani- 
mously elected  Principal  of  the  B.   M.    C.    Durfee 
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High  School.  Mr.  Plummer  is  a  graduate  of  Bates 
College,  Class  of  1891,  has  had  seventeen  years  ex- 
perience as  priocipal  in  different  high  schools,  and 
came  to  Fall  River  very  stroogly  recommended  as  a 
Bucceseful  teacher.  Thus  far  hia  work  here  has  ful- 
ly justified  his  selection  and  all  that  has  been  said  of 
him. 

Mr.  George  W.  Locke  resigned  in  August  and  in 
accepting  hie  resignation  the  committee  instructed 
the  Secretary  to  prepare  a  testimonial  of  Mr.  Locke 
on  account  of  his  unusually  long  term  of  service  and 
character  of  that  service  to  the  youth  of  the  city. 
The  Secretary  prepared  the  following  testimonial: 

George  Washington  Locke  resigned  his  position 
as  principal  of  the  Westall  School  on  August  8,  1913. 

The  resignation  of  an  instructor  who  has  taught 
for  more  thaji  half  a  century  should  receive  more 
than  passing  recognition.  Mr.  Locke's  first  teaching 
in  Fall  River  dates  back  to  March,  1856,  when  he 
was  elected  principal  of  the  Osborn  Street  School, 
and  with  the  exception  of  a  short  time  he  has  heen 
continuously  in  active  service  in  Fall  River,  a  total 
of  more  than  fifty  years,  and  during  this  time  he 
has  lost  but  two  weeks  on  account  of  illness,  which 
was  within  the  last  two  years  of  his  teaching. 

He  served  during  three  generations  and  mem- 
bers of  each  have  been  his  pupils  who  remember 
him  with  tenderness  and  affection.  He  was  strong 
in  teaching  and  in  discipline,  conscientious  in  his 
duties,  "a  mnstant  teacher  of  patriotism  and  manli- 
ness whose  pupils  became  better  men  and  women 
because  of  the  years  they  had  passed  under  his  in- 
fluence." 
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He  gi-adutited  from  the  first  State  Normal 
School  building  erected  in  America,  which  was  at 
Bridgewater,  in  November,  18S5,  and  was  appointed 
principal  of  the  Odborn  Street  School  in  March  fol- 
lowing, when  but  twenty  one  years  of  age.  In  Sep- 
tember, 1857,  he  was  transferred  to  the  Anawan 
Street  School,  "a  fine  new  edifice"  erected  in  1843 
after  the  great  fire  had  destroyed  the  old  building 
which  was  formerly  a  church.  He  remained  at  the 
Anawan  until  his  removal  from  the  city.  The 
schuol  report  of  that  time  says  that  "Mr.  Locke, 
after  an  experience  of  nearly  six  terms,  has  proved 
himself  to  be  a  competent  and  successful  principal." 

Upon  his  return  to  this  city  he  was  appointed 
principal  of  the  Maple  Street  School  in  May,  1871, 
and  has  taught  co)itinuouBly  in  that  section  of  the 
city  ever  since.  Upon  the  opening  of  the  B.  M.  C. 
Durfee  High  School  when  the  upper  grades  were  re- 
moved from  the  Maple  Street  building  to  the  Foster 
Hoopea  School  building,  which  had  been  the  high 
cchool  building,  he  was  made  principal  of  the  Foster 
Hooper  School  in  September,  1880,  and  continued 
there  until  September,  li)08,  when  the  building  was 
closed  and  the  pupils  were  transferred  to  the  new 
Westall  School,  which  had  been  erected  on  the  site 
of  the  old  Maple  Street  building,  where  he  has  since 
been  as  principal. 

In  addition  to  his  duties  in  the  day  schools  he 
has  l>een  a  principal  in  the  public  evening  schools 
for  more  than  forty  years. 

Mr.  Locke  was  one  of  the  pioneers  in  education- 
al work  of  the  Fall  River  schools  and  believed  in 
the  thorough  teaching  of  the  elementary  subjects 
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and  was  always  interesting  and  instructive  to  his 
pupils.  He  had  little  sympathy  with  the  so  called 
fads,  but  held  tenaciously  to  the  ideal  of  imparting 
a  well  grounded  and  sure  knowledge  of  the  "Three 
R's." 

Always  earnest  and  honest  in  his  career,  digni- 
fied, commanding  and  holding  the  respect  of  his  pu- 
pils even  after  their  school  days,  after  a  long  service 
he  has  become  truly  the  Dean  of  the  School  Depart- 
ment. 

During  the  time  he  has  taught  in  Fall  River  he 
has  seen  the  following  changes:  The  whole  number 
of  children  in  the  city  between  the  ages  of  five  and 
fifteen  years  increase  from  2,750  to  21,225.  The 
number  of  school  buildings  increase  from  28  to  52. 
The  number  of  teachers  from  63  to  496.  The  appro- 
priation for  school  purposes  increase  from  $15,000  to 
$500,000,  and  the  population  of  the  city  to  double 
itself  twice. 

His  name  appears  as  the  Secretary  of  the  School 
Committee  in  the  School  report  for  1866  and  1866, 
being  appointed  on  the  first  Board  of  nine  members 
to  serve  for  the  years  of  1866- 7-8,  being  elected  im- 
mediately after  the  first  Superintendent  of  Schools 
was  appointed  in  1865. 

Such  was  the  service  of  George  W.  Locke  to 
the  city  of  Fall  Kiver.  No  other  man  has  such  a 
record  in  the  history  of  the  School  department  and 
the  present  school  officials  assure  him  of  the  recog- 
nition and  deep  appreciation  of  the  conscientious 
performance  of  his  duties  during  his  many  years  of 
sacrifice  and  they  wish  him  the  true  enjoyment  of  a 
well-earned  rest  that  comes  deservedly  and  with  a 
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full  consciousQees  of  the  admiration  and  respect  of 
the  public. 

Miss  Emeline  B.  Orewell  resigned  her  position 
at  the  Nathaniel  B.  Borden  School,  sixth  grade,  after 
a  practically  continuous  service  in  the  schools  since 
her  appointment  in  1866.  She  was  the  Superintend- 
ent's first  teacher  when  he  entered  school.  By  vote 
of  the  School  Committee  the  Secretary  conveyed  to 
Hiss  Orswell  the  appreciation  and  thanks  of  the 
Board  for  her  long,  faithful  and  efficient  service. 

NEEDS  IN  AND  AROUND  BUILDINGS. 

While  some  repairs  and  improvements  long  need- 
ed have  been  made  in  the  school  buildings  that  are 
conducive  to  the  health  and  comfort  of  the  pupils, 
there  is  still  need  of  many  more,  some  of  which  would 
mean  economy  in  the  buildings  themselves. 

An  improvement  of  direct  benefit  to  the  pupils 
has  been  the  new  adjustable  window  shades  at  the 
Davis  School. 

The  floors  of  certain  school  rooms  in  this  build- 
ing and  the  corridors  of  the  second  floor  are  in  such 
condition  that  cleanliness  is  impossible.  The  school 
work  in  several  of  the  rooms  is  handicapped  by  the 
wretched  condition  of  the  blacklwards.  The  furni- 
ture in  one  room,  adapted  to  children  of  fourth  gra- 
de, serves  a  class  in  sixth  grade.  There  are  no  sanit- 
ary drinking  fountains  in  this  building.  All  these 
things  should  be  attended  to  before  the  opening  of 
school  in  September. 

New  window  shades  have  been  requested  at  the 
Highland  School  to  replace  the  wholly  unsatisfactory 
shades  that  have  been  in  use  there  since  the  building 
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was  erected.  Larger  furniture  is  needed  in  one  room. 

A  eerious  case  of  annoyance  is  the  fact  that 
scavenger  material  is  dumped  justeoufch  of  the  High- 
land School.  It  is  unsightly  and  unsanitary.  Al- 
though the  papers  are  supposed  to  be  burned  each 
week,  when  the  wind  blows  the  school  grounds  are 
tittered  with  the  papers  until  some  one  pioks  them 
up.     This  had  been  too  long  endured  already. 

At  the  Liucoln  School  building  there  arc  several 
long-felt  wants.  Fire  gongs  on  the  third  floor  ;  suit- 
able furniture  for  the  pupils  in  five  rooms  ;  repairs 
of  injuries  to  walls  due  to  leaks. 

At  the  Nathaniel  B.  Borden  School  the  treads  of 
the  stairs  are  very  much  worn  and  ought  to  be  re- 
placed soon  to  avoid  the  possibility  of  an  accident. 
The  lack  of  a  basement  there  has  been  often  men- 
tioned and  is  much  needed.  Sanitary  arrangements 
are  not  satisfactory  and  should  be  taken  care  of  as 
soon  as  possible. 

Sanitary  drinking  fountains  have  not  yet  been 
installed  in  the  Slade  School  and  although  the  com- 
mon drinking  cups  were  abolished  some  time  ago  by- 
law, the  old  faucets  still  remain  and  their  use  is 
highly  unsanitary  at  times  and  the  pupils  ai'e  greatly 
inconvenienced  in  obtaining  drinking  water.  The 
walls  need  retinting,  the  ceilings  should  be  white- 
washed and  the  woodwork  varnished. 

At  the  Westall  School  in  Winter  the  corridors 
are  so  cold  as  to  be  thought  to  be  a  menace  to  the 
children's  health.  It  seems  impossible  to  remedy 
this  unless  more  radiators  are  installed  in  the  corri- 
dors. This  should  be  attended  to  before  another 
winter.  A  book  case  and  cabinet  are  greatly  needed 
in  the  principal's  ofdce,  and  cabinets  in  some  of  the 
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school  rooms,  especially  in  the  higher  grades  where 
many  papers  must  be  kept. 

The  William  J.  Wiley  buiWing,  although  the 
newest,  needs  some  attention.  There  are  serious 
leaks  in  the  walls  over  the  windows  that  are  trouble- 
some in  rainy  weather.  The  accomodations  for  ob- 
taining water  for  drinking  and  other  purposes  is 
entirely  insufficient.  There  is  no  means  of  any  kind 
to  secure  water  on  the  second  floor  and  water  must 
be  carried  by  the  janitor  from  the  basement  to  that 
floor  for  his  own  purposes  of  washing  the  floors,  etc., 
and  for  the  teachers  when  they  wish  to  wash  black- 
boards. There  are  only  two  bubbling  fountains,  one 
in  each  basement,  to  serve  two  hundred  and  sixty 
pupils  with  drinking  water  during  a  recess  of  fifteen 
minutes.  These  conditions  reduce  greatly  the  time 
they  should  have  in  the  open  air.  Both  basements 
are  without  gongs  of  any  description.  The  yard  is 
in  very  poor  condition  and  some  kind  of  walk  from 
the  street  to  the  front  door  is  needed. 

Extensive  repairs  and  improvements  are  needed 
at  the  B.  M.  C.  Durfee  High  School,  some  of  which 
are  actually  required  and  demanded  for  which  has 
been  made  by  the  State  laspector  of  Buildings.  A 
new  system  of  gongs  is  needed  and  a  system  of  tele- 
phones should  be  installed  in  this  building.  The  con- 
gested condition  of  this  school  will  be  relieved  when 
the  new  Technical  High  School  is  opened  in  Septem- 
ber. 

Attention  must  be  called  to  the  surroundings  of 
the  Mount  Hope  Avenue  School.  I  respectfully  call 
the  attention  of  the  Board  of  Health  to  consider  con- 
ditions in  the  vicinity  of  that  School   that  may  se- 
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riously  affe<;t  the  health  of  the  ininatee  of  th'>  school 
and  trust  th^it  such  conditions  may  be  3)>eedily  re- 
medied, and  not  again  attract  the  attention  of  the 
public. 

This  chapter  of  vrante  is  not  rehearsed  iu  the 
spirit  of  fault-finding  altogether,  but  as  a  reminder 
of  some  of  the  things  that  ai'e  bo  closely  related  to 
the  health,  comfort  and  life  of  the  teachers  and  pu- 
pils in  our  echools  as  to  demiind  serious  and  prompt 
attention. 

Although  the  William  J.  Wiley  school,  recently 
opened,  will  take  care  of  its  district  for  some  years 
in  the  northern  section  of  the  city  and  although  it  is 
expected  that  the  new  large  building  on  Hamlet 
street  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  at  the  opening  of 
the  schools  in  September,  there  will  still  be  urgent 
need  of  many  more  additional  school  rooms.  At  a 
conference  of  the  principals  of  the  schools  in  the  vi- 
cinity of  the  William  J.  Wiley  School  preparatory  to 
the  opening  of  that  school,  it  was  agreed  ihat  there 
was  immediate  need  of  a  large  building  on  the  Ferry 
Lane  School  site  and  one  principal  who  thoroughly 
understands  conditions  in  that  district,  has  strongly 
recommended  in  his  written  report  that  the  "anti- 
quated Perry  Lane  School  be  torn  down  and  a 
modern  building  of  eight  or  ten  rooms  for  primary 
grades  be  erected."  This  would  relieve  the  con- 
gestion of  at  least  four  buildings  in  that  section 
and  care  for  the  needs  of  the  pupils  in  this  part  of 
the  city  for  some  years  at  least.  Of  course,  the  other 
school  buildings  in  that  locality  would  necessarily  be 
crowded  in  taking  care  of  the  Ferry  Lane  children 
while  the  new  building  was  in  progress  of  erection 
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but  with  certain  aud  permanent  relief  in  sight,  the 
crowding  could  be  endured. 

Relief  for  the  citizens  living  in  the  Tucker  Street 
School  district  can  not  be  afforded  any  too  soon.  The 
Tucker  Street  School  has  its  four  rooms  terribly  over- 
crowded with  the  pupils  in  five  grades;  beside^!,  all 
the  children  belonging  to  higher  grades  living  south 
of  this  (jchool  even  to  the  Rhode  Island  line  muBt 
attend  the  George  B.  Stone  School,  situated  at  a 
considerable  distance  noi-th  of  the  Tucker  School.  A 
new  building,  large  enough  to  accommodate  all  the 
grades,  t-hould  be  provided  as  soon  as  possible  either 
on  the  present  school  site  on  Tucker  street  or  in  that 
vicinity. 

At  least  two  additional  rooms  are  needed  at  the 
Fowler  School  to  properly  care  for  the  pupils  of  that 
district. 

The  Highland  School  building  will  not  be  able 
to  accommodate  the  pupils  in  that  district  in  Septem- 
ber, 19l;i,  judging  from  the  recent  increase  in  thn 
number  of  new  houses  in  the  neighl>orhood.  There 
is  immediate  need  of  an  addition  of  at  least  four 
rooms  to  this  building. 

A  principal  of  a  large  building  in  the  eastern 
section  of  the  city  reminds  me  in  his  report  that 
there  is  a  continually  growing  demand  for  additional 
8<;hool  accommodations  located  somewhere  between 
Mason  and  Fourteenth  streets.  The  Davis  School, 
with  its  fixed  enrollment  of  525  can  not  further  re- 
lieve any  of  the  other  schools  in  that  vicinity.  A 
former  recommendation  for  eolviug  the  problem  of 
congestion  has  been  to  increase  the  size  of  the  Brown 
School    building  on  Bedford  street,    which    would 
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afford  room  for  a  Kindergarten,  greatly  needed  in 
that  locality,  and  other  additional  rooms.  This  plan 
would  relieve  that  whole  section  by  changing  the 
boundaries  of  the  different  districts. 

I  give  assurance  of  appreciation  on  my  part  of 
all  assistance  and  encouragement,  and  thank  those 
who  have  co-operated  in  helping  me  during  1912.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 

OF  THE  

Normal  Training  School. 


Mr.  Everett  B.  Durfee,  Superintendent   of  Schools: 

A  year  ago  I  wrote  for  you  what  I  thought  was 
to  be  the  valedictory  for  this  Normal  Training 
School.  Before  it  came  to  the  eyes  of  the  Commit- 
tee, a  vote  of  that  hoard  had  changed  a  former  rul- 
ing so  that  this  school  was  to  be  continued  as  a  part 
of  the  city  system  of  schools,  although  its  location 
was  to  he  changed. 

In  considering  the  welfare  of  this  school,  in  its 
new  building  and  district,  we  will  first  think  of  its 
physical  condition.  This  building  and  neighborhood 
are  in  many  respects  a  very  desirable  setting  for  a 
normal  training  school.  The  building  is  large  and 
airy  with  a  beautiful  outlook  over  the  south  pond. 
Then  Maplewood  Park  and  the  open  fields  about  fur- 
nish place  and  material  for  lessons  in  nature  study 
and  geography. 

The  children  of  the  school  aud  the  fathers  and 
mothers  of  the  neighborhood  are  thrifty  and  friendly 
people.  The  latter  are  much  interesied  in  the  pro- 
gress of  their  sons  and  daughters,  and  are  not  afraid 
to  have  them  work  in  aud  out  of  school.     If  a  Nor- 
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mal  School  for  Bristol  county  is  to  be  placed  in  one 
of  its  -cities,  surely  this  open  eastern  slope  would  be 
a  good  site  for  it. 

When  we  moved  into  the  building  in  the  fall, 
with  all  our  paraphernalia  for  teachers'  as  well  as 
children's  work,  we  were  told  that  the  building 
would  be  fitted  for  our  occupancy.  As  yet  little  has 
been  done.  The  third  story  hall,  which  is  given  up 
to  the  use  of  junior-pupil  teachers  for  the  most  of 
the  week,  is  a  pleasant  recitation  room.  It  has  been 
made  habitable  on  cold  days  by  some  storm  win- 
dows on  the  west.  But  the  blackboard  and  desk 
room,  for  a  class  of  thirty-three  pupil-teachers,  is 
very  meagre.  It  would  mean  less  exhausting  and 
more  efficient  work  for  all  if  this  building  could  be 
made  more  comfortable  while  it  is  to  be  used  as  a 
Normal  Training  School. 

In  considering  the  welfare  of  the  school  from 
the  standpoint  of  its  efficiency  in  training  teachers, 
we  face  a  more  serious  problem.  We  have  found 
the  large  class  admitted  to  the  normal  department 
in  September  of  this  school  year,  to  be  made  up  of 
good  workers,  who  are  anxious  to  succeed,  but  they 
have  a  very  insecure  foundation  on  which  to  build 
the  work  of  this  course. 

They  have  had  to  learn  to  feel  responsible  for 
every  part  of  the  recitation.  They  speak  and  write 
the  English  language  as  much  younger  pupils  do, 
showing  small  vocabularies  and  little  knowledge  of 
construction. 

And  here  I  should  like  to  say  again,  that  lan- 
guage teaching,  made  up  of  composing  correcting, 
and  the  understanding  and  applying  of  grammatical 
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forma,  moBt  be  carried  on  with  more  thoroughness 
by  the  teachers  of  the  elementary  grades.  Written 
composition  must  be  based  upon  oral  correction  and 
application  of  grammatical  forms  upon  the  child's 
own  compo!3itioQ,  and  these  lessons  must  he  taught 
patiently  and  thoughtfully  through  the  years.  For, 
it  is  true,  that  "sentence-sense"  must  be  gained  by 
pupils  before  reaching  secondary  schools  if  they  are 
to  use  the  Snglish  language  with  fluency. 

When  the  present  junior  class  enters  the  senior 
year,  some  changes  must  be  made.  There  are  nine 
rooms  in  this  building  for  the  teaching  work.  These 
are  now  pleasantly  filled  by  the  senior  class,  which 
numbei's  fourteen  members.  When  a  mu'ch  larger 
class  is  enrolled  as  seniors,  there  must  be  a  division 
of  the  work.  This  adjustment  should  be  a  matter 
for  the  committee  as  well  as  for  you  and  me  to  de- 
cide. Later  when  the  fall  assignments  are  to  he 
made,  I  shall  deem  it  wise  for  the  Training  School 
committee  to  consider  the  question  and  to  make 
some  recommendations  in  regard  to  it.  I  shall  be 
glad  to  present  it  to  them  more  fully  at  that  time. 

For  the  Memorial  Day  exercises  this  year  w^e 
were  fortunate  to  have  Dr.  Dolan  to  speak  to  teach- 
ers and  children  of  the  school.  He  gave  a  historical 
address  which  was  greatly  enjoyed  by  all. 

This  fall  at  one  of  the  "Friday  afternoons  in  the 
hall"  Mr.  William  A.  Hart  gave  to  pupils,  young 
and  old,  a  graphic  talk  on  local  history. 

The  class  of  1912  gave  to  the  school  as  a  gradu- 
ating present,  some  colored  lantern  slides  to  be  used 
to  illustrate  geographical  talks.  They  gave  also  to 
the  junior  class  and  the  members  of  the  faculty,  a 
very  delightful  "party."

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 

OF  THE 

B.  M.  C.  Durfee  High  School. 


Mr.  Everett  B.  Durfee,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  regietration  in  Septem^>er,  1912,  was  the 
largest  in  the  history  of  the  school.  The  pupils  in 
the  General  and  the  Commercial  coui-ses  of  the  en- 
tering class  were  assigned  to  the  rooms  of  the  top 
floor  of  the  Lincoln  School,  under  the  teachers  who 
had  charge  of  the  corresponding  divisions  of  last 
year's  entering  class.  In  order  that  all  the  pupils 
remaining  in  the  High  School  building  might  not 
suffer  from  an  overcrowded  condition,  an  afternoon 
session  was  provided  for  the  College  Preparatory  div. 
ision  of  the  Freshman  Class,  which  numbered' about 
one  hundred  and  twenty.  Three  of  the  regular 
teachers  kindly  consented  to  take  a  considerable 
part  of  then-  work  in  the  afternoon,  and  an  extra 
teacher  of  History  and  English  was  employed.  On 
the  whole,  the  plan  is  working  very  well.  Notwith- 
standing the  relief  afforded  by  this  arrangement,  our 
building  is  still  overcrowded. 

Many  of  our  classes  number  forty  or  more 
pupils  each.  This  number  exceeds  by  more  than 
one  half  Ihe  maximum  number  allowed  by  Ihe  com- 
mittee report  recently  adopted  by  the  Massachusetts 
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High  School  Masters'  club,  ani  is  much  larger  than 
in  any  other  High  School  with  which  I  am  familiar. 
This  handicap  neceasarily  reduces  the  efficieucy  of 
the  school. 

The  broad  system  of  electivee  allowed,  especially 
in  the  upper  two  classes  of  the  General  Course,  made 
it  impossible  to  arrange  a  five  period  a  day  program- 
Even  the  six  period  day  which  we  were  forced  to 
adopt  would  not  allow  all  the  combinations  of  stud- 
ies desired  by  the  pupils,  and  many  were  obliged  to 
make  changes  in  their  elections.  It  seems  th,at  the 
only  way  to  avoid  a  recurrence  of  this  trouble  and  a 
continuance  of  a  six  period  day,  is  to  arrange  as 
many  fixed  groups  of  studies,  perhaps  with  certain 
options,  as  are  necessary,  and  not  allow  an  election 
outside  of  the  group  chosen. 

Based  upon  this  year's  registration,  we  shall 
lose  by  the  transference  of  the  Technical  and  Com- 
mercial Courses  to  the  new  technical  high  school 
building  next  fall  three  and  forty-three  pupils,  (202 
Technical  and  141  Commercial.  There  will  be  left 
in  our  building  six  hundred  and  ninety-six  pupils — 
only  a  few  less  than  we  have  for  the  morning  session 
this  year. 

There  is  gi'eat  need  of  filing  cases,  a  program 
clock  system,  and  telephones  connecting  the  various 
rooms  with  the  office.  I  am  informed  that  our  city 
is  the  only  one  tn  Massachusetts  not  having  its  high 
school  building  so  equipped.  I  am  sure  no  argument 
is  necessary  to  show  the  importance  of  having  these 
devices  added  to  our  equipment. 

In  the  appendix  will  he  found  many  important 
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and  interesting  Btatistics  prepared  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  principal's  secretary. 

The  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  members  of 
the  School  Board  have  been  ready  at  all  times  to  give 
me  unvarying  support  and  encouragement.  We 
have  worked  together  in  close  sympathy. 

I  am  deeply  appreciative  of  the  many  courtesies 
accorded  to  me  by  my  predecessor,  Mr.  (ieorge  F. 
Pope.  I  am  also  under  obligations  to  Mr.  WiLlard 
H.  Poole,  the  Vice-principal,  who  has  always  been 
ready  to  give  me  valuable  assistance;  and  to  the  var- 
ious teachers  who  have  shown  a  generous  spirit  of 
co-operation. 

Mr.  Sanford's  mastery  of  details,  his  knowledge 
of  the  routine  workings  of  the  school,  and  his  inf^en- 
uity  in  keeping  systematized  everything  relating  to 
the  work  of  secretary  and  librarian,  and  that  too, 
without  adequate  equipment,  together  with  the  effi- 
cient work  of  hia  assistant,  have  been  invaluable.

COURSES  OF  STUDY 

IN  THE 

B.  M.  C.  Durfee  High  School. 


Four  courses  of  study,  each  of  four  years,  are 
offered,  namely; 

1.  The  Genbral  Course.  In  this  course,  cer- 
tain studies  are  prescribed,  hut  the  pupil  may  make 
up  the  remainder  of  the  required  hours  from  a  wide 
range  of  elective  studies.  Pupils  who  do  not  intend 
to  enter  college,  hut  who  desire  a  good  general  edu- 
cation, are  advised  to  take  this  course.  It  is  also 
the  course  advised  for  pupils  who  intend  to  enter  a 
state  normal  school  or  the  city  normal  training 
school  for  teachers. 
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2.  The  Colleob  Preparatory  Cocusx.  This 
course  is  designed  especially  for  pupils  fitting  for 
college.  It  is  necessarily,  in  many  respects,  a  diffi- 
cult course. 

The  Technical  Course.  This  course  offers  a 
combination  of  the  ordinary  high  school  studies  with 
practical  work  in  the  use  of  tools  and  machines,  to- 
gether with  a  complete  course  in  mechanical  draw- 
ing, technical  drafting,  and  free-hand  drawing. 

It  is  intended  for  boya  preparing  for  a  technical 
school  such  as  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Tech- 
nology or  the  Worcester  Polytechnic  Institute.  It 
is  also  intended  for  boys  who  will  probably  enter  at 
once,  after  graduation  from  the  High  School,  upon 
some  industrial  pursuit. 

4.  The  Commercial  Course.  This  course  is 
designed  to  prepare  pupils  for  business  pursuits. 
Besides  training  for  the  more  technical  demands  of 
business  life,  it  furnishes  opportunity  for  general 
culture  through  the  study  of  literature,  history, 
science,  and  modern  language.

C.  Pupils  in  the  College  Preparatory  Course 
are  allowed  five  years,  instead  of  four,  for  complet- 
ing the  course,  if  parents  make  such  requests  in 
writing  aud  show  cause,  in  which  case  a  smaller 
number  of  studies  is  pursued  each  year. 

7.  The  right  of  declining  to  form  a  division  of 
pupils  in  an  elective  or  alternative  study  is  reserved, 
unless  there  be  at  least  twenty-five  applicants  in  the 
first  year  class,  twenty  in  the  second  year  class,  fif- 
teen in  the  junior  class  and  ten  in  the  senior  class; 
and  no  divisions  separate  from  under  graduates  will 
be  formed  for  graduate  pupils.

REPORT  OF  THE 
Teacher  of  Cooking. 

Jfr.  Everett  B.  Durfee,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Duriog  the  year  three  hundred  children  and 
women  have  received  instructions  in  cooking.  Two 
hundred  and  twenty-five  children  from  the  seventh, 
eighth  and  ninth  grade  of  the  John  J.  McDonough 
School,  eighth  and  ninth  grades  of  the  N.  6.  Borden, 
Davenport  and  Fowler  Schools,  and  on  the  eveningB 
when  the  evening  schools  were  in  session  eighty 
women  came  for  iostruction.  Many  more  women 
wished  to  enter  and  registered,  hut  could  not  come 
because  of  the  lack  of  accommodations.  I  thiuk 
this  shows  that  more  schools  should  be  opened  in 
other  sections  of  the  city. 

The  elementary  work  included  simple  econom- 
ical and  nourishing  dishes  and  the  planning  and  serv- 
ing of  a  simple  meal  which  could  be  repeated  in  the 
home.  In  the  advanced  classes  more  extensive 
work  in  the  planning  and  serving  of  meals  was  done 
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by  groups  of  four  or  five  girls.     Invalid  cookery  and 
child  diet  in  very  simple  forms  was  taken  up. 

In  the  evening  classes,  by  the  help  of  my  able 
assistant,  I  was  able  to  cover  a  great  deal  of  ground. 
The  work  included  good  nourishing  dishes  which 
could  be  used  in  the  home.  Some  of  the  women 
asked  to  have  certain  dishes  made,  which  in  most 
cases  we  were  able  to  do. 

All  work  is  done  individually  and  in  individual 
quantities  except  at  such  time  when  a  dish  made  in 
large  quantity  will  be  more  successful.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
Supervisor  of  Drawing. 


Mr.  Everett  B.  Durfee,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  of  the 
drawing  department.  The  regular  course  of  study 
has  been  followed  with  only  the  slight  modificationB 
which  each  year  makes  necessary. 

I  have  requested  all  principals  to  send  one  piece 
of  work  fi'om  each  room  to  the  office  on  the-  last 
school  day  of  each  month.  In  this  way  I  can  keep 
in  touch  with  the  work  and  where  more  attention  is 
needed  I  can  make  an  extra  e£fort  to  see  them  more 
often  than  my  usual  visit,  which  is  about  once  in 
eight  weeks. 

As  our  work  in  art  education  advances  from 
year  to  year,  and  our  schools  grow  in  uumber,  I  con- 
stantly feel  an  increasing  need  of  meeting  the  teach- 
ers and  pupils  more  often  than  I  am  at  present  per- 
mitted to  do.  The  teachers  are  doing  very  good 
work,  but  in  some  particular  parts  of  the  work  they 
should  have  more  help.  This  could  be  remedied  by 
appointing  au  assistant,  which  I  have  asked  for  in 
my  former  reports. 

As  the  supervisors  travel  continually  and  there 
are  more  schools  to  be  visited  each  year,  I  believe  we 
should  have  car  tickets  furnished,  as.  other  depart- 
ments are  furnifihed  with  transportation. 

This  year  I  would  like  to  have  placed  in  every 
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school  room  a  new  set  of  di-awing  manuals,  as  our  old 
manuals  are  out  of  date  and  a  great  many  of  the 
schools  are  without  any.  There  should  also  be  a  set 
of  working  drawings  in  every  room  from  the  fifth 
grade  up,  so  that  each  pupil  can  have  a  sample  sheet 
to  refer  to  while  working  out  some  of  these  .prob- 
lems. 

Art  should  be  continued  in  the  High  School.  It 
is  a  mistake  that  no  definite  facilities  for  drawing 
are  to  be  found  in  the  High  School  curriculum. 
Pupils  preparing  for  the  Normal  Schools  and  the 
Schools  of  Technology  are  handicapped  in  their  work 
in  these  schools  without  instructions  in  freehand 
drawing.  With  the  high  class  of  work  that  is  done 
in  our  elementary  schools  I  believe  we  could  do  work 
in  our  High  School  far  above  the  average  and  I  hope 
the  Committee  will  decide  to  allow  me  to  extend 
the  work. 

A  series  of  grade  meetings  have  been  held  in  the 
Westall  School  during  the  past  year.  I  have  visited 
schools  in  Boston  and  Providence  and  have  ex- 
changed work  with  schools  iu  England,  thereby 
keeping  in  touch  with  the  progress  in  other  cities. 

Once  more  I  would  ask  that  provision  may  be 
made  for  permanent,  properly  equipped  quarters  for 
the  Free  Hand  Evening  Drawing  School. 

Through  gifts,  fairs  and  class  memorials  maity 
beautiful  pictures  have  been  added  to  the  already 
large  collection  owned  by  the  schools.  The  standard 
of  pictures  purchased  grows  higher  each  year,  partly 
due  to  our  more  discriminating  taste  and  partly  due 
to  the  rapid  advance  in  the  methods  of  reproduction, 
which  places  finer  things  within  our  reach. 
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Altogether  the  review  of  the  year's  work  leads 
us  to  feel  that  we  have  made  a  definite  advance  to- 
ward the  accomplishment  of  these  things  for  which 
the  art  department  stands.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
Supervisor  of  Music. 


Mr.  Everett  B.  Durfee,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

It  givRs  nifl  pleasurfl  to  present  the  following  i-e- 
poit  for  the  year  1912. 

Ab  in  past  years  the  work  of  the  Supervisor  of 
Music  has  been  four  fold;  first,  to  plan  the  course  of 
music  fot  each  grade,  second,  to  visit  all  the  schools 
and  by  conducting  the  claases  ascertain  the  quality 
and  amount  of  work  done,  present  new  subjects, 
give  instruction  in  tone,  correct  mistakes  and  de- 
velop the  artistic  side  of  Music,  third,  to  iiisti'uct  the 
teachers,  aid  and  encourage  them  in  doing  their 
work,  and /our/ft,  to  teach  and  conduct  the  music  in 
the  higher  grades.  My  schedule,  as  arranged  at  the 
beginning  of  the  school  year  and  approved  by  the 
School  Committee,  provides  for  visits  as  follows: 
once  in  eight  school  weeks  a  visit  to  each  primary 
and  grammar  room,  making  five  visits  a  year;  once 
in  one  and  three-lifths  weeks  a  lesson  with  the  Nor- 
mal Training  class,  making  twenty  five  lessons  a 
year;  once  in  two  weeks  a  lesson  with  the  Senior 
class  in  High  School,  making  twenty  lessons  a  year; 
once  in  a  week  a  lesson  with  some  one  of  the  other 
classes  in  the  same  school.  It  must  be  stated  how- 
ever that  no  class  in  the  High  and  Training  Schools 
received  theentire  number  of  lessons  mentioned  owing 
to  holidays,  stormy  days,    the  obeervance  of  Waeh- 
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iDgton's  Birthday,  Memorial  Day,  Founder's  Day 
and  other  public  exercises.  With  such  infrequent 
lessons  in  the  higher  grades  it  is  impossible  to  teach 
the  music  that  should  be  learned,  and  with  so  few 
visits  to  the  primary  and  gramntar  grades  to  develop 
the  musical  and  artistic  side  of  the  songs.  I  have 
endeavored  however  to  do  all  that  is  possible  in  the 
directions  mentioned  and  have  found  pupils  and 
teachers  willing  and  respoDsive.  The  time  allotted 
for  singing  (one  honr  a  week)  is  so  limited  that  it 
becomes  absolutely  neceesary  to  eliminate  much  that 
is  very  desirable  to  be  taught,  and  to  devote  the  time 
to  that  which  seems  the  most  essential  namely 
singing.  Ninety  minutes  a  week  is  none  too  much 
time  in  the  grammar  schoolB  where  written  work 
might  profitably  be  given.  Owing  to  the  difficulty 
in  arranging  tho  High  School  program,  1  have  re- 
cently had  the  entire  Senior  class  only  once  in  two 
lessons,  and  as  the  regular  lessons  occur  fortnightly 
this  results  in  meeting  the  whole  class  only  once  in 
four  weeks.  Since  September  the  Seniors,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  regular  chorus  practise,  have  studied  two 
composers,  Donizetti  and  Wagner;  papers  have  been 
read  giving  something  of  the  lives  of  each,  some  of 
their  greatest  compositions,  and  a  description  has 
been  given  of  one  of  the  most  important  operas  com- 
posed by  each;  the  class  has  also  sung  one  chorus 
from  each  opera  and  some  of  the  other  important 
numbers  of  each  have  been  performed  on  the  piano 
by  members  of  the  class. 

This  study  of  the  great  composer  with  the 
singing  and  hearing  of  some  of  their  music  has 
proved  interesting  to  the  class. 

Some  school  buildings  have  purchased  a  "Victor", 
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and  while  do  amount  of  music  furnished  by  it  can 
ever  take  the  place  of  actual  singing  by  the  children, 
I  believe  its  proper  use  is  helpful  in  awakening  a 
musical  sense  and  creating  a  love  for  music,  and 
with  older  pupils,  especially  those  of  high  school 
age,  it  may  be  used  to  gieat  advantage  in  the  study 
of  music. 

In  the  primary  schools  we  are  introducing  the 
New  Normal  Music  Course  as  rapidly  as  the  old 
books  need  replacing,  but  it  would  be  much  better 
for  the  progress  of  the  music  if  all  classes  were  sup- 
plied with  the  new  books  at  once;  the  grammar 
grades  ought  also  to  have  the  new  materiel. 

I  believe  we  should  make  the  music  instruction 
in  the  schools  as  efficient  as  possible  by  providing 
for  more  frequent  supervision,  and  that  credit  should 
be  given  in  the  High  School  for  ensemble  instru- 
mental practise  and  other  work,  also  that  for  older 
pupils  there  should  be  opportunity  for  a  class  in 
musical  appreciation. 

In  closing  it  again  gives  me  pleasure  to  mention 
the  loyalty  of  the  teachers  in  co-operating  so  cheer- 
fully to  carry  on  the  work  assigned. 

I  thank  you,  Mr.  Superintendent,  and  members 
of  the  Board  for  your  hearty  support.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
Supervisor  of  Reading. 


Mr.  Everett  B.  Durfee,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  readiag  in  the  BchoolB  ib  encouraging  in  that 
the  children  enjoy  the  lessons,  and  are  gaining  power 
and  independence  in  their  work. 

The  silent  reading  is  steadily  improving  and 
the  children  show  ability  in  the  oral  roproduction 
of  their  lessons.  The  pupils  in  the  higher  grades 
are  interested  in  finding  the  important  ideas  in 
sentences  and  paragraphs,  and  consequently  read 
with  enjoyment. 

In  the  primary  grades,  stories  are  dramatized 
and  many  of  them  are  told  with  excellent  expres- 
sion. 

Last  year  an  attempt  was  made  to  improve  the 
spelling  in  connection  with  the  reading  lessons,  and 
as  a  result,  many  of  the  teachers  noticed  improve- 
ment in  their  pupil's  spelling  in  other  studies.  The 
teachers  also  noticed  that  the  pupils  looked  more 
closely  at  the  'words  in  the  text,  and  that  fewer  blun- 
ders were  made  in  pronouncing  unfamiliar  words. 

This  year  an  earnest  effort  has  been  made  to 
improve  the  children's  articulation  and  enunciation. 
More,however,  could  be  done  to  improve  their  voices, 
if  ther«  were  more  time  to  devote  to  this  work. 

The  Progressive  Road  to  Reading  is  used  at 
present  at  two  of  our  schools,  the  Highland  and  the 
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Ferry  Lane.  From  my  observation  of  the  method, 
both  in  Providence  and  in  Fall  River,  I  should  say 
that  the  children  gain  n  quick  mastery  of  their  read- 
ing Ifssons.  I  should  think  that  it  would  be  well  to 
inti'oduce  the  methods  into  more  of  the  Fall  River 
schools,  provided  beginners  are  to  enter  school  only 
twice  a  year. 

The  beginners  who  entered  school  this  year  in 
SepU^mber  are  fortunate  in  having  their  teachers  de- 
vote all  their  time  to  thera.  This  is  possible  because 
no  beginners  entered  school  in  November.  Better 
work  in  reading  can  be  done  when  five-year-old 
children  enter  school  only  once  or  twice  a  year.  In 
the  crowded  districts  it  would  be  better  to  have  "be- 
ginners only  once  a  year,  so  that  the  teachers  might 
have  an  opportunity  to  do  work  with  the  older  child- 
ren that  drift  into  their  schools.  In  one  school 
where  there  were  fiity-two  children,  ten  non-English 
speaking  children  over  seven  years  of  age  entered 
before  January. 

Better  results  could  be  obtained  in  reading,  and, 
indeed,  in  all  other  work  in  school,  if  the  abnormal 
children-  were  separated  from  the  normal,  and  if 
special  teachers  should  work  with  the  backward 
pupils.  This  work  with  backward  pupils  should  not 
be  assigned  to  young  immature  teachers,  but  to 
thoughtful  women,  who  would  note  individual 
traits  and  help  the  children  to  gain  attention.  A 
fbw  of  our  principals  have  begun  to  work  with  the 
backward  children  in  their  school  buildings,  and  it 
will  be  interesting  later  to  hear  their  experience. 
Perhaps  when  teachers  are  more  familiar  with  the 
Montessori  method  of  dealing  with  children,  we 
shall  be  better  able  to  help  these  little  people. 
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Last  year  I  mentioned  in  my  report  the  admir- 
able  work  in  reading  done  by  Miss  Macomber  in  the 
Highland  School.  She  has  continued  her  good  work 
with  this  year's  class;  while  the  class  she  promoted 
to  the  second  year  has  finished  the  third  reader  of 
the  Progressive  Road  to  Reading,  and  should  have 
read  the  fourth  reader  of  the  series  if  they  had  been 
mature  enough  to  graap  the  thought. 

In  the  Ferry  Lane  school  the  majority  of  the 
children  are  non-Snglish  speaking,  and  Miss  McKen- 
ney  has  charge  of  the  work  in  the  Progressive  Road 
to  Reading.  Miss  McKenney,  like  Miss  Macomber, 
entered  heartily  into  teaching  this  new  method,  and 
has  done  excellent  work.  She  was  fortunate  in  not 
having  any  beginners  entering  in  November,  and  so 
could  give  the  whole  time  to  the  class  that  entered 
in  Sept-ember.  Her  little  children  are  eager  to  read 
the  stories;  the  dramatic  element  in  their  reading 
lessons  appeals  strongly  to  them  and  holds  their  in- 
terest. Many  of  these  children  can  write  from 
memory  parts  of  the  stories  that  they  have  read. 
Indeed,  one  can  almost  see  the  children  mature  as 
they  read. 

Meetings  of  teachers  were  held  in  October,  and 
su^estions  were  given  for  the  improvement  of  the 
work  in  reading.  The  teachers  who  had  become  in- 
terested in  folk  dances  and  games  gave  an  eichibition 
of  their  work  to  the  primary  teachers,  and  so  an  im- 
petus was  given  to  this  work. 

The  teachers  are  grateful  for  the  list  of  new 
books  given  to  them,  and  are  gradually  ordering  new 
sets  of  books.  All  the  grades  are  well  supplied  with 
reading  matter  now,  except  the  two  higher  gram^ 
mar  grades. 
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I  wish  to  thank  the  teachers  for  their  cor- 
dial uBsistaoce  and  co-operatioD,  and  feel  that  I 
should  be  ungrateful  if  I  did  not  mention  their 
good  work  in  teaching  reading.  I  am  also  greatly 
indebted  to  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  the 
School  Committee  for  their  many  kindnesses.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
Supervisor  of  Sewing* 


Mr.  Everett  B.  Durfee,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

During  the  year  that  has  passed,  ioterest  in 
sewing  OD  the  part  of  the  girls  instructed,  has  in  no 
way  lessened,  and  the  possibilities  oF  that  the  future 
holds  in  store  for  the  girls  taking  this  branch  of 
domestic  science  has  been  considered  in  the  arrange- 
ment of  the  course  of  lessons  laid  out  for  the  fourth, 
fifth,  sixth  and  seventh  grades  of  the  schools  in  the 
city. 

The  aim  in  teaching  this  science  is  not  especially 
vocational,  for  nut  a  few  girls,  when  they  leave 
school,  follow  trades  involving  sewing  for  a  liveli- 
hood, and  they  have  found  that  the  instruction  re- 
ceived in  the  public  schools  has  been  very  helpful 
to  them. 

Longer  periods  for  work  in  sewing  in  all  the 
grades,  and  especially  in  the  fourth  and  in  the  fifth 
grades  where  only  a  half  hour  is  now  given,  would 
give  the  girls,  when  they  reached  the  sixth  and 
seventh  gradei<,  the  opportunity  to  be  instructed  in 
making  a  larger  variety  of  household  articles  and 
wearing  apparel. 

The  sixth  and  the  seventh  grades  have  forty  five 
minutes  a  week,  which  gives  little  or  no  time  for 
construction. 
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However,  as  bood  as  the  various  plain  stitches 
are  taught  and  the  girls  are  able  to  apply  them,  they 
are  given  iDstruction  in  matchiug  stripes,  patching, 
darning,  tear-darning,  hutton-holes,  sewing  on  but- 
tons and  hooks  and  eyes,  making  holders,  towels, 
needlecases,  cushione,  bags,  aprons,  sweeping  caps, 
tray-cloths,  napkins,  pillow-cases  and  other  articles 
as  time  permits. 

When  one  considers  how  little  the  child  knows 
about  sewing  when  she  begins  the  work  in  the  fourth 
grade  and  how  hard  it  is  for  the  httle  untrained 
hand  to  use  the  needle,  it  ib  surprising  that  so  much 
has  been  accomplished  by  her  when  she  has  finished 
the  seventh  grade. 

Longer,  or  more  frequent  periods  for  sewing 
and  a  properly  equipped  room  for  sewing,  would 
greatly  facilitate  the  work  and  give  the  girls  an 
opportunity  to  take  more  advance  work. 

When  the  building  on  Anawau  street  becomes 
an  Administrative  Building,  a  room  set  apart  for  the 
sewing  department,  where  work  could  be  prepared 
and  materials  kept  would  be  much  appreciated. 

Last  year,  Elizabeth  B.  Ward,  one  of  the  in- 
structors in  sewing,  resigned,  and  Mary  F.  Sullivan 
was  appointed  to  take  her  place. 

The  department  is  indebted  to  the  teachers  in 
whose  rooms  sewing  is  taught  for  their  co-operation 
and  for  the  many  courtesies  they  have  extended.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
Instructor  of  Vocational  Class. 


Mr.  Everett  B.  Durfee,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  Vocational  Class  is  located  in  a  room  in  the 
basement  of  the  John  J.  McDonough  School.  The 
equipment  consists  of  text  books,  twelve  mechanical 
drawing  tables,  four  wood-working  benches,  and 
two  wood-turning  lathes.  Each  table  is  equipped 
with  a  set  of  drawing  instruments,  board,  T  square, 
scale,  angles,  etc.,  and  there  is  a  complete  set  of 
tools  for  each  bench,  as  well  as  a  number  of  special 
tools. 

Each  lathe  is  driven  by  an  electric  motor  which 
is  contained  in  the  case  and  does  away  with  all 
shafting,  hangers,  etc. 

The  Class  was  started  December  2nd,  with  an 
enrollment  of  twelve,  whose  ages  range  from  four- 
teen to  sixteen  years  and  who  came  from  different 
parts  of  the  city.  They  were  boys  who  had  left 
school,  from  the  tlfth  to  the  eighth  grades. 

The  Class  is  in  session  from  8.30  A.  M.  to  12  M. 
and  from  t. 30  to  4  P.  M.,  Saturdays  excepted.  The 
morning  hours  are  devoted  to  bench  work  with  the 
idea  of  training  the  hand  to  work  with  the  eye;  this 
being  essential  to  one  is  preparing  for  a  vocation. 
The  afternoons  are  taken  up  with  Mechanical  Draw- 
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ing.  Free-hand  Sketching.  Arithmetic,  Spelling, 
Writing  and  Civics.  The  Class  is  also  supplied  with 
Trade  Journals  which  are  used  for  reading  to  perfect 
the  boys'  English,  and  also  to  keep  abreast  of  the 
times  along  trade  liiif:'S. 

Up  to  date  the  boys  havo  made  tool  racks, 
shewing,  staining  table,  and  a  nail  and  screw  cabinet 
for  use  in  the  class  room,  and  from  now  on  will  take 
up  more  extensive  work. 

The  Class  has  not  been  in  existence  long  enough 
to  make  a  lengthy  report  on  what  has  been  accom- 
plished, but  it  is  safe  to  say  that  good  progress  is 
being  made,  as  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  positions 
have  been  found  for  two  boys,  at  the  electrical  trade, 
and  also  by  the  l>oys'  earnestness,  attendance,  de- 
portmunt,  close  application  to  work  and  study,  and 
the  genuine  courtesy  shown  the  instructor. 

Progress  must  necessarily  be  slow  in  a  new  pro- 
ject of  this  kind,  but  I  look  for  success,  and  to  be 
able  in  my  next  report  to  prove  that  we  are  benefit- 
ing the  boys  and  that  a  school  of  this  kind  is  needed 
in  Fall  River. 

This  report  would  indeed  scvn  incomplete  were 
I  not  to  speak  of  the  hearty  co-operation  which  I 
have  received  from  Mr.  Harry  Smalley,  principal  of 
the  John  J.  McDonough  School.

To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council  (ffFaU  River: 

Gentlemen:— According  to  the  provisions  of  the 
Ordinance  relative  thereto,  the  Watuppa  Water  Board 
respectfully  presents  to  your  Honorable  Body  the  Thirty- 
ninth  Annual  Report  of  the  Water  Works  Department. 

The  total  amount  of  water  pumped  during  the  year 
1912,  wasl,952,580,780gallons,  which  shows  an  increase 
over  the  previous  year  of  62,892,494  gallons.  The  average 
daily  pumping  amounted  to  5,334,920  gallons  or  157,692 
gallons  more  than  the  average  daily  pumpage  last  year. 
The  unaccounted  for  wat«r  in  1912  amounted  to  11.02 
percent 
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The  usual  comparative  statement  of  pumpage, 
receipts  for  water,  amount  of  coal  used,  etc.,  will  be 
found  in  the  following  table:

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PUMPING  ENGINES. 

The  Superintendent  reports  that  the  Worthington 
high  duty  pump  has  been  in  operation  98.52  per  cent  of 
the  year  and  has  pumped  an  average  of  517.80  gallons 
of  water  per  one  pound  of  coal  consumed.  The  low 
duty  pumps  show  an  average  of  215-73  and  have  been 
operated  only  for  such  times  as  to  keep  them  in  good 
order  and  ready  for  emergency  use. 

The  board  has  for  some  time  considered  the  neces- 
sity for  erecting  a  smaller  pumping  station  sufficiently 
removed  from  the  present  plant  as  to  eliminate,  as  far 
as  possible,  the  danger  of  having  both  stations  out  of 
commission  at  the  same  time  by  reason  of  accident.  The 
necessity  for  such  a  station  is  apparent  when  one  con- 
aiders  that  we  have  practically  no  storage  capacity  and 
must  depend  on  the  continuous  operation  of  the  pumps. 
We  note  that  his  Honor,  the  Mayor,  has  deemed  this 
matter  of  sufficient  importance  as  to  recommend  in  his 
inaugural  address  that  steps  be  taken  to  provide  an 
auxiliary  pumping  service.  Should  the  plan  of  erecting 
another  station  eventuate  the  Board  wilt  give  serious 
consideration  to  the  possible  economies  that  may  be 
secured  by  the  installation  of  an  electrically  driven 
pump.  It  would  seem  that  better  results  ought  to  be 
obtained  from  such  a  type  of  pump  as  the  cost  of  mainte- 
nance, when  not  operating,  would  be  smaller  than  with 
steam  pumps. 
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BOILERS. 

Plans  are  under  way  at  the  present  time  for  the 
installation  of  new  boilers  to  replace  the  ones  now  in 
commission.  The  boilers  now  in  operation  have  been  in 
use  for  the  past  seventeen  years  and  were  built  for 
operating  at  a  pressure  much  lower  than  that  which 
must  now  be  maintained.  Every  effort  will  be  made  to 
install  the  most  modem  and  economical  boilers  that  are 
built. 

TANKS. 

There  has  been  no  necessity  for  repairs  to  any  of 
the  tanks  during  the  past  year.  The  number  of  tanks 
and  their  capacity  are  as  follows:

DISTRIBUTION. 

Buring  the  past  year  the  Board  has  caused  to  be 
laid  1,877  feet  of  12  inch  pipe,  2,778  feet  of  10  inch  pipe, 
8,497  feet  of  8  inch  pipe,  and  3,607  feet  of  6  inch  pipe 
making  a  total  of  16,759  feet.  About  fifty  per  cent  of 
this  pipe  replaced  private  pipe. 

It  had  been  the  intention  of  the  Board  to  carry  out 
the  Superintendent's  recommendation  of  last  year  for 
replacing  the  8  inch  pipe  in  Jefferson  Street,  from 
Warren  to  Cambridge  Streets,  with  12  inch  pipe,  in 
order  to  strengthen  the  system  in  that  district  but  on 
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account  of  the  great  number  of  petitions  for  water  mains 
that  were  filed,  and  the  urgent  request  of  many  of  the 
petitioners  that  an  adequate  water  service  be  furnished, 
the  Board  was  unable  to  carry  out  the  work  as  con- 
templated. 

In  the  matter  of  water  pipe  extension  the  Board 
heartily  agrees  with  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  that  the 
present  limit  of  $25,000  for  pipe  laying  is  entirely  too 
small  and  believe  that  at  least  $35,000  should  be  allowed 
each  year  until  such  time  as  private  pipes  in  built  up 
parts  of  public  streets  are  replaced  by  city  water  mains. 

Under  the  present  limit  of  expenditure  it  is  impossi- 
ble to  grant  the  petitions  of  many  water  takers  for  better 
water  supply  and  such  takers  are  obliged  to  continue  on 
private  pipes  that  have  become  corroded  through  long 
continued  use,  and  must  remain  dependent  upon  the 
meagre  supply  which  such  pipes  furnish.  This  condition 
results  in  loss  of  revenue  to  the  department,  inefficient 
service  to  water  takers  and  inadequate  fire  protection  to 
others.

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WATUPPA  LAKE. 

During  the  past  year  responding  to  the  requests  of 
quite  a  number  of  citizens  the  Board,  by  a  majority  vote, 
granted  permission  to  fish  in  the  North  Watuppa  pond 
from  the  wall  at  the  Narrows,  so  called,  during  the 
months  of  August  and  September,  under  certain  restric- 
tions. It  was  evident  to  the  Board  at  the  time  that  its 
action  would  provoke  much  public  discussion  as  to  the 
wisdom  of  granting  such  permission  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  previous  boards  had  repeatedly  refused  to  grant 
fishing  permits.  The  Board,  finding  itself  unable  to 
unanimously  indorse  the  proposition  to  allow  fishing, 
decided  to  submit  the  matter  to  some  recognized  sana- 
tarian  in  order  that  such  expert  advice  might  be  received 
as  would  enable  it  to  determine  the  best  policy  to  pursue 
in  the  future. 

Prof.  Milton  J.  Rosenau,  of  Harvard  Medical  School 
was  employed  by  the  Board  to  make  a  sanitary  survey 
of  the  North  Watuppa  pond  and  to  report  his  findings  to 
the  Board.  The  report,  a  copy  of  which  follows,  strongly 
advises  against  the  further  granting  of  fishing  permits. 

Oct  10.  1912. 

To  the  Watuppa  Water  Board, 
Fall  River,  Mass. 
Dear  Sirs: — 

Complying  with  your  request  of  August  14th,  I  have 
to  state  that  t  have  made  a  sanitary  survey  of  North 
Watuppa  Pond  with  special  reference  to  the  question  of 
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fish  and  fishing  and  submit  the  following  report.    The 
principal  questions  seem  to  be: 

"Does  the  fishing  endanger  the  purity  of  the  water 
supply?" 

"Do  the  fish  themselves  pollute  the  water?" 
"If  80, would  this  pollution  be  lessened  by  fishing?" 
I  find  that  Fall  River  is  blessed  with  exceptional 
advantages  so  far  as  its  water  supply  is  concerned. 
North  Watuppa  Pond  is  a  magnificent  body  of  water 
about  two  and  a  half  square  miles  in  area,  only  one  and 
three-quarter  miles  to  the  east  of  the  main  street,  and 
approximately  one  hundred  and  twenty-nine  feet  above 
tide  water.  The  supply  is  maintained  by  springs,  brooks, 
and  the  rainfall  on  the  drainage  area.  The  problem  of 
controlling  the  purity  of  the  water  of  North  Watuppa 
Pond  is  made  comparatively  easy  by  the  fact  that  the 
water-shed  comprises  only  ten  and  a  quarter  square 
miles,  which  is  small  compared  to  the  size  of  the  pond. 
All  these  facts  have  a  bearing  upon  the  problem  at  issue. 
From  information  obtained  from  Mr.  James  J.  Kirby, 
Clerk  of  the  Board.  I  learn  that  fishing  was  prohibited 
from  January  1,  1904,  until  August  19,  1912,  when  per- 
mission was  given  to  fish  from  what  is  known  as  "  the 
wall,  "which  separates  North  Watuppa  Pond  from  South 
Watuppa  Pond.  This  wall  is  a  dam  or  causeway  per- 
forated at  one  point  with  a  conduit  and  gate-valve  to 
permit  the  water  from  the  North  Pond  to  flow  into  that 
of  the  South  Pond.  The  fishing  is  allowed  onlyalongthe 
wall  of  this  causeway  and  in  rather  shallow  water. 
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On  August  21st  I  made  an  inspection  trip  around 
North  Watuppa  Pond  and  to  other  points  of  sanitary 
interest,  at  which  time  I  collected  samples  of  the  water 
for  the  purpose  of  analysis;  on  October  Ist  I  made 
another  inspection  and  gathered  more  samples  for  the 
purpose  of  comparison. 

Samples  of  the  water  for  bacteriological  and  chemical 
analysis  were  taken  from  the  intake  at  the  gate  house  to 
compare  with  samples  of  the  water  taken  near  the  wall. 
Other  samples  were  taken  from  the  faucets  in  various 
parts  of  the  city  as  follows: 

365  Bay  Street 
419  Beach  Street 
1005  North  Main  Street 
1132  Robeson  Street 
1913  Highland  Street 
Analysis  of  these  samples  show  a  marked  difference 
in  the  quality  of  the  water  at  the  wall  compared  with 
that  at  the  intake.     Thus,  the  bacteriological  examina- 
tions disclosed  the  following:

These   figures   show  that  there  are    many  more 
bacteria  in  the  water  near  the  wall  than  in  the  water  at 
the  intake.     Furthermore,  chemical  analysis  shows  that  - 
there  is  ten  times  as  much  organic  matter  in  the  water 
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near  the  wall  as  in  the  water  at  the  intake.  The  causes 
of  this  poUuUon  will  be  pointed  out  presently. 

There  is  no  significant  difference  so  far  as  could  be 
determined  by  laboratory  examinations,  between  the 
quality  of  the  water  examined  August  21st  and  that 
collected  and  examined  October  1st. 

Judged  by  the  number  of  bacteria  found  in  the 
samples  obtained  from  the  taps,  it  may  be  said,  that  the 
water  furnished  the  consumer  is  of  good  sanitary  quality. 
The  chemical  examinations  confirm  this  conclusion. 

A  summary  of  the  bacteriological  results  of  the 
samples  from  the  city  taps  follows:—

While  these  figures  show  the  water  supplied  to  the 
city  to  be  of  good  sanitary  quality,  it  is  plain  that  the 
water  cannot  stand  much  more  contamination  without 
bringing  it  into  the  undesirable  class.  Fortunately  most 
of  the  bacteria  in  the  water  are  of  the  kind  harmless  to 
man,  as  indicated  by  the  fact  that  more  of  them  grow  at 
20°  C.  upon  gelatin  than  at  body  temperature  upon  agar. 
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A  careful  study  of  the  analysis  made  by  the  State 
Board  of  Health  of  the  water  from  the  pond,  published 
in  Annual  Reports  of  the  Watuppa  Water  Board,  indi- 
cates that  the  water  furnished  the  inhabitants  of  Fall 
River  is  probably  not  as  pure  as  it  was.  I  draw  this 
inference  from  the  fact  that  an  increasing  number  of 
samples  in  latter  years  contain  nitrites,  which  is  an 
index  of  organic  pollution;  and  there  is  a  tendency  to  an 
increase  in  chlorides,  which  come  mainly  from  the  urine 
of  man  and  other  mammalian  animals  that  inhabit  the 
water-shed.  These  results  of  the  laboratory  tests  are 
confirmed  by  the  sanitary  survey.  It  is  plain  from  an 
inspection  of  the  situation  that  an  increasing  amount  of 
pollution  has  entered  the  pond  during  the  past  ten  or 
fifteen  years,  and  it  is  clear  to  me  that  this  contamina- 
tion of  the  water  comes  mainly  from  man  and  domestic 
animals  upon  the  water-shed  and  not  from  the  fish  in 
the  pond.  The  entire  slope  from  Flint  Village,  a  grow- 
ing community,  drains  directly  into  the  pond  just  adjoin- 
ing the  intake.  Further  I  noticed  an  overhanging  privy 
connected  with  a  club-house  on  Cress  Brook  which 
empties  into  the  pond  about  4,000  feet  from  the  pumping 
station.  One  case  of  typhoid  fever  or  one  bacillus  carrier 
using  this  privy  would  endanger  the  water  supply  and 
threaten  the  city  with  an  outbreak  of  typhoid.  The 
water  of  King  Philip  Brook,  which  drains  Blossom 
Swamp,  also  carries  undesirable  organic  matter  into  the 
pond.  I  understand  that  an  intercepting  conduit  is  to  be 
built  from  a  point  near  Interlaken  to  divert  Terry  Brook,

Highland  Brook  and  Cress  Brook,  as  well  as  to  take  care 
of  washings  from  Flint  Village  and  the  adjoining  slopes. 
The  surface  washings  from  Westport  also  add  their  con- 
tributions of  organic  matter,  all  which  is  sufficient  to 
account  for  the  changes  in  the  water  since  1898,  when 
the  State  Board  of  Health  first  made  sanitary  analysis  of 
samples  from  North  Watuppa  Pond. 

Fishing  takes  out  a  certain  number  of  fish  during 
the  short  season  it  is  permitted;  the  few  fish  thus  hooked, 
however,  have  little  influence  in  decreasing  the  total 
number  of  fish  in  the  pond,  for  it  is  a  well-known  law  of 
nature  that  thinning  out  the  number  of  a  species  gives 
the  survivors  an  easier  time  to  find  a  livelihood,  in  other 
words,  the  multiplication  of  the  species  is  favored  by  the 
thinning-out  process.  In  any  event,  the  number  of  fish 
in  the  pond  will  always  be  limited  by  the  amount  of 
available  food  and  a  better  way  to  diminish  the  number 
of  fish  is  to  prevent  organic  pollution  which  directly  and 
indirectly  furnishes  sustenance  for  aquatic  life. 

In  my  judgment  the  fish  in  themselves  do  not 
pollute  the  water  to  any  undesirable  or  even  appreciable 
extent.  It  is  not  conceivable  that  the  few  fish  taken  out 
at  the  wall  could  materially  diminish  the  number  of  fish 
or  appreciably  diminish  the  pollution  of  the  pond.  Even 
though  the  pond  were  overstocked  with  fish  it  would  not 
render  the  water  as  undesirable  as  the  urine  or  feces 
from  one  person  with  typhoid  fever,  dysentery  or 
cholera,  or  the  spittle  from  a  person  having  tuberculosis. 
In  other  words,  practically  all  the  infections  serious  to 
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man  which  enter  a  drinkinfir  water  come  from  man  and 
not  from  fish.  Owing  to  the  habits  of  fish  the  general 
effect  of  their  presence  in  the  water  would  be  rather  to 
keep  the  pond  clean  than  to  soil  it 

The  reasons  why  there  are  many  more  bacteria  and 
much  more  organic  matter  in  the  water  of  the  pond  near 
the  wall  than  in  the  water  at  the  intake  seems  evident. 
This  undesirable  increase  cannot  be  attributed  wholly  to 
the  fishing,  although  the  fishing  contributes  its  share 
both  directly  and  indirectly.  Thus  I  noticed  during  my 
visit  that  the  boys  who  fish  leave  particles  of  luncheon, 
discarded  boxes  and  papers,  bait,  and  debris  of  various 
kinds,  which  is  apt  to  blow,  fall  or  be  tossed  into  the 
water.  Further,  I  found  the  roadway  on  the  dam  in 
poor  condition  and  containing  much  dust,  considerable 
trash,  some  sputum,  also  horse-droppings,  and  miscel- 
laneous rubbish  and  dirt  of  various  kinds.  Flies  abound 
attracted  by  the  bait,  dead  fish,  and  remnants  of  lunch. 
I  even  noticed  what  appeared  to  be  a  bloody  handker- 
chief upon  the  sidewalk  near  one  of  the  fishermen.  That 
much  of  this  is  blown  into  the  water  is  readily  seen  by  a 
casual  glance  at  the  surface  of  the  lake  near  the  wall.  I 
saw  none  of  the  fishermen  spit  into  the  water  nor  did  I 
see  any  of  them  commit  other  particularly  undesirable 
acts. 

A  great  amount  of  dust  containing  horse  manure, 
sputum  and  other  undesirable  material  is  thrown  into 
the  air  in  great  clouds  by  the  passing  trolley  cars  and 
automobiles,  as  welt  as  other  trafHc  movements,  much  of 
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which  is  then  blown  into  the  water.  A  large  percentage 
of  the  contamination  of  the  water  at  the  wait  could  be 
avoided  by  improving  the  roadway,  oiling  it,  keeping  it 
clean,  and  by  constructing  a  wall,  fence  or  iron  grill 
along  the  north  side. 

While,  therefore,  it  is  plain  that  much  of  the  pollu- 
tion of  the  water  near  the  wall  is  not  due  to  the  fishing, 
some  of  it  is,  and  furthermore,  the  fishing  invites  the 
conditions  and  increases  the  nuisances  described. 

Objects  blown  or  thrown  into  the  water  at  the  wall 
may  find  their  way  in  a  few  hours  to  the  intake  when 
the  wind  is  favorable,  despite  the  fact  that  the  normal 
current  is  in  the  opposite  direction  when  the  gate  per- 
mitting water  to  flow  from  North  into  South  pond  is 
opened. 

It  was  not  my  fortune  to  observe  the  conditions 
during  what  is  known  as  "fly  season."  Then,  I  am 
informed,  flies  swarm  in  enormous  numbers  about  the 
wall,  many  of  them  falling  into  the  water,  thus  attract- 
ing the  fish  in  that  direction.  The  flies  are  doubtless 
attracted  to  this  point  both  by  the  lights  and  the  food 
they  find  upon  the  roadway.  This  nuisance  could  be 
abated  to  a  considerable  extent  by  diminishing  the 
brilliancy  of  the  illumination  upon  the  causeway  and 
keepingit  and  the  surroundings  clean  and  in  good  repair. 

Pishing  is  not  allowed  without  a  permit  and  I  am 
informed  that  about  800  permits  have  been  issued  this 
year,  and  it  is  estimated  that  probably  one-third  of  these 
have  actually  been    used.     To  prohibit  fishing  would

interfere  with  the  pleasure  of  some  300  or  400  persona, 
during  a  few  months  of  the  year.  It  would  not,  in  truth, 
interfere  with  their  pleasure  for  they  could  just  as  well 
fish  in  South  pond  or  in  the  river  or  bay. 

I  cannot  find,  as  the  result  of  my  studies,  that  there 
is  any  justification  to  permit  fishing  in  North  pond. 
Fishing  from  the  wall  may  not  be  seriously  dangerous 
in  fact,  but  it  is  wrong  in  principle  and  invites  pollution 
and  even  infection.  I  unhesitatingly  subscribe  to  the 
opinion  that  fishing  should  be  prohibited.  As  a  sani- 
tarian I  regard  the  permission  to  fish  in  the  water  of 
North  Watuppa  Pond  as  a  bad  precedent  and  a  sorry 
example.  I  note  with  pleasure  that  practically  every 
Annual  Report  of  the  Watuppa  Water  Board  mentions 
conspicuously  its  responsibilities  in  guarding  the  water 
against  contamination,  and  has  always  maintained  a 
watchfulness  over  the  purity  of  the  supply.

In  cases  of  emergency  when  it  is  neces- 
sary to  dispatch  men  to  breaks  in  the  system  the  machine 
has  been  productive  of  excellent  results. 

The  Board  has  contracted  for  the  purchase  of  an 
electrical  device  for  thawing  service  pipes  the  price  of 
which  complete  and  ready  for  use  will  be  $400.00.  The 
purchase  of  this  machine  was  determined  upon  after 
noting  the  excellent  results  obtained  through  the  opera- 
tion of  a  temporary  machine  which  the  department  used 
last  year.

■  The  fore^ing  tables  and  schedules  exhibit  in  detail 
the  entire  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  department 
for  the  past  year.  Included  in  the  tables  are  the  bills 
and  payrolls  which  are  approved  by  the  Reservoir 
Commissioners  but  which  are  paid  from  the  Water  De- 
partment receipts. 

The  work  of  the  meter  readers  shows  3353  leaking 
water  fixtures  discovered  during  the  past  year,  notices 
of  which  were  mailed  to  the  owners  of  the  property  in 
which  the  leaks  were  located.  These  leaks  represent 
but  a  small  number  of  the  inspections  made  by  meter 
readers  as  their  duties  require  that  property  owners  be 
notified  of  increased  consumption  whether  caused  by 
leaking  fixtures  or  otherwise.  I  am  pleased  to  report 
that  this  inspection  work  has  been  performed  with  such 
energy  and  enthusiasm  as  to  merit  favorable  comment 
from  many  water  takers. 

Sixty-five  complaints  on  account  of  excessive  water 
bills  were  received  at  this  office  during  the  year  just 
closed  but  investigations  have  shown  that  nearly  all 
excesses  vere  attributable  to  leaking  fixtures  or  to 
causes  not  within  the  province  of  this  oflice  to  adjust. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  the  continued  faithfulness 
■  and  efficiency  of  my  assistants  in  this  office  and  to 
acknowledge  my  indebtedness  for  assistance  rendered 
by  the  other  branches  of  this  department.

Gentlemen: 

In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  City 
Ordinance,  I  hereby  respectfully  submit  for  your  con- 
sideration, the  Superintendent's  Thirty-ninth  Annual 
Report  of  the  operation  and  condition  of  these  works  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1912. 

WATUPPA  LAKE. 

March  18th  the  water  in  the  lake  reached  a  point 
4\  inches  above  full  pond.  This  is  the  highest  point 
ever  recorded  in  the  history  of  the  water  works.  The 
lowest  point  was  on  November  1st,  42^  inches  below  full 
pond. 
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58  KBPORT. 

During  the  past  year  the  average  height  of  the 
water  has  been  greater  than  in  1911.  The  quality  of 
the  water  has  been  good  throughout  the  year. 

On  the  accompanying  diagrams  will  be  found  the 
rise  and  fall  of  the  Jake,  water  pumped  and  rainfall; 
also  variations  in  consumption  of  water  per  consumer 
per  day. 

PUMPING  ENGINES. 

The  total  water  pumped  in  1912  amounted  to 
1,952,580,780  gallons,  an  increase  over  1911  of  62,892,494 
gallons.  Of  this  amount  the  Worthington  No.2  has  pumped 
1,923,529,127  gallons  and  consumed  3,709,729  pounds  of 
coal,  or  an  average  of  517.80  gallons  to  the  pound  of  coal 
consumed.  The  Worthington  No.  1,  23,186,176  gallons, 
and  consumed  78,303  pounds  of  coal,  an  average  of  296.07 
gallons  to  the  pound  of  coal.  Davidson  No.  1, 1,234,714 
gallons  and  consumed  4,888  pounds  of  coal,  an  average 
of  252.60  gallons  to  the  pound  of  coal.  Davidson  No.  2 
has  pumped  4,633,762  gallons  and  consumed  13,290 
pounds  of  coal,  or  an  average  of  348.66  gallons  to  the 
pound  of  coat. 

The  Worthington  No.  2  has  run  98.52  per  cent  of  the 
year.  A  study  of  Table  VI  of  this  report  will  show  you 
that  this  engine  has  developed  an  average  duty  the  past 
year  of  only  83,703,546  foot-pounds  per  100  pounds  of 
coal  consumed.  This  low  duty  can  be  attributed  largely 
to  the  conditions  under  which  we  have  to  run.  For  at 
least  seven  months  of  the  year,  for  some  time  to  come. 
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and  for  night  consumption,  a  pump  of  six  million  daily 
capacity  will  show  an  increased  station  duty  and  conse- 
quently a  saving  in  cost  of  operation.  This  pump  in 
addition  to  the  ten  million  gallon  pump  already  installed 
will  be  sufficient  to  meet  the  requirements  of  our  city 
for  a  good  many  years. 

BOILERS. 

I  would  again  call  your  attention  to  the  condition  of 
the  boilers  at  the  Pumping  Station.  Although  these 
boilers  are  insured  and  have  had  the  regular  inspection, 
the  time  has  arrived  when  immediate  action  should  be 
taken  to  replace  the  present  plant. 

PUMPING  STATION  AND  GROUNDS. 

The  buildings  and  grounds  have  received  the  usual 
care. 

TANKS. 

The  tanks  have  been  emptied  and  cleaned  the  past 
year. 

DISTRIBUTION. 

16,759  feet  of  pipe,  from  6  to  12  inches  in  diameter 
were  laid  during  the  year,  making  a  total  of  622,569  feet 
or  117.91  miles  laid  to  date. 

In  Table  I  will  be  found  the  length  and  size  of  all 
pipe  laid  during  the  year;  also  the  earth  and  j:w:k  trench- 
ing, and  cost  in  detail. 
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HYDRANTS. 

The  hydrants  have  received  the  usual  inspection  and 
are  in  good  working  order.  No  persons  are  allowed  to 
operate  the  hydrants  except  the  members  of  the  Fire 
Department  and  employees  of  the  Water  Department. 

During  the  year  8  five  inch  hydrants  were  replaced 
with  six  inch,  2  Coffin  hydrants  by  six  inch,  steamer 
connection  hydrants,  and  one  Flush  hydrant  by  a  six 
inch  post  hydrant. 

Forty  six  hydrants  were  set  in  1912  and  two  removed, 
making  a  net  addition  of  44  and  a  total  of  1,408  now  in 
use. 

For  locations  see  Table  II. 

GATES. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  added  58  new  gates 
on  street  mains  and  7  on  private  pipes. 
For  locations  see  Table  III. 

PRIVATE  PIPES. 

A  greater  amount  of  private  pipe  was  laid  during 
the  past  year  than  in  1911.  These  pipes  are  laid  under 
the  direction  of  and  duly  inspected  by  the  Water 
Department. 

SERVICE  PIPES. 

Two  hundred  and  fifteen  regular  services  have  been 
connected  during  the  year,  and  private  pipes  were  sup- 
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REPORT.  61 

plied  with  fifteen  more,  making  a  total  of  230.  -  During 
the  year  there  were  89  private  pipe  connections  replaced 
with  regular  services,  these  were  on  the  streets  where 
mains  were  laid  during  the  past  year. 

There  were  27  services  enlarged,  6  renewed,  and  32 
discontinued;  8,988  services  were  in  use  January  1,1913. 

WATER  NOT  ACCOUNTED  FOR. 

The  average  per  cent  of  water  unaccounted  for  is 
3.54  leas  than  the  previous  year.  The  unaccounted  for 
water  in  1911  amounted  to  14.56  per  cent,  while  in  1912, 
11.02per  cent  was  unaccounted  for.  By  reference  to  the 
table  it  will  be  seen  that  the  greatest  amount  of  water 
unaccounted  for  came  during  the  last  quarter,  when  the 
ponds  were  low. 

Following  my  recommendation  of  last  year,  that  all 
public  buildings,  parks,  cemeteries,  and  fire  pipes  be 
metered,  your  board  talked  this  matter  over  but  came  to 
no  definite  action.  I  would  renew  my  recommendation 
of  last  year. 

August  23  of  last  year,  the  automobile  truck,  pur- 
chased by  your  board,  was  placed  in  commission  and  the 
work  since  accomplished  by  use  of  the  truck  has  proved 
the  wisdom  of  the  move.  I  would  recommend  that 
another  truck  of  not  more  than  IJ  tons  capacity  be 
procured  the  coming  season.
